Music Man jounces along the 
road between Calera and 
Montevallo, 80,000 pounds of 
stone rumbling behind him. 

An oncoming truck ap- 
proaches. Rick ‘‘Music Man’’ 
Blankenship watches the 
washboard road like maybé¢ he’s 
threading a needle. 

The road is 19 feet wide. The 
two trucks take up 16 feet of that 
space. Add a few kids walking 
along the narrow shoulder and 
disaster lurks only inches away. 

Driving this state road can be 
hard on any driver’s nerves. And 


Buddy Glasgow seeks re-election 


Pointing to a record of good 
law enforcement during the four 
years he’s been in office, Shelby 
County Sheriff James F. 
*“Buddy’’ Glasgow announced 
Monday that he is running fgr a 
second term. 

Glasgow said that crime in the 
county (excluding cities), has 
dropped 33% during the last five 
years. 

One reason for that, the sheriff 
says, is good law enforcement. 

He also credits the passage of 
the habitual offender act with 
having an effect on lowering the 
crime rate. 

Comparing his department’s 
record of solving crimes to the 
national average, Glasgow 
reported that in Shelby County 
it’s 17% (in 1981), five percent 
higher than the national figure. 
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besides the danger potential, the 
rough surface causes so much cab 
noise that Music Man can’t even 
enjoy his music. 

‘Something ought to be done 
about this road,’”’ he insists. 
“You go up and down it as much 
as we do and you’d know how 
bad worn out it is.’’ 

**You meet another truck and 
just close your eyes and hope you 
make it.’’ He is only partially 
joking. 

The four-mile stretch of two 
lane between Calera and 
Montevallo is one of a handful of 


dangerous highways in Shelby _ 


Response time to calls in the 
north end of the county, he 
pointed out, has been shortened 
by the establishment of a sub- 
station there. 

He wants to set up three more 
in other areas of the county, the 
sheriff said. 

A monthly meeting of police 
chiefs which he initiated three 
years ago has also been helpful in 
coping with crime, Glasgow 
remarked. 

Glasgow feels that the way 
other agencies and police depart- 
ments cooperate with the 
sheriff’s department is a signifi- 
cant factor in good law enforce- 
ment. 

He also notes that he has striv- 
ed to have a good working rela- 
tionship with the county commis-

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Dogwood plant 


turns ‘gob’ to coal

In the community of 
Dogwood, the waste of 
yesteryear is being converted into 
the fuel of today. 

Just off county road 221, is the 
only place in Alabama where coal 
mine ‘gob’ is being converted in- 
to coal. 

Working at the site of a 60 
year-old mine on Little Gem Coal 
Company land, a mechanical 
separation system is turning a 
‘gob’ hill (combination of slate 
and shale) into 10,000 tons of 
clean steam coal per month. 

The operation is being carried 
out by Tenncor Land Develop- 
ment Corp. Inc. of Birmingham. 

Early day miners discarded gob 


‘Hazard Road’ 


County. Truck dispatcher J.W. 
Harris goes as far as to offer it 
the name of ‘‘Hazard Road.’ 

One trucking firm alone, 
Southern Haulers in Calera, 
averages 200 runs per day along 
25. Owner Dick Edwards 
estimates one or two traffic ac- 
cidents happen monthly between 
Calera and Montevallo. 

What he fears most is that 
some day, one of those accidents 
will involve a school bus. ‘‘Then 
you’ll hear the cry of children all 
the way to Montgomiery,’’ he 
says. ~—, 

Robert Tucker, one of Ed- 
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wards’ drivers, says that on a 
good hauling day, as many as 
1,000 runs are made along 
Hazard Road. Widening it a foot 
on both sides would make it 
much safer, he contends. 

“One foot on each side,’’ Har- 
ris agrees,’’ and you’d be surpris- 
ed how much more room you’d 
have.’ 

From a roadside viewpoint, 
Calera resident Irene Edwards 
says traffic on 25 is scary. 

“It seems awfully narrow when 
you try to walk along beside it,’’ 
she says from experience. 

‘When the big trucks pass they 
seem to suck you into them, 

es there’s. six or seven 
right together. I’m scared to see 
them passing.”’ 

In the 20 years Mrs. Edwards 
has lived on 25, she has seen her 
share of accidents there. Most 
recently: ‘‘I was picking peas one 
day and a car ran off in a ditch on 
the other side of the road. 
Another time, one ran off in the 
yard here about 2 a.m. and tore it 
all up.”’ 

Her son, Charles, worries 
about a school bus related acci- 
dent on Hazard Road. His 
sister’s three children walk along 
the highway to and from the bus 
stop. He shakes his head at the 
thought of what could ‘happen. 

What’s to be done? 

Like many drivers, the Ed- 
wards family says widening the 
road would help considerably. 

Although a wider road would 
cut into their yard, both Charles 
and his mother say that would be 
fine with them. Mrs. Edwards

in Order to reach the more 
valuable lump coal. 

According to Bruce Moore, 
vice-president of operations, 
washers of the type used to 
separate coal from gob were in 
existence 60 years ago. 

However, he stated, ‘“‘At that 
time, miners were only interested 
in lump coal.’’ 

When asked why Tenncor was 
the only company doing this type 
of coal reclamation in Alabama, 
Moore responded, ‘‘This isn’t a 
get rich quick situation. It took a 
lot of investment dollars.”’ 

He said ‘‘Before you can start 
any coal operation today, it takes 
a lot of money and you must 
meet federal and state regula-

tions.”’ 

He stated, ‘‘An_ individual 
can’t start a mine like he used 
to.” 

Moore would not say how 
much was invested in the 
Dogwood operation but he told 
the Reporter that the coal being 
reclaimed is sold at $40 per ton. 

The way the reclamation 
‘works, according to Moore, the 
gob is loaded into a hopper and 
carried up a conveyor into a vat 
of water, churned by a turning 
screw. 

The rock in the gob sinks and 
the coal floats. 

As the screw picks the rock up 
in its grooves and carries it off,

Car catapults I-65, plunges down gully

A Saginaw woman is still 
hospitalized after her car flipped 


across I-65 and rolled down an 


embankment. 

The one car accident happened 
last Thursday at 2:35 p.m. Tues- 
day morning, Edith Williams, the 
car’s single occupant, was still in 
critical condition at Shelby 
Medical Center. 

According to eyewitnesses, her 
two door Maverick swerved off 
the I-65 shoulder near the 
Cahaba Valley Road overpass. 
As she cut back onto the road, 
her car went out of control and 
flipped across the southbound 
lanes, the median, and the north- 
bound lanes. 

The car left the interstate and 
tumbled down a 25-foot embank- 
ment, throwing Williams out the 
door and scattering her personal 
belongings. The car came to rest 
besides Cahaba Valley Road with 
Williams landing about 20 feet 
away. 

Dr. Mike Phillips, a kidney 
and heart specialist at UAB, and 
an unidentified Chilton County 
deputy happened to be passing by 
and were among the first to reach 
the woman. 

While the men and rescue 
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teams from Pelham and north 
Shelby attended Williams, Bill 
Day and his wife, who were 
traveling north from Pensacola, 
described what happened: 

“I saw her hit the right 
shoulder and lose control. She 
started flipping across the median 
in front us, then went down the 


embankment. I saw her flip at 


least twice coming across the 
road. I’d say she flipped a 


minimum of four times, in all.”’ . 


‘I grabbed my CB and started 
hollering on Channel 9, but 
nobody answered. We stopped 
and ran down to see how she 
was.”’ 

Williams was still unconscious 
when an ambulance carried her to 


SMC. A pocket Bible was left still 
sitting on the front seat of her 
crumpled car. 


Pelham Sgt. Sherwood 
Florence estimated Williams’ 
speed between 65-75 mph. He 
said it’s not unusual for a car to 
flip over when it hits a median at 


a high speed.

Budget 


Even though it could be worse, 
Shelby County still stands to lose 
6% in federal funding for Title I 
programs. 

In a recent news release, State 
Superintendent of Education Dr. 
Wayne Teague reported that 
states which would stand to 
benefit if 1980 census figures are 
used to determine funding were 
threatening court action. 

If those figures were used, the 
state would experience an 18% 
loss for program funding, Teague 
said. 

However, Shelby County’s Ti- 
tle 1 Goordinator, Rebecca Nail 
related that: through informal 
conversations with state officials, 
she believes the 1970 census 
figures will be what are used to 
determine funding. 

If they are, Teague says the 
state will still lose $4.1 million as 
a result of cuts directed by the 
Reagan administration. 

He reports this will affect more 
than 277 education employees of 
local school systems and at least 
8,600 students served in these 
remedial programs. 

As far as Shelby County is con- 
cerned, Nail reports that every 
Title I teacher will still be on the 
payroll next year. 

At the present time there are 20

Approximately 1,800 students 
were benefited by the program 
last year, Nail said.

sion, 

Besides working hand in hand 
with other law enforcement agen- 
cies in fighting crime, the sheriff 
related that citizen participation 
‘has also assisted in that effort. 

It’s his intention, Glagow 
remarked, to increase the services 
to county residents just as soon as 
sufficient funds allow the hiring 
of additional personnel.

Tax break repealed 


The U.S. Senate has adopted a 
Proxmire-Heflin Amendment to 
repeal a controversial tax break. 
The break allowed members of 
Congress to deduct up to 
$75-a-day for living expenses in 
Washington. 

The repeal amendment, spon- 
sored by Alabama Senator 
Howell Heflin and Wisconsin 
Senator William Proxmire, pass- 
ed the Senate by a vote of 70 to 
23. 

**I voted against this tax break 
when it was first offered and have 
fought for its repeal ever since,”’ 
Heflin said after the vote. ‘“This 
was a mistake from the very 
beginning and I am glad the 
Senate has corrected it.”’ 

Heflin said the lucrative tax 
break was ‘‘a back-door attempt 
to get a pay raise for Senators 
and Congressmen,’’ and that the

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However, as the owner of the 
property, Gulf States Paper 
Company will enjoy a free ride, 
receiving a one sixth royalty from 
any oil or gas produced. 

The three companies leasing 
mineral rights have put together a 
deal on the drilling of the proper- 
ty. Knowles stated that Atlantic 
Richfield was ‘‘the only one with 
the guts to try.” 

He indicated that the expense 
of the exploratory well would go 
to Atlantic Richfield. However, 
if oil or gas is discovered, a drill- 
ing unit of the three companies 
will be put together. 

The payoff on the oil and gas 
will depend on how large the oil 
reservoir is, 

The company owning mineral 
rights to the largest portion of the 
reservoir will take most of the 
profits. The other companies will 
divide the remainder accordingly. 

Knowles stated that a division 
of expenses will also be made, 
depending upon which company 
has the largest section of mineral 
rights.

She was the last non-defendant 
to see her 86 year old grand- 
mother alive on the evening of 
December 23, 1980. 

Next on the stand was Dr. M. 
L. Orr Jr., who found his 
mother’s body the next morning. 

He testified that she was lying 
on her bed with her head covered 
with a pillowcase tightly bound 
with masking tape. 

Forensic pathologist Dr. 
Joseph Embry gave suffocation 
as the cause of death. 

The nine witnesses for the state 
Tuesday included: Montevallo 
physician Dr. Lewis Kirkland, 
Montevallo policeman Odell 
Caputo, Shelby County Coroner 
Billy Thompson, Central Shelby 
Ambulance owner Billy Price, 
Mike Lee from the Department 
of Forensic Science, and Pelham 
investigator Sgt. Tommy 
Thomas.

Alabama has 128 school 
systems and no two systems are 
alike. Although the state basical- 
ly provides the same dollar sup- 
port to each system, local and 
federal revenue sources do not. 
Therefore, we have a wide 
variance in total dollar support 
per student per school system. 


We have an equally wide 
variance in the performance level 
between school systems. 
However, there is little or no cor- 
relation between dollar support 
and performance level. 


Politicians over the years have 


developed the bad habit of 
throwing huge sums of money at 
education problems and then tell- 
ing the people they help educa- 
tion. This is a cruel hoax on both 
the public and the student. 


Education, like everything else, 
must be held accountable for per- 
formance or the lack of it. That is 
the reason I started the ‘‘War on 
Illiteracy” three years ago. I 
demanded that every child be 
tested once a year and the respec- 
tive school system ranked accor- 
ding to its performance level. 


Further, I have demanded that 
action be directed toward school 


systems with low performance 
levels. One form of action has 
been the basic skills team. 
Another action is the effort 
generated from the mere fact that 
teachers and administrators 
know the results can and will be 
measured by statewide testing. As 
a result, thousands of youngsters 
have shown improvement as 
evidenced by this year’s test 


, Scores. 


I am deeply grateful to 
teachers, parents and ad- 
ministrators for this accomplish- 
ment, The emphasis has been on 
basic skills. Literacy is the foun- 
dation for an individual to 
develop job skills and hold jobs. 


The Alabama Scene

Any doubt that the political 
season is upon us has now been 
removed. 

Already there has been a 
dispute about the number of peo- 
ple who attended a political rally. 
George Wallace had a big affair 
in Montgomery last week, and 
the news media estimates of the 
crowd ranged from 2,500 to 
4,000. 

Not so, bristled the Wallace 
forces. They claimed there were 
closer to 8,000 in attendance. 

If that dispute didn’t confirm 
that a governor’s race was draw- 
ing near, then Big Jim Folsom’s 
re-emergence surely did. For the 
ninth time, Jim Folsom has an- 
nounced his candidacy for the 
state’s highest office. 

If you can’t remember such 
things, he first ran in 1942, and 
has since run in 1946, 1954, 1962, 
1966, 1970, 1974, 1978 and now 
again this year. He won twice. 


Needless to say, Folsom’s nine 
campaigns for governor is an all- 
time recod. His closest 
challenger, surprisingly, is the 
afore-mentioned George 
Wallace. He will be making his 
fifth race this fall. 

Another sign that vote-hunting 
season is open: Bill Edwards who 
in recent years has received a lot 
of press as head man of a hunger 
coalition in Alabama, has an- 
nounced he will run for a seat on 
the Public Service Commission. 
But Bill Edwards the candidate 
looked different from Bill Ed- 
wards of the hunger coalition. He 
had shaved off his very full 
beard. Perhaps Edwards had 
done his homework---candidates 
with beards don’t get elected in 
Alabama. 

Four years ago there was a lot 
of speculation that 1982 would be 
the year when the ‘‘second 
generation politicians’? made 
their move for high state office--- 


George Wallace, Jr., Ryan 
deGraffenried, Jr., Jim Allen, 
Jr:, Jim Folsom, Jr. But is hasn’t 
worked out that way. Young 
Wallace will be involved in his 
dad’s campaign but will not run 
himself: the other three 
*‘juniors’’ will run for reelection 
--deGraffenried for the State 
Senate, Allen for the Board of 
Education and Folsom to the 
PSC. 

Speaking of the Board of 
Education, look for the Alabama 
Education Association to make 
another monumental effort this 
fall to win control of that board. 
They came awfully close to winn- 
ing a majority of seats four years 
ago. One of the most interesting 
board races shaping up is in the 
old 2nd Congressional District, 
where Mrs, Isabelle Thomason, a 
former member and a bitter foe 
of the AEA, will try to regain her 
seat from AEA-yes-man Ron 
Creel. This one could get ugly. 


Literacy is the foundation of 
economic opportunity. 
Thousands of young people en- 
joy an improved living standard 
because of it. However, the de- 
mand for performance in basic 
skills must continue. There can 
be no letup in the ‘‘War on II- 
literacy.”’ 

There will be no new jobs and 
economic opportunity when the 
dollar is priced beyond reach of 
the average Alabamian. When 
you have to pay 15 to 20 percent 
for money, you cannot buy a car 
or home, you cannot operate a 
farm or business. When the 
average citizen cannot buy or 
produce, jobs dry up. 

The federal politicians have 
gotten you into this mess. The 
only way to get out is to balance 
the federal budget. I have formal- 
ly requested that our congres- 
sional delegation cut the federal 
dollars coming into Alabama by 
ten percent.

As one of the founders of 
Planned Parenthood of 
Alabama, I sincerely hope our 
progress will not be hampered by 
a lack of understanding of what 
we truly are: a non-profit 
organization providing low cost 
enlightened family planning ser- 
vices, reproductive health care. 
and education for the people of 
Alabama.

When it comes to collecting 
child support, a Shelby County 
assistant district attorney won’t 
play ‘Mr. Nice Guy’ any more. 

Bob McGregor made the new 
stance clear after confirming a 
report that the county’s Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
fell behind in collections for the 


three months which ended March 
31. 


He stated that due to tougher 
actions now taken, the county 
has increased its collections for 
May by $1,000 over the month of 
April. . 

For the quarter ending March 
31, Shelby County saw its collec- 
tions drop $2,891.52. It also saw 
its average collection fall $1.17 
per child from the previous 
quarter,

doubted that anyone else living 
along 25 would object either. 

“I'd like to see a sidewalk, 
too,’’ Mrs. Edwards half- 
heartedly suggests, ‘‘but I don’t 
see where they’d put it.’ There’s 
hardly room enough for the road 
as it is, she adds. 

Dick Edwards (no kin) says he 
would like to see the state widen 
the highway three feet on both 
sides from Calera to the Bibb 
County line. But he’s not holding 
his breath. 

A bypass around Calera like 
the one in Columbiana would 
alleviate a lot of traffic problems, 
Dick Edwards says. If the state 
would build that, he’d be happy 
with making 25 only a foot wider 
on each side. 

Truckers are quick to point out 
that allowing trucks to travel the 
interstates at the same weights the 


state allows, would make the 
roads much safer for everyone to 
travel. 

As it is, interstate truck weights 
in most Alabama counties are 
limited to a maximum of 72,500 
gross pounds. But on state roads, 
a six-wheel trailer can haul 
84,000. (Dick Edwards says 
weight citations on the interstate 
in Tuscaloosa County are now 
being thrown out of court.) 

According to Edwards, a cir- 
cuit judge has the power to rule 
on interstate limits within Shelby 
County. A change in weight 
limits, he contends, would take a 
lot of local trucking off narro 
roads like 25. 

_ But so far, nothing has been 
done about Highway 25’s traffic 
problems. 

“] just can’t figure out why 
they never fixed 25 somehow, as 
much traffic as goes on that 
road,’’ Music Man muses.

He commented that collection 
of child support can be handled 
in two ways, by civil or criminal 
action. ‘*‘Most are on a criminai 
basis in Shelby County.”’

**Our burden of proof is the same 
as for any other crime.”’

If payment was still not made, 
the assistant district attorney 
stated, ‘‘We had to locate the 
people involved and serve the 
warrants.’’ 

Shaking his head over the way 
things were handled, McGregor 
stated that he finally realized, 
“These people know they are 
under court order. Why should 
we go through the trouble, time 
and expense of writing letters?’’ 

That’s all changed now, he 
reported. 


From now on, McGregor says 
he is getting a list of everyone 
who is even one week late in 
payments. 

This information is coming 
from Judy Jones of the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
and from Gale Buie who handles

non welfare cases. 

The assistant district attorney 
stated that he is giving that list to 
court clerk Linda King and hav- 
ing all the names placed on the 
court docket. 

The Friday before the next 
Thursday court date, McGregor 
says he is reviewing the file and 
making determinations. 

He says, ‘‘I am checking to see 
if the late payers are under a cur- 
rent court order.’’. 


When the court date comes, 
McGregor says those showing up 
will be asked to pay. If they have 
a good excuse they will be given 
time. 

He said if they don’t, they will 
have to talk to Judge Robert 
Teel, Jr. who ‘thas a good im- 
agination about contempt of 
court.’’ 

McGregor said, ‘‘If a person 
doesn’t take his payments 
seriously, Judge Teel can 
sentence him or her to five days 
in the county jail for contempt 


and place their names on the 
docket for two weeks later.’’ 

He stated that if after two 
weeks, the person still doesn’t 
pay, the judge can sentence him 
or her to another five days in jail. 

McGregor stated that with the 
new system, ‘‘It is amazing how 
many people are coming up with 
the money.”’ 

Continual contempt of court 
can lead to arrest, trial and 
sentencing for criminal neglect. 
The crime carries a sentence of 
one year in jail. 

The law clearly states that 
criminal neglect can be charged: 

“*If either sex intentionally fails 
to provide support which that 
person is able to provide, and 
which that person knows he or 
she is legally obligated to provide 
to a depéndent spouse or child 
less than 19 years of age.”’ 

When asked if all this means 
no more ‘Mr. Nice Guy’, the 
assistant district attorney said 
very seriously, ‘‘You can call it 
that.’’

The Southern Company is 
building $5.9 million kilowatts of 
power generation facilties in 
Alabama and Georgia. 

That was the message brought 
by company president Alvin W. 
Vogtle, Jr. at a press conference 
in Birmingham, last Wednesday. 


The company owns Alabama 
Power, Georgia Power, Gulf 
Power and Mississippi Power 
companies. 

Vogtle stated that the projects 
will carry a price tag of six billion 
dollars when completed. 

The work is slated for comple- 
tion by 1991. 


Plans do not include the A. G. 
Gaston steam plant in Shelby 
County. 

For Alabama Power, construc- 
tion will involve Harris Dam, 
Mitchell Dam and the Miller 
facility in Jefferson County. 

Vogtle stated that the demand 
for electricity is increasing in the 
southeast at a rate of three per- 


cent per year. 

He commented, ‘‘Now that 
may not sound like much. But 
with a growth rate of three per- 
cent a year, demand for electrici- 
ty would double by the year 
2005.”’ 

Concerning revenues: 

When asked if Alabama’s 
Public Service Commission is the 
worst the Southern Company has 
to deal with, Vogtle answered, ‘‘I 
would hate to classify Alabama 
worst.”’ 

He said, ‘“‘In Mississippi we 
have had to go to court every 
time to get relief.’’ 

Following the press con- 
ference, Vogtle reported to 
stockholders that company earn- 
ings were showing signs of 
positive movement. 

He attributed the improvement 
to higher revenues billed by 
Alabama Power and Georgia 
Power and from efforts to hold 
down expenses across the board. 

He indicated, however, that 
the company is still not 


generating as much revenue as 
desired. 

According to Vogtle, ‘‘...our 
earnings per share still are runn 
ing below the levels established ir: 
1975--largely because costs have 
felt the significant impact of in 
flation during that seven year 
period.’’ 


The company president said 
that the situation will not be 
resolved until a period of 
economic stability is reached with 
“realistic rates.”’ 

Vogtle said that company 
discussions with Alabama Power 
and the state public service com- 
mission did not result in a 
negotiated settlement of the 
Alabama Power’s two most re- 
cent rate requests. 


He commented, ‘*But the fact 
that discussions took place--that 
honest viewpoints were 
exchanged--that efforts were 
made to reach agreement-- 
certainly remains a hopeful sign 
for the future.’’

the coal floats over the vat onto 
another conveyor belt. 

That coal is vibrated, washed 
and carried off by conveyor to a 
point where it awaits transporta- 
tion, 

The quality of the coal is tested 
by weighing and burning samples 
at 750 degrees centigrade. 

If less than nine percent of the 
coal is ash, it is considered good. 

While the coal reclamation 
continues 24 hours a day and is 
noisy, Dogwood residents will 
receive relief for their ears this 
winter. 

Moore stated that an enclosure 
will be constructed around the 
operation to keep the water from 
freezing and to keep employees 
out of the cold. 

As a byproduct of the opera- 
tion, Moore said, Dogwood 


residents will see an eyesore 
removed. 

He told the Reporter, ‘“‘When 
we are through here, we will level 
the land.

thern skies about 30 degrees 
above the earth, like maybe so- 
meone shining a flashlight 
through a small hole in the 
universe.

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Rabid bat situation 
overstated by some 


Rabid bats in Shelby County 
may be on the increase. But so 
far, there’s apparently no cause 
for panic. 


According to county rabies in- 
spector Dr. Charles Thornburg, 


--rabid bat findings have increased 


statewide over the past two years. 
But no pets in Shelby County 
have been infected by rabies in 11 
years, he said. 

However, at least seven people 
in Shelby County have come in 
contact with rabid bats over the 
past two years, and have had to 
have shots, Thornburg said. 

**I don’t want to make too big 
a bugaboo out of this, but there 
has been an increase in the rabid 
bats,’ Thornburg said. 

Officials at Oak Mountain 
aren’t nearly as concerned about 
rabies, as they are about a Birm- 
ingham newspaper’s claim last 
Thursday evening that a concen- 
tration of bats is located in a park 
cave, 

**The information was printed 
completely out of context,’’ park 
director Phil Easterwood said. 
“No one even contacted us on it. 
There’s no cave in the state park 
that any of our employees even 
know of.’ 


"TJ don’t know the full impact 


of the incorrect information,”’ 
Easterwood continued, ‘‘but 
given the paper’s circulation, a 
lot of people probably now think 
Oak Mountain is full of rabid 
bats.”’ 

Thornburg and health depart- 
ment officials met with park of- 
ficials Tuesday to discuss bats 
and determine what to do about 
the incorrect information before 
the situation got out of hand. 

Thornburg said he had told a 
reporter that the bats were con- 
centrated in the ‘‘Oak Mountain 


: area,’’ not in the park. He defin- 


ed that area as stretching roughly 
from Thompson Elementary and 
High Schools, to U.S. 280. 

“*T certainly didn’t mean to put 
a stigma on the park,’’ Thorn- 
burg said.

said that a visitor to the park’s 
fishing lake last summer had a 
rabid bat land on his foot. The 
contact was enough to possibly 
infect him, so he was given shots. 

They also said that any area in- 
habited by wildlife, commonly 
runs the possibility of rabies. 

Six students who handled a 
rabid bat recently at Thompson 
Elementary were also given shots. 
Health officials later found bats 
between walls in the school and 
exterminated them. 

To cut the risk of rabies, 
Thornburg made these sugges- 
tions: 1) Don’t handle wild 
animals, especially if they show 
signs of abnormal behavior, such 
as being overly friendly. 2) Vac- 
cinate dogs and cats. 3) Handle 
bats only with gloves and put 
them in a plastic bag. 

For information on rabies test 
for bats, he said to call the 
Bureau of Laboratories at 
933-1388.

Everywhere you go, people 
talk about the growth of Shelby 
County. 

There’s no doubt about the 
growth in the past, but if growth 
is continuing, is it reflected by the 
county school system’s student 
enrollment? 


Unfortunately, according to 
statistics from the Shelby County 
Board of Education, it is not. 

Instead, a definite negative 
trend is indicated. 

By April of this year, coun- 
tywide enrollment had dropped 
by 94 students, from the time 
school year began. There were 
11,736 on the rolls in April com- 
pared to 11,830 who began the 
school year last August. 

The average daily attendance 
(ADA) of students also showed a 
decrease of 3.26 nercent from the 
beginning of the school year. 

In April of 1982 the average 
daily attendance countywide was 
93.77 percent. In September 1981, 
the percentage was 97.03. 

The ADA refers to the number 
of students on roll who attend 
class daily. 

When one compares the figures 
from the school year before this, 
they show that in April 1981 the

fewer than that of September 
1980. 

The negative ADA trend was 
also reflected last year with a 
decrease of 2.6 percent. 

The trends in county school 
enrollment are more evident 
when one compares each school. 

Of 22 schools in Shelby Coun- 
ty, only three showed an increase 
during all of the past eight mon- 
ths and only six showed positive 
signs. 

On the other hand, six schools 
showed a steady decrease for all 
eight months, five showed 
markedly negative trends and two 
remained stable. 

The three schools that showed 
the most growth were Elvin Hill 
Elementary in Columbiana, 
Riverchase Middle and Thomp- 
son High. 

Elvin Hill had 35 more 


students in April than it had iast~ 


year at this time. Riverchase Mid- 
dle shows an increase of 56 
students and Thompson High has 
an increase of 22 students.

Everywhere you go, people 
talk about the growth of Shelby 
County. 

There’s no doubt about the 
growth in the past, but if growth 
is continuing, is it reflected by the 
county school system’s student 
enrollment? 


Unfortunately, according to 
statistics from the Shelby County 
Board of Education, it is not. 

Instead, a definite negative 
trend is indicated. 

By April of this year, coun- 
tywide enrollment had dropped 
by 94 students, from the time 
school year began. There were 
11,736 on the rolls in April com- 
pared to 11,830 who began the 
school year last August. 

The average daily attendance 
(ADA) of students also showed a 
decrease of 3.26 percent from the 
beginning of the school year. 

In April of 1982 the average 
daily attendance countywide was 
93.77 percent. In September 1981, 
the percentage was 97.03. 

The ADA refers to the number 
of students on roll who attend 
class daily. 

When one compares the figures 
from the school year before this, 
they show that in April 1981 the

1980. 

The negative ADA trend was 
also reflected last year with a 
decrease of 2.6 percent. 

The trends in county school 
enrollment are more evident 
when one compares each school. 

Of 22 schools in Shelby Coun- 
ty, only three showed an increase 
during all of the past eight mon- 
ths and only six showed positive 
signs. 

On the other hand, six schools 
showed a steady decrease for all 
eight months, five showed 
markedly negative trends and two 
remained stable. 

The three schools that showed 
the most growth were Elvin Hill 
Elementary in Columbiana, 
Riverchase Middle and Thomp- 
son High. 

Elvin Hill had 35 more 
students in April than it had last 
year at this time. Riverchase Mid- 
dle shows an increase of 56 
students and Thompson High has 
an increase of 22 students.

CETA jobs await 167 students 


A lot of students will be singing 
summertime blues when it comes 
to jobs. But 167 Shelby County 
youths will be able to get summer 
CETA jobs. 

The Summer Youth Employ- 
ment Program is offering two 
seven-week job session this year 
for underprivileged youths from 
14 to 21 years of age, according 
to program coordinator Erma 
Hiil. 

The jobs range from the 
upkeep of school grounds and 
working in parks and recreation 
centers, to helping in libraries 

and day care centers, Hill said. 

The programs each provide 


one week of assessment and 
training, and six weeks of work. 
Young people accepted for the 
jobs will be able to clock 40 hours 
per week at $3.35 per hour.

SMC holds busy board meeting

Shelby Medical Center’s board 
ot directors gave an offical 
thumbs down to the proposed 
toughening of the state’s Sun- 

shine Law. 

At board member Herman 
Moore’s suggestion, the direc- 
tors, at their May 25 meeting, 
unanimously passed a resolution 
opposing Senate Bill 22. The bill 
would make it a felony for 
elected officials to meet in secret 
and bar the press from public 
mwvetings. 

Saying the press had leaked in- 
formation in the past which had 
cost the hospital ‘‘thousands of 
dollars,’’ Moore urged the board 
“to let our senators and 


represenatives know we oppose 
this bill.’’ 

The directors also heard a 
report on the joint commission 
accreditation survey which was 
made last month. SMC received 
no negative citations, and only a 
few minor ‘‘suggestions’’ for im- 
proving such areas as doctors’ 
records. 


‘**There’s no question that we’ll 
get three years accreditation,’ 
SMC administrator Roland Brad- 
ford told the board. 

‘From a medical aspect, the 
joint commission was very com- 
plimentary,”” said Dr. Patrick 
Mills, chief of the medical staff. 

The board unanimously passed 


Moore’s resolution commending 
the entire hospital staff for mak- 
ing the survey successful. 

In other business, financial 
director Gene Taylor reported tie 
hospital’s occupancy rate for 
April at 79%. He said the figure 
compares very favorably with the 
82% rate one year ago when 
SMC had 40 fewer beds.

Randy Moore doesn’t want 
any praise for saving a little girl’s 
life. 

‘I’m just glad I was there and 
knew what to do,’’ said the 22 
year old EMT from Columbiana. 

Thinking of the instances when 
his knowledge and skill couldn’t 
help someone, he said, ‘‘This 
made up for the other times.’’ 

Even though he plays down his 
role in the emergency, the mother 
of the three year old girl whose 
life Moore saved, thinks he’s a 
very special individual. 

Jenny Lespi says her daughter 
Nicole wouldn’t be here today if 
Moore hadn’t been at home the 
evening the child’s trachea was 
crushed in a fall. 

A special ed teacher at Elvin 
Hill Elementary School, Lespi 
was attending an evening class at 
UAB when the accident occurred. 

Nicole, she said, had been left 
in the care of her grandmother. 
When the child rushed into the 
house, struggling to get her 
breath: , she was thought to be 
choking on something, Lespi ex- 
plained. 

Since Nicole’s shirt had a high 
collar, her mother said that no 
one noticed a small cut near the 
base of her neck until Moore ar- 
rived. 

He was summoned to the scene 
by his mother, who had noticed a 
commotion as she drove past the 
home.

EM 1 saw what the problem was 
and opened an airway so the child 
could breathe. 

By then deputy Mike Shaw was 
on the scene and he drove Moore 
and Nicole to Shelby Medical 
Center where a tracheotomy was 
performed. 

“If we had waited for an am- 
bulance,’’ Moore said, ‘‘she 
never would have made it to the 
hospital.’’ 

Because of the distance am- 
bulances have to travel to reach 
some communities, Moore said 
that his dream, was to someday 
organize a county wide am- 
bulance service. 

At the present time, he’s work- 
ing on advancement in his 
emergency medical training at 
UAB and plans to find employ- 


ment with a fire department when 
he completes the course. 

Moore got into the EMT field 
when he worked as an airbrush 
artist in Florida. 

“I’ve always had an interest in 
that type of work,’ he related, 
‘fan when an opportunity came 
along for me to go to an 
Emergency Medical Technology 
school down there, I took advan- 
tage of it.’’ 

For six months of the year he 
spent at the school, Moore work- 
ed with a local fire department. 

Referring to an accident such 
as Nicole’s, Moore pointed out 
that common sense can’t always 
be relied on. 

He said that an untrained per- 
son shouldn’t try to initiate treat- 
ment, adding that no one should 


do anything not 
necessary. 

Relatives later determined that 
Nicole’s wound and crushed 
trachea had probably been caus- 
ed by her falling on a tree branch, 
which was found on the ground 
with blood on it. 

“But there was very little 
bleeding from the wound,”’ 
Moore noted, ‘‘and no one saw 
it.”’ 

The EMT also emphasized the 
need for quick action. 

“Even if I had been at home,”’ 
Lespi admitted, ‘‘I’m not sure I 
would have known what to do or 
who to call.’’ 

Moore’s advice to anyone fac- 
ed with an emergency, would be 
to call the Shelby County 
sheriff’s department. 669-4181.

Licensees within the City of

1. To add the following provisions 
to the Montevallo Code: 

“Section 9-35. All Alabama 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board 
lincesees for Lounges and Class ti 
Clubs listed in Section 28-34-21 of 
the 1975 Alabama Code shall pay a 
license tax of $500.00 per year, plus 
tive per cent of all whole sale pur- 
chases of liquor and beer, (es defined 
by Sections 28-3A-2 (3) and (15) of the 
1975 Alabama Code.) A sworn state- 
ment of the amount of said pur- 
chases, accompanied by payment of 
the tax based upon said purchases, 
shall be made by the twentieth of the 
month following the month said pur- 
chases were made. A penaity of ten 

per cent of the tax due will be assess- 
ed on the twenty-first of each month 
for which such report or payment is 
not made. Any penalty assessed and 
unpaid for thirty-one days shall be 
doulbed. 

Section 9-36. All licensees under 
Section 9-35 shall comply with the 
following: 

(1) No sleeping shail be permitted 
on the premises. 

(2) No person not fully clothed shall 
be permitted on the premises. 

(3) The portion of the premises 
open to patrons shail at al! times be 
kept illuminated sufficiently so that 
an ordinary newspaper can be easily 
read by one with normal vision. 

(4) No noise or music shall be per- 
mitted to be heard issuing from the 
premises which would be in violation 
of the Montevallo Noise Ordinance 
(Sections 4-110 to 4-112). 

{5) No minor shali be employed by 
such licensee, and no person who 
has been convicted of driving under 
the influence of intoxicants, public 
intoxication, or similar offense within 
the preceding twenty-four months 
shall be employed by such licensee. 

(6) No liquor or beer (as defined by 
Sections 28-3A (3) and (15) of the 1975 
Alabama Code) shall be directly or in- 
directly offered, sold, or served to any 
minor, habitual drunkard, anyone 
visibly intoxicated, or anyone that the 

licensee or his employee or agent has 
reason to believe is intoxicated. 

(7) No liquid that has been 
denatured shal! be directly or In- 
directly offered, sold, or served to 


anyone. 

(8) No lewd or lascivious dancing or 
other conduct shall be permitted on 
the premises. 

(9) No person under the State of 
Alabama legal drinking age shail be 
permitted on the premises. 

Section 9-37. (a) Violation of Sec- 
lions 9-35 and 9-36 shall be grounds 
for ravaking the license prescribed in 

Section 9-35, provided the licensee is 
afforded the right to a hearing as set 
out in Section 9-23. 

(b) The taxes and regulations set 
out in this section and Sections 9-35 
and 9-36 are cumulative and in addi- 
tion to all other laws, taxes, and 
regulations affecting licensees, in- 
cluding, but not limited to, the provi- 
sions ot Section 9-40. 

2. Each and every provision of this 
ordinance is hereby declared to be an 
independent provision and the 
holding of any provision hereof to be 
void and invalid shall not affect any 
other provisions of this ordinance, 
and it is hereby declared that the 
other provisions of this ordinance 
would have been enacted regardiess 
of any provision which might have 
been held invalid. 

3. This Ordinance shall become ef- 
fective upon its passage and adop- 
tion by the City Council of the City of 
Montevallo, Alabama.

All 
members shall serve without com-

Section 4. Organization and rules. 
The Commission shall elect its chair- 
man and create and fill such other of- 
tices as it may determine. The term of 
chairman shall ba for one year, with 
eligibility for re-election. The com- 
mussion shall normally hold at least 
one regular meeting each month. It 
shall adopt by-laws for the transec- 
tion of business and shall keep & 
record of its resolutions, transaction 
of business, which record shail be @ 
public record. Five of the members 
shail constitute a quorum to transact 
the business of the Commission. 

Section 5. Staff and Finances. The 
commission may appoint, promote, 
Jemote, and remove such employees 
as it deems necessary for its work. 
The Commission may also contract 


otherwise, to limit or impair in any 
manner the use of land for mining, 
Quarrying of otherwise extracting 
coal, limestone or other minerals 
tocated therein, or for processing or 
distribution of such minerals. Such 
plan and regulations with the accom- 
panying maps, plats, charts, and 
descriptive material shall show the 
Commission's recommendations tor 
the use and development of the ter- 
ritory of the said county. The zoning 
regulations shall also include @ zon- 
ing pian for selected areas for the 
control of the height, area, bulk, loca- 
tion, and use of buildings and land. 
As the work of making the whole 
master plan and preparation of zon- 
ing regulations progresses, the Com- 
mission may from time to time adopt 
and publish a part or parts thereof, 
any such part to cover one or more 
major sections or divisions of the 
county. The commission may from 
time to time amend, extend, or add to 
the plan or regulations as hereinafter 
provided. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to impair the right of emi- 
nent domain conferred on ral 
and utilities, both public and private, 
or their right to construct, use and 
maintain structures reasonably re- 
quired in the public service or their 
right to exercise authority conferred 
by statutes, franchises, certificates 
of convenience and necessity, 
licenses, easements or conveyances. 
Section 7. Purposes in View. in the 
preparation of the master plan and 
zoning requiations, the commission 
shall make careful and comprehen- 
Sive surveys and studies of the pre- 
sent conditions existing within the 
county with due regard to existing 
agricultural uses, to land by virtue of 
its fertility, proximity to water sup- 
piles, and other geographical 
features is particularly suited to 
agricultural uses, to neighboring 
municipalities, towns and villages, to 
the growth of sub-divisions, to the 
general population growth of the 
county, and make adequate provision 
for traffic, recreational areas and in- 
and other public re- 
quirements.

According to Shelby County 
Airport operator Larry Chap- 
man, Thomas had been in con- 
tact with the Birmingham Airport 
prior to the crash. 

His last communication was

North county 
water rate cut 


Residents of north Shelby 
County who are served by the 
Birmingham Waterworks Board 
will receive a big break in their 
water rates. 

The residents will see a reduc- 
tion in rates of 50 percent, effec- 
tive June 4, as the result of a class 
action suit filed in Jefferson 
County Circuit Court. 

According to C. D. Colee, 
general manager of the Birm- 
ingham Waterworks Board, 
“The court ruled that our three 
zone concept was not legal.”’ 

The board reportedly charged 
different rates for different zones 
depending upon how far they 
were from Birmingham. 

Areas which should benefit 
from the rate reductions are In- 
veness, Riverchase, Indian Hills, 
Valleydale Road, Meadow Brook 
and Shoal Creek. 

Colee described the area as 
everything north of Cahaba 
Valley Road. 


Jack van Pelt, board official of 
the North Shelby Fire District 
told the Reporter that the new 
ruling will also reduce the cost of 
fire hydrants from $130 to $85 

year. 

He said that no one yet knows 
what effect the court ruling will 
have on possible refunds. 

He added the fire district had 
also filed a suit against the Water 
Works Board, but it was filed in 
Columbiana, and was therfore 
not technically a part of the deci- 
sion handed down by the Jeffer- 
son County court last week. 


Van Pelt was very happy about 
the decision, because of the costs 
faced by the fire district. He says 
the district must soon buy a lad- 
der truck at a cost of a quarter 
million dollars to take care of the 
new six-story office buildings 
that are going up in the area.

Their search aircraft was carry- 
ing direction finding equipment 
which tracked a. signal 
automatically emitted by the 
downed plane.

2nd death penalty 


returned in Orr case 


For the second time this year, 

the family of Annie Laurie Orr 
sat ina Shelby County courtroom 
and heard a jury bring in a guilty 
verdict against one of her accused 
killers. 

The mother of 21 year old Dar- 
rell Grayson sat in the corridor 
outside the courtroom late Thurs- 
day night as her son was found 
guilty of the capital murder 
charge. 

“I only pray they’ll sentence 
him to life in prison,”’ she said. 
But after a sentencing hearing the 
following day, the jury recom- 
mended death. 

Grayson’s mother, now Sara 
Lightsey, had worked several 
years for the 86 year old widow 
whose husband, Dr. M.L. Orr, 
Sr., had been Dean of the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo. 

It was in the bedroom of her 
home at 321 Nabors Street near 
the campus, where Mrs. Orr’s 
body was found on Christmas eve 
morning in 1980. 

Although she had been beaten 
and sexually assaulted, Mrs. Orr 
died from suffocation. 

Her assailants had put a 
pillowcase over her head and then 
wrapped it with masking tape. 

As a teenager, Grayson had 
done yard work for Mrs. Orr at 
various times and knew about the 
basement entrance to the home as 
well as where she kept some 
money in the house. 

Admitting that he and his ac- 
complice Victor Kennedy had 
gone to the home to get money 
for Christmas, Grayson said he 
had not intended to kill Mrs. Orr. 

Taking the stand in his 
defense, Grayson said his reason 
for putting the pillow case over 
Mrs. Orr’s head was to keep her 
from identifying him. Why he 
wound masking tape around it, 
he said he didn’t know. 

But Assistant District Attorney 
Jim Fuhrmeister had the answer. 
Describing the way the tape was 
wound tightly and uniformly 
around and around the 
pillowcase from the victim’s chin 
to the top of her head, 
Fuhrmeister said,‘‘It was a 
foregone conclusion how that 
was going to end - they meant to 
kill her.”’ 

“She didn’t have a chance,” 
Fuhrmeister told the jury as he 
held up the blood and semen 
stained gown of the 5’2’’, 117 
pound woman. 

Although Grayson admitted 
raping Mrs. Orr, he claimed that 
Kennedy had had sex with her 


first and then insisted he do it 
too. 

__ But he said.he had no memory 

Of taking’her into bathroom 
where investigators found a tub 
filled almost to the top with water 
and a bedsheet on the floor with 
blood and semen stains. 

Grayson blamed his inability to 
remember everything that hap- 
pened on the large quantity of 
alcohol he and Kennedy had con- 
sumed during the evening. 

If the defense had had suffi- 
cient funds, court appointed at- 
torney Dick Bell said he had con- 
sidered bringing in a psychic to 
help in reconstructing the events 
of those early morning hours. 

The first thing he remembered 
after they entered the home, 
Grayson said, was going to Mrs. 
Orr’s bedroom. 

‘She was so scared she 
couldn’t do nothing - like she was 
going to have a heart attack,”’ he 
said. 

The only thing he remembered 
her saying, Grayson related, was 
‘*Take the money and don’t hurt 
me.”’ 

‘And there was not one 
reason,”’ District Attorney Billy 
Hill told the jury, ‘‘for them to 
hurt her.”’ 

But testimony presented during 
the three day trial revealed that in 
addition to the bruises, lacera- 
tions were found on her forehead 
and chin and several :ibs had 
been broken. 

When he was on the stand, 
Grayson said he was quite sure he 
had not beaten Mrs. Orr. But her 
blood was found on the shirt he 
wore the night of the crime. 

The shirt was one of the few 
pieces of evidence that was not 
presented during the trial of Ken- 
nedy, who was also convicted of 
capital murder and sentenced to 
death. 

Testimony from William C. 
Brown Jr., known as ‘‘Yak’’, 
revealed that he and his brother- 
in-law had found the shirt hidden 
under a rock in a wooded area 
between his home and Graysons. 

Another piece of evidence link- 
ing Grayson to the crime was his 
sock which contained a hair from 
the victim’s head. 

And Sheriff Buddy Glasgow 
testified that he had found Mrs. 
Orr’s wedding rings in Grayson’s 
wallet. 

Grayscn admitted that he had 
taken $25 that he found in a 
bedroom drawer, but said he did 
not remember taking the rings.

Gov asks for reform 


by Fob James 

On June 21 I will call the 
Alabama Legislature into Special 
session to deal with a variety of 
reform issues. 

For the last three years I have 
proposed a massive overhaul of 
the retirement and fringe benefits 
state government provides state 
employees and teachers. These 
changes are long overdue. 

But most importantly, they are 
necessary to insure the financial 
stability of the retirement systems 
so they guarantee the employee 
that his or her benefits will be 
there when they retire. 

Alabama has the richest retire- 
ment system in America, but the 
taxpayers have paid dearly to 
make it that way. The modifica- 
tions I will propose will insure 
soundness, yet make it affor- 
dable. With a few changes, we 
could save up to $50 million next 
year and every year after. That’s 
fifty million dollars we can use 
for other purposes in state 
government. 

I will also reintroduce the 
crime reform package in the com- 
ing session. This is a group of 
bills aimed at overhauling the 
criminal code. They are changes 
necessary to strengthen the laws 
of Alabama and give the victim 
and witness certain rights which 

the courts have seemingly ignored 
over the last several years. 

Other issues I will abdrées in 
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the coming session or sessions in- 
clude revision of the Textbook 
Committee to give parents and 
laymen a chance to participate in 
the selection of our children’s 
books; and a revision of the 
Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education (ACHE) to give it 
some teeth to control the quality 
and quantity of higher education. 


As you know, President 
Reagan introduced legislation 
several weeks ago to restore 
prayer in our schools. I will pro- 
bably have legislation prepared to 
allow voluntary prayer to be 
returned to public education. 


All of these issued need to be 
addressed, NOW. As governor, I 
must have the cooperation of the 
legislature to make these changes 
I have outlined. 

Every one of these issues has 
gone unaddressed for 10, 20 or 30 
years. They are not popular, but 
they are important to every 
citizen of Alabama. 

We are in the midst of an elec- 
tion year. I encourage each of 
you to take an active role in see- 
ing that the current members of 
the legislature know your feelings 
on these issues and that the can- 
didates for other offices give you 
their feelings on these reforms. 

I strongly believe your state 
government is overpriced. But it 
will never change without your 
support. Please pay attention to 
the progress of the session. 
Together we can put your govern- 
ment costs in line. 


Heflin speaks 
in Alabaster 


U.S. Senator Howell Heflin in 
Alabaster Friday said that there is 
a serious anti-American feeling in 
Latin America. 

He pointed to the problems 
associated with the nation’s sup- 
port of England on the Falkland 
Islands crisis, saying there have 
been anti-American riots in 
several cities in Latin America. 

When the senator opened the 
meeting for questions, one man 
in the audience asked, ‘‘Why do 
they keep saying in Washington 
inflation is down, when you go to 
the grocery store and everything 
costs more?’ 

Heflin laughed with the crowd, 
but said, it seemed to him that in- 
flation depends on what you buy. 
‘‘Overall, I believe it’s been 
under control for seven months.”’ 

Heflin was introduced by 
Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin who 
had been urging Heflin to include 
Alabaster on a town hall visit for 
several months.

Nolen and Buttel, she said, 
performed the evaluation in a 
negligent manner. 

By accepting the evaluations, 
Horton contended the board 
acted negligently because they 
‘either knew or should have 
known the evaluations were the 
product of negligent acts.’’ 

If they had reviewed her work 
history, Horton pointed out, they 
would have found she was a cons- 
cientious and outstanding 
teacher. 

One board member said that it 
has never been the board’s policy 
to review the records of teachers

Fannie Graffeo was given four 
years on each of two counts of 
selling marijuana, and two years 
for possession, to run concur- 
rently. (A total of four years.) 

In her case, the Appeals Court 
held that procedural rules re- 
quired evidence be presented and 
arguments made before any part 
of the sentence was pronounced.

SMC acquires eye lamp 


Shelby Medical Center has pur- 
chased an eye examination instru- 
ment called a slit lamp to aid in 
determining the severity of eye in- 
juries. 


Hospital spokesmen say the 
Swiss-made device is the newest 
of its kind in the six-county 
North Central Alabama area. It 
is expected to save money for 
SMC’s patients by eliminating 
travel outside Shelby County for 
detailed eye inspections. 

The $6,000 lamp will be 
especially useful in evaluating in- 
dustrial accidents to the eye and 
in determining the severity of 
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head injuries resulting from high- 
speed automobile accidents. 

In expectation of emergency 
use, ophthalmologists, under Dr. 
Randall Pitts, have begun train- 
ing emergency physicians to use 
the instrument for rapid evalua- 
tions of eye injuries. SMC 
averages almost 45 detailed eye 
examinations each month. 

Using the device, 
ophthalmologists will be able to 
detect fine scratches on the sur- 
face of the lens. Scratches on the 
lenses are frequently caused by 
inserting contact lenses incorrect- 
ly and by allowing eye shadow 
applicator wands to slip.

Columbiana woman wants road paved 


A resident who lives on the 
road connecting County Roads 
37 and 47 is determined to get her 
road paved. 

She told the Columbiana 
Council Thursday evening that 
she would persist in her efforts. 

Although there are only about 
five families living on the road, 
Mary Wood presented Mayor 
Buck Falkner with a petition con- 
taining 84 names. 

Some of the signatures were 
those of friends and relatives who 
frequently visit the families living 
there and other motorists who 
use the connecting road on a 
regular basis. 

Wood complained of the dust 
and also noted that poor drainage 
conditions caused knee deep 
water in the road when it rained. 

Saying he was concerned for 
the families living in the area, the 
mayor pointed out that there 
were other families in the com- 
munity who have been waiting 
much longer to have their roads 
repaired. 

He stressed the city’s financial 
situation by reporting that there 
was just enough money each 
month to meet the payroll. 

‘Don’t push us,’”’ the mayor 
said, ‘‘when we haven’t got 
anything.”’ 

Rock, which Councilman 
Harold McCord called ‘‘better 
than chert,’’ has been put on the 
road to keep down the dust. 

But insisting on the road being 


paved and widened, Wood said 
that putting on chert or a similar 
material and blading were just ‘‘a 
waste of time and money.”’ 
Wood also asked that fire 
hydrants be put in the area, but 
was told she should first see the 
water board before the council 
took any action on the matter.

According to company presi- 
dent Charles Bueltman, the ser- 
vice will be offered on a subscrip- 
tion basis and will be in operation 
by mid-summer, 1983. 

The advanced, tertiary treat- 
ment plant will be located off Old 
280 on Riverview Road. -° 
Bueltman said the 10-acre facility 

will include a rotating biological 
contactor and an effluent buffer, 
or holding pond. 

After holding treated water for 
30 days as ‘‘a good insurance 
policy,’ Bueltman said it would 


be dumped into a creek feeding 
the nearby Cahaba River. 
Bueltman said the Alabama 
Water Improvement Commission 
enthusistically approved the 
treatment plans last December. 


Bueltman’s plans jumped 
another hurdle two weeks ago 
when the Shelby County In- 
dustrial Development Board 
agreed to sponsor financing with 
up to $4 million dollars worth of 
tax-free bonds. Once the bond 
issue is floated, Bueltman said 
construction will begin. 

The plant will mean a substan- 
tial savings to 280 developers, 
such as IBM, Kovach and 
Associates, Danie] Realty, Dan- 
tract and others. 

Shelby County has no plans for 
sewer service in the 280 corridor, 
and Jefferson County has a 
moratorium on any further 
hookups. Septic tanks would be 
impractical for large 
developments. 

So, until Bueltman came up 
with his idea, he said developers 
were faced with building and 
operating their own, on-site treat- 
ment facilities. Such plants cost 
about $1 million to build, and re- 
quire up to 15 acres of land, 
which runs about $100,000 per 

acre in the area. 

Bueltman said developers will 
pay only about half that much to 
subscribe to his service.

‘The developers are definitely 
glad to see us coming in,” 
Bueltman told the Reporter. ‘“We 
wouldn’t be doing this if we 
weren’t encouraged to.”’ 


Bueltman said he has a base of 
about 10 developers, so far, and 
has contacted 15 others. But he 
declined to name them. 

“But if the big developers 
weren’t going with us, it wouldn’t 
be feasible to offer the service to 
homes,”’ he said. 

The average homeowner using 
300 gallons a day can expect to 
pay a $3,000 hookup fee, and 
about $22 a month, Bueltman 
estimated. The service will be op- 
tional. 

Current plans call for building 
a 300,000 gallon per day plant-- 
enough to serve 3 million square 
feet of office space. Bueltman 
said reception to the idea has 
been so favorable, the plant may 
be expanded to 1.5 million 
gallons in future stages. 

The first stage will offer sewer 
service from the 280/1-459 inter- 
change, to Lloyd’s Restaurant. 
The first extension of service 
could be south to Cahaba Valley 


Road if Shelby Medical Center 
wins approval to build a new 
hospital it plans there. 

Other possible extensions and 
future plants could serve the In- 
dian Springs/Indian Valley area, 
parts of south Homewood, and 
parts of Vestavia, Bueltman said. 


Although the plant will 
employe only ten people, he said 
it will still greatly benefit Shelby 
County. 

“‘The real benefit to Shelby 
County will occur in the business 
developments and the houses that 
will be built in the area,”’ 
Bueltman said. 

Noting the moratorium and 
further proposed cuts in federal 
grants for local government 
sewer systems, Bueltman expects 
plants such as his to be seen more 
and more in the future. 

**Private enterprise is going to 
have to provide its own means of 
providing sewer service--that’s 
what it amounts to,”’ he said. 

Bueltman’s associates are 
James Mulvaney and J. Don 
Huff. They have been working 
on plans for the new Cahaba 
plant for the past year.

Calera Police are not 
about a drug raid Monday which 
netted the collection of ten 
pounds of marijuana.

Volunteer loves work 


“It makes me feel great when I 
can see I’ve done some good,”’ 
said Judy Gilbert, a volunteer at 
the Shelby County Attention 
Home. 

Since federal funding has been 
discontinued, the facility which 
houses young people with pro- 
blems must depend on volunteers 
to help out. 

Gilbert says she has found 
tremendous satisfaction during 
the seven months she has worked 
in the area of truancy and fund 
raising. 

Several years ago, Gilbert had 
been marketing manager for a 
clothing firm. 

Even though she majored in 
business and marketing at col- 
lege, her electives were in 
psychology and sociology, which 
she called her ‘‘real love.’’ 

Before moving to Columbiana 
2% years ago, Gilbert was a. 
Volunteer case worker in Jeffer- 
son County’s Juvenile court 
system. She was also a volunteer 
counselor at Children’s Hospital 
free clinic. 


Speaking of the counseling she 
does with truancy cases in the 
Shelby County school system, 
Gilbert ‘said that at times the 
work can be discouraging. 

**But then a school counselor 
will call to tell me how much a 
particular student’s grades have 
improved and I’m on top of the 
world,”’ she exclaimed. 

The feeling of discouragemnet 
can also creep in at times in her 
fund raising activities, Gilbert 
said. 

But after being turned down a 
few times, she related that 
chances are the next person she 
approaches will contribute 
without hesitation. 

*‘We need more fund raisers,’’ 
Gilbert stressed. She pointed out 
that if just five or six people 
would call several friends, ‘‘we 
could raise $5,000 in one day.”’ 

Gilbert also organizes fund 
raising events and is presently 
working on a golf tournament to 
be followed by a concert under 
the stars. 

Stressing the need for 
volunteers, Gilbert said even an 
hour or two a week would be ap- 
preciated. 

“If someone would help the 
students who stay here keep up 
with their school work it would 
be a great help,’’ she remarked. 

Some clubs have already 
helped with maintenance projects 
and businesses have given 
materials such as flooring. ‘‘All 
labor and supplies are tax deduc- 
tible,’’ Gilbert noted. 

Some organizations, such as a 
church group, might like to come 
to the Attention Home, Gilbert 
suggested, and play softball, soc- 
cer or badminton with residents. 

The wife of Simsco vice presi- 
dent and sales manager, John 
Gilbert, the dedicated volunteer 
spends between three and five 
days a week at the home, depen- 
ding on her case load. 

Her time is more limited during 
the summer when her daughters, 
Jeanna, 16 and Julie, 11, live 
with her.

Ever wanted to know what 
you’re doing wrong when frying 
fish? How about a way to im- 
prove fish frying techniques? 

Well, chemistry plays an im- 
portant role in making your fish 
fry right. 

For instance: the oil should be 
maintained at a constant 375 
degrees. If you put too many 
pieces in the pan at once, the oil 
.cools and doesn’t give the fish 
that quicked-cooked flavor. 

If you don’t have a ther- 
mometer to keep track of the 
temperature, another chemistry 
trick will keep you close. Take a 
small cube of bread and drop it in 
the oil, if it constantly foams, the 
temperature is close enough to 
start the fish frying. 

The fish chunks should be 
cooked for four minutes, then 
remove them to drain on a rack 
or paper towel.

A life preserver is por- 
trayed as “Your Friend For 
Life.”’ 

The 39 boating accidents which 
occurred during the year through 
May 23 involved 18 serious in- 
juries and property damage 
estimated at $48,340 in addition 
to the 22 fatalities. 

Garner emphasized: that on 
weekends and holidays and 
especially during National Safe 
Baoting Week, Marine 
Policemen will be ‘‘out in full 
force looking for moving viola- 
tions and violations regarding 
safety equipment.’’ 

So if you go boating, make 
sure you and your passengers, 
especially non-swimmers, are 
wearing a Coast Guard approved 
life preserver. It could save your 
life in a fall overboard. Further, 
ensure that a proper lookout is 
kept at all times to prevent colli- 
sions with another boat or sta- 
tionary object. 

Alcohol abuse is another 
leading cause of boating ac- 
cidents. The constant motion and 
vibration associated with boats 
accelerates the effect of alcohol 
on the human body. Therefore, a

IRS runs dry 


of tax forms 


The Internal Revenue Service 
ran out of forms this month for 
persons who make estimated in- 
come taxes. 

But the service warns that if 
anybody forgets to make their 
June 15 payment on time, they 
will be penalized 20 percent 
(annual basis.). 

The IRS said, ‘‘An unexpected 
increase in the number of tax- 
payers filing 1982 declarations of 
estimated tax resulted in a shor- 
tage of voucher and envelope 
packages that are mailed to tax- 
payers who used Form 1040ES to 
make the initial payment. Addi- 
tional forms are being printed, 
but the delay could result in some 
first time estimated taxpayers not 
receiivng the forms in time for 
the June 15 payment.” 

Taxpayers should include on 
their check their social security 
number, name, address, and in- 
dicate that the payment is for 
1982 estimated taxes.

Jason 
is one of 26 children currently 
learning these basic family 
lessons in foster homes in Shelby 
County. 

‘First you’ve got to love 
them,’’ says Maureen Kelley, 
president of the Shelby County 
Foster Parents Association, anda 
foster parent herself. ‘‘Then you 
have to help them adjust--and 
you have to adjust, too. 

Foster care seldom turns into a 
permanent arrangement--another 
apparent misunderstanding com- 
mon among the general public. 

The state places these children 
under foster care until they’re 
adopted or placed in group or in- 
stitutional homes such as King’s 
Ranch or the Sheriffs Girls 
Ranch. If problems are ironed 
out on the home front, they are 
returned to their original parents. 

Giving up a child they have 
grown to love is the hardest 
aspect of being a foster parent, 
according to those who have been 
there. It’s an inevitable pain they

“Foster” is not four-letter 
word, however. 

Children know when they’re 
loved. And a loved child--foster 
or otherwise--is much better off 
than an unloved child, say the 
Kelleys and Cannadys. 

**T tell them ‘I’m your mommy 
while you’re here,’’’ Mrs. Can- 
nady says. ‘‘It seems like most of 
them need more love than other 
kids. They want you to just hug 
them. They eat it up.”’ 

Many people claim that foster 
parents take in children for the 
money, social workers say. But as 
DPS director Susan Treadwell 
notes, ‘‘We don’t give them 
enough money to make it worth 
while.’’ 

**I used to think people did it 
for the money, too,’’ Maureen 
Kelley says. ‘‘But I was dumb. 
There’s no money in it.”’ 

Depending on the child’s age, 
the state pays foster parents bet- 
ween $153 and $180 per month, 
plus medicaid. That has to cover 
food, clothing, school fees, den- 
tal work, entertainment, and the 
numerous incidentals all children 
need and want. 

“‘The money’s definitely not

salary,”’ agrees Pat Cannady. 
**You usually have to pull some 
out of your own pocket--but you 
don’t mind. You want to.’’ 

**A foster kid isn’t a bad kid, 
but some people and teachers 
think they are,’’ says Maureen 
Kelley, ‘‘but they deserve to be 
treated just like anyone else.”’ 

Some people will probably 
always misunderstand the con- 
cept of foster care. But the 26 
licensed Shelby County parents 
who take children into their 
homes, and the social workers 
who place them there, know that 
foster care means love. And love 
doesn’t have to be tied to blood 
relationship. 

Others have learned this, too, 
like the Cannady’s son Jeff. 

‘*He said when he grows up, he 
wants to have foster children, 
too,’? Pat Cannady explains. ‘‘] 
told him he may have kids of his 
own, and he said he wanted 
foster kids, too.”’ 

**If you help a foster child just 
the least little bit,’’ says Maureen 
Kelley, ‘‘you feel great. Some 
people just don’t understand 
that.

Home suffers severe smoke damage

A north Shelby house was fill- 
ed with smoke Thursday morning 
after apparently being struck by 
lightning. At the time, the 
homeowners were vacationing in 
Florida. 

The residence of the Cecil Har- 
rison at 5441 Caldwell Mill Road, 
was extensively damaged by 
smoke. According to North 
Shelby County Fire District Chief 
Winston Boutwell, the house was 
probably on the verge of bursting 
into flames when the smoke was 
seen. 

At about 9:30, garage owner 
Aubrey Dunaway was delivering 
a car when he smelled smoke on 
Caldwell Mill Road. ‘‘I figured it 
was pretty early to be burning 
brush,’’ he said.

Several pieces of 
smoldering furniture began flam- 
ing when they were tossed out- 
side. 

“It’s ruined in there,’”’ one 
firefighter coughed as he came 
from the building.

amendment of zoning regulations; to 
Prohibit zoning regulations from be- 
ing retroactive; to provide remedies 
for the enforcement of the provisions 
of this act; to provide exceptions to 
such zoning regulations and for ap- 
Peals from the decisions of the Com- 
mission; and to provide for the 
ratification, approval, validation and 
confirmation of Act No. 816 approved 
September 2, 1965 and all actions 
_taken by the Shelby County Planning 
Commission, officials of Shelby 
County, and the electors of Shelby 
County, or any beat therein, as of the 
date they were taken. 

Be It Enacted By The Legislature of 
Alabarna: 2 

Section 1. Creation of County Plan- 
ning Commission. There is hereby 
created a Planning Commission for 
Shelby County, Alabama which Com- 
mission shall be appointed as herein 

and shail have respon- 
sibilities and duties as are stated 
herein. The Commission shall be 
known as the Shelby County Planning 
Commission. The term, “county 
governing body” when used herein 
shall refer to the Shelby County Com- 
mission or its successors. 

Section 2, Personnel of the Shelby 
County Planning Commission. The 
Commission shall be composed of 
seven members, all of whom shail be 
over the age of 25 years and each of 
whom shail be a qualified elector in 
and an actual resident of and a free- 
holder in Shelby County who resides 
outside the corporate limits of any 
municipality therein. Two of the 
members shail be appointed by the 
Shelby County Commission, two 
shail be appointed by the

exercise and does in fact exercise 
planning and zoning powers in any 
area outside its municipal boun- 
daries, such areas shall be excluded 
from the jurisdiction of the courty 
planning commission. 

Section 4. Organization and rules 
The Commission shall elect its chair 
man and create and fil) such other of 
lices as it may determine. The term of 
chairman shall be for one year, with 
eligibility for re-election. The corm 
mission shall normally hold at least 
one regular meeting each month. It 
shall adopt by-laws for the transac- 
tion of business and shall keep 8 
record of its resolutions, transaction 
ot business, which record shall be 2 
public record. Five of the members 
shail constitute a quorum to transact 
the business of the Commission. 

Section 5. Staff and Finances. The 
commission may appoint, promote, 
demote, and remove such employees 
as it deems necessary for its work. 
The Commission may also contract 
with county of city planners, 
engineers, architects, and other con- 
sultants and with any local, state, or 
federal agency for such services as it 
may require. The commission may 
cooperate with and accept funds 
from Federal, state and loca! public 
or semi-public agencies, private in- 
dividuals or corporations, and may 
expend such funds, and may carry 
out such cooperative undertakings 
and contracts for planning studies 
necessary in the performance of its 
duties. The expenditures of the Com- 
mission, exciusive of gifts, grants, or 
contract receipts, shall be within the 
amounts appropriated for the pur- 
pose by the county governing body. 

Section 6. General Power and 
Duties of the Commission. It shal! be 
the function and duty of the commis- 
sion to make and maintain in an up- 
to-date manner a master plan and to 
adopt appropriate zoning regulations 
as provided by Section 10 hereof for 
the physical development of Shelby 
County; provided, however, that the 
Commission shall have no power, by 
the adoption of zoning regulations or 
otherwise, to limit or impair in any 
manner the use of land for mining, 
quarrying or otherwise extracting 
coal, limestone or other minerals 
located therein, or for processing or 
distribution of such minerais. Such 
plan and regulations with the accom- 
panying maps, plats, charts, and 
descriptive material shall show the 
Commission's recormmendations for 
the use and development of the ter- 
ritory of the said county. The zoning 
regulations shall also inclutie a zon- 
ing plan for selected areas for the 
control of the height, area, bulk, loca- 
tlon, and use of buildings and land. 
As the work of making the whole 
master plan and preparation of zon- 
ing regulations progresses, the Com- 
mission may from time to time adopt 
and publish a part or parts thereof, 
any such part to cover one of more 
major sections or divisions of the 
county, The commission may from 
time to time amend, extend, or add to 
the plan or regulations as hereinafter 
provided. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to impair the right of emi- 
nent domain conferred on railroads 
and utilities, both public and private, 
or their right to construct, use and 
maintain structures reasonably re- 
quired in the public service or their 
right to exercise authority conferred 
by statutes, franchises, certificates 
of convenience and necessity, 
licenses, easements or conveyances 

Section 7. Purposes in View. In the 

preparation of the master plan and 
zoning requiations, the commission 
shall make careful and comprehen- 
sive surveys and studies of the pre- 
sent conditions existing within the 
county with due regard to existing 
agricultural uses, to land by virtue of 
its fertility, proximity to water sup- 
plies, and other geographical 
features is particularly suited to 
agricultural uses, to neighboring 
municipalities, towns and villages, to 
the growth of sub-divisions, to the 
general population growth of the 
county, and make adequate provision 
for traffic, recreational areas and in- 
dustry, and other public re- 
quirements. The plan and zoning 
regulations should be made with the 
general purpose of guiding and ac- 
complishing a coordinated, adjusted 
and harmonious development of the 
county, which will, in accordance 
with present and future needs, best 
promote health, safety, morals, order, 
convenience, prosperity, and general 
welfare, as well as efficiency and 
economy in the process of develop- 
ment, and should promote safety 
from fire, flood and other dangers, 
the healthful and convenient distribu- 
tion of population, and the wise and 
efficient expenditure of public funds, 
The plan and regulations shall be a 
Public record, but its purpose and ef- 
fect shall be to aid the planning com- 
mission in the performance of its 
duties, including making recommen- 
dations to the county governing body 
and assisting cooperating with other 
federal, state and local agencies so 
as to achieve coordinated, adjusted, 
and harmonious development. 

Section 8. Election to Determine if 
Beat is to be Covered by The Master 
Plan and Zoning Regulations. The 
master plan and zoning regulations 
provided by the Commission shall not 
be applicable in any beat of Shelby 
County until the majority of the 
qualified electors of the beat voting 
in a special election shall have 
signified by their vote that they desire 
the authority of the Commission, its 
master plan and the zoning regula- 
tlons to apply to their beat. Such an 
election must be held no less than 30 
nor more than 45 days after a petition 
is filed in the office of the judge of 
probate seeking such an election and 
signed by no less than 25 electors 
who voté in said beat and who also 
own an interest In real estate that is 
located In such beat. Notice of such 
election shall be given by three 
weeks publication and posting notice 
in two public places within the beat.

Public hits the roof 


over dome paint job

The courthouse dome mystery 
is the main topic of conversation 
in Columbiana this week. 

Almost without exception, 
everyone who has looked up and 
seen the dark brown color the 
domes are being painted, has ex- 
pressed dismay. 

The mystery is - who chose the 
color? 

When the painting bid was 
awarded to Columbiana painting 
contractor Austin Henley, the 
commissioners had talked about 
putting on a coppery-bronze col- 
or. 

But no definite decision was 
made. 


Tax board 
has new place 
for meetings 


The county board of equaliza- 
tion will soon have a place of its 
own to hold hearings. 

The county commission ap- 
proved the renting of a building 
across the street from the cour- 
thouse, Monday, following a re- 
quest from tax assessor Bobbie 
Reynolds. 

County Commissioner Don 
Murphy was opposed. 

The building will be rented 
from county attorney Frank Ellis 
at $250 per month if it is legal to 
do so. Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden told the commissioners 
that he would check the matter 
with the state attorney general. 

Snowden told the commis- 
sioners that in the event the coun- 
ty cannot rent from its attorney, 
Ellis will let the county use the 
building for nothing. 

Commissioner Murphy ob- 
jected to the action because he 
felt the board should be able to 
hold its hearings inside the cour- 
thouse. 

He said of the people who 
would have to cross the street, 
““We are doing them a disservice, 
running them out of the 
building.”’ 

Judge Snowden stated, “‘I 
agree we should find them a place 
in the courthouse but we just 
don’t have any.” 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port commented that it was bad 
business for the county to be try-

Although enley thinks the 
color is suitable, and will take on 
more of a bronzed appearance 
when it has ‘‘aged out,’’ he says 
he did not choose it. 

County Maintenance Super- 
visor ‘*Top’’ Glenn also disclaims 
having any say in the selection. 

Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden says he doesn’t know 
who picked the color. 

It was supposed by most of 
those who watched the paint be- 
ing put on, that the dark coat was 
a primer. 

But Snowden told the commis- 
sioners at their Monday meeting, 
that the brown/bronze color was 
the color the domes would re- 
main. 

They jokingly said they would 
let him be responsible for the col- 
or. 
Although public reaction has 
almost been entirely negative, the 
painting contractor says he can 
visualize how it will look when it 
has weathered. 

‘I wish everyone would just 
give it time,’’ Henley lamented. 

His bid of $26,880 also in- 
cludes scraping and painting ex- 
terior woodwork on the cour- 
thouse and annex. 

Marian Cotney, who serves on 
Columbiana’s Beautification 
Committee, helped in choosing a 
color for the exterior trim that 
she explained will ‘‘tie it in.’’ 

The off white color she selected 
will bring out some of the brown 
in the marble and blend with the 
dome color, she said. 

Henley pointed out that the 
dark brown shingles that will go 
on the roof will also improve the 
appearance of the building. 

He explained the reason for us- 
ing the maintenance enamel was 
because it’s more durable than 
the thin aluminum paint which 
was put on the domes when they 
were last painted. 

Although the copper domes 
won’t rust, the soft metal is full 
of ‘‘pock’’ marks caused by a 
severe hail storm. 

“This paint will fill all those 
places,’’ Henley said. 

The county is paying for the 
paint, caulking, and glazing for 
the project. 

Henley is supplying the labor, 
scaffolding, ladders, brushes and 
rollers, mineral spirits and similar 
supplies. 

Glenn and his crew are painting 
the offices inside the courthouse. 
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North Shelby zoning law 


goes down on June 29

On June 29, Beat 12 will be 
wide open once again, with no 
zoning law. 

The Cahaba Valley beat has 
been covered by zoning since 
April 12, 1980 when residents 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of 
it. They wanted to be sure in- 
dustries and businesses could not 
locate in residential areas. 

But last Friday, the Alabama 
Supreme Court refused to recon- 
sider its May 13 decision which 
said the local law that made zon- 
ing possible, was unconstitu- 
tional. The court allowed an 18 
day period before the decision 
goes into effect. That period will 
end on June 29,

Narrow bridges on 25 


add woes to driving 


hazardous highway _

Young Damie glances over his 
shoulder at the rumbling parade 
of cars and heavy trucks on 
Highway 25. His parents, Charles 
and Linda Smith, have warned 
him about the dangerous traffic 
in front of their Calera home. 

‘‘They say don’t get on the 
road,’’ the seven year old says. 
“If you do, you’ll get runned 
over.”” 


‘‘Hazard Road.’’ That’s what 
one trucker dubs the narrow, 
rough, stretch of state highway 
from Calera to Montevallo. 
Others attest that this two-lane 
gets as much, if not more heavy 
traffic than any road in 
Alabama. 

Like the road, the shoulder on 
25 is also dangerously narrow--in 
fact, it’s practically non-existent 
at the four small bridges and 
numerous culverts it crosses. 

What happens if another vehi- 
cle runs you off the road at one 
of the narrow bridges? 

“You turn over,’’ states 25 
resident Glen Glass. 

‘*There’s a culvert near 
Calera,’ says Matlack trucker 
Roy Canton, “‘and if you run off 
the road there, you’re gone.”’ 

‘It surprises me there’s not 
more wrecks,’’ Canton con- 
tinues. ‘‘I guess everybody knows 
it’s so bad and stay alert.”’ 

‘*The bridges worry you,’’ says 
Dwight Jones, another Matlack 
hauler. ‘‘They’re always on your 
mind. Some of the drivers have 
had some close ones all up and 
down 25.”’ 

Truckers say the heavy traffic 
has mashed the road down, 
especially on the outsides, caus- 
ing potholes and making it hard 
to keep a rig in the straight and 
narrow. 

**You can’t hardly keep your 
trailer on the road,’’ says trucker 
James Shirley. ‘‘Once in a while, 
if you meet a truck that doesn’t 
use the road much and he’s hugg- 
ing the line, you have to get off 
on the side--if it’s there. 
Sometimes you hit a pothole and 
go off anyway.”’ 

‘*Hazard Road’’ wasn’t always 
hazardous to drivers and 
pedestrians. W.W. Morgan, 
who’s lived on the road in the 
outskirts of Montevallo for 42 
years, remembers when horses 


and wagons lumbered along its 
unpaved surface. 

But that was before Allied Pro- 
ducts, Martin Marietta, Southern 
and Sherman Ready Mixes, 
Westinghouse, several trucking 
firms, and other industries mov- 
ed there. 

Now Morgan says, ‘‘I’ve never 
seen as much traffic on a small 
stretch of highway in my life. 
There’s more traffic on 25 than a 
super highway!”’ 

“The noise don’t bother me 
*cause I don’t hear nothing 
anyway,”’ he says, taking a break 
from his gardening. ‘‘But that’s 
the worst highway in the world to 
walk on. You can see for yourself 
there’s nowhere to walk unless 
you get in a ditch. I see a lot of 
kids on bicycles--it’s a bad out- 
fitis?? 

Everyone asked, agrees: 
something should be done about 
Zoe 

Dwight Jones has several sug- 
gestions: 

“If there’s ever been a road 
that needs four lanes, this is it. 
There ain’t many roads around 
that catch it (heavy truck traffic) 
like this one.’’ 

“If they’d just three-lane it, 
make left turn lanes at the plant 
entrances, it’d cut down on the 
accidents. If they’d put a little 
apron on the sides, it’d really 
help, too.”’ 

Glen Giass says widening the 
biidges and cutting down foliage 
that obscures access roads to 25, 
would go a long way toward 
making it safer to travel. 

“They had in mind to widen 
this road at one time,’’ W.W. 
Morgan recalls, ‘‘but I haven’t 
heard any more about ii.”’ 

**T wouldn’t want them to take 
none of my land,’’ he says, poin- 
ting proudly to the small garden 
and yard. ‘‘But I suppose a foot 
or two wouldn’t hurt much.”’ 

“It’s a road that desperately 
needs looking into,’’ Dwight 
Jones says. ‘‘It’s terrible!’’ 

“Let them know about the 
heavy trucks on it,’”’ he em- 
phasizes. ‘‘They’re the ones that 
have to pay the bill on it.” 

“1 don’t know what they’re 
ever going to do about it, but 
they need to do something,” 
Morgan agrees. “‘If that road 
could talk, it could tell you a 
lot.””

Speed slowed

Residents along Shelby Springs 
Road (county 42) will receive 
some relief from road conditions 
there. 

In response to complaints lodg- 
ed by A. C. Harrison, Rex and 
Pat McDonald and Lynn Collins, 
the county commission voted 
Monday to do whatever it takes 
to improve the road. 

It also agreed to place a 25 mile 
per hour speed limit on the road. 

The commission agreed that 
banks along curves need to be cut 
back so that oncoming traffic can 
be seen. 

However, while this work will 
most likely take place in 
September or October, the ~ 
mission agreed to go ahead wi 
the new speed limit. 

Rex McDonald told commis- 
sioners that the crooked, rough 
road between Highway 25 and 
county road 47 is seeing more 
traffic now than ever before. 

He said, ‘‘We feel like the com- 
mission should set some 
priorities. It has gotten to a point 
so serious that something needs 
to be done.”’ 

McDonald said, “‘If the county 
paves roads to garbage dumps, it 
can be more concerned about the 
safety of citizens."’ 

A. C. Harrison told the com- 
missioners that people should be 
more safety conscious on the 
road. He reported that even 
sheriff’s cars ‘‘fly over hills.’’ 

Harrison said that until a new 
road can be built the county 
should cut back the curves and 
should provide escape routes. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
stated, ‘I’ve been aware of this 
thing myself over two years, 
These people are not just tooting 
their horns. It is dangerous.”’ 

Lynn Collins, who had been in- 


' volved in an accident on the road 


along with her 5 year-old son, 
told the commissioners that she is 
scared someone is going to get 
killed and would like to see 
something done. 

She commented that her son is 
afraid of being hurt when she 
drives the road and said that is 
something a 5 year-old shouldn't 
have to worry about. 

The motion to improve the 
road by whatever means 
necessary was made by Commis- 
sioner Jake Morris and approv- 


The motion to place a 25 mile 
per hour speed limit on the road 
was made by Commissioner 
Harold Davenport and approved.

A clock snafu and what follow- 
ed led to rejection of bids for 
county paving projects, Monday. 

Probate Judge Tommy

minutes til the hour, and re- 
quested a five minute recess. 

What took place in that five 


minutes wrecked the whole pro- 
cess. 

According to Clyde Carden, 
while he was in the hall, confi- 
dent that all bids were turned in, 
he told others how much he had 
bid on behalf of Central 
Alabama Paving. 

Upon hearing the amount of 
his bid, Carden stated that Roger 
Bass of Dunn Construction 
changed his bid upward by 
$27,000. 

Bass stated that he had chang- 
ed his bid in time, according to 
the clock on the wall. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
made a motion that as a result of 
the confusion of clocks and the 
changed bid, all bids be rejected. 

His motion also asked that new 
bids be accepted two weeks later. 

After receiving approval of his 
motion, Morris stated, ‘‘We need 
to sit down between now and the 
next meeting and review what 
went on here and take action that 
this does not happen again.”’ 

Commissioner Murphy stated 
that he called for the recess 
because if someone had come in 
and seen the bids being opened 
before 10 a.m. by the clock on 
the wall, it could have caused 
problems. 

Judge Snowden stated that he 
had not noticed the new clock on 
the wall and that he was used to 
going by his watch. 

Carden accepted the blame for 
telling his bid. But he said that 
the reason he pointed out the 
matter of the changed bid was a 
fear of being charged with collu- 
sion. 

He said of his company, ‘‘We 
did not want any part of bid rigg- 
ing. That’s why I stopped it.’’ 

In other action: 

A resolution was passed to 
make Shelby County a target for 
state bonds. 

County Coronor Billy Thomp- 
son was given permission to pur- 
chase a camera for use in his job.

consider campaigning for a lesser 
office. Running for a state office 
has become a very expensive af- 
fair. 

For example, it is likely that in 
the 1978 governor’s race the five 
major candidates---Fob James, 
Bill Baxley, Albert Brewer, Jere 
Beasley and Sid McDonald--- 
spent well in excess of $10 million 
collectively. Nobody ever could 
put an intelligent figure on the 
cost of the James campaign four 
years ago, but it unquestionably 
totalled in the millions of dollars. 

Where does this money go? 
Certainly the biggest piece of the 
pie is for advertising---TV com- 
mercials, radio spots, newspaper 
advertising, plus elaborate 
brochures, billboards, posters 
and other printed material. 

Another major expense is 
travel for the candidate and his 
staff---food, lodging, 
automobiles and airplanes. The 
candidate who has 15 or 20 peo- 
ple on the road for the duration 
of the campaign will be faced 
with enormous expenses. 

Already there are strong in- 
dications that candidates in this 
year’s primary are having con- 
siderable difficulty in fund- 
raising. No doubt it is due to the 
state of the economy, but the 
money is simply not coming in. 
Even George Wallace, who has 
raised more millions for political 
campaigns than any man in:state 
history, is not getting the con- 
tributions he is accustomed to. 

This is turn has had a ripple ef- 
fect on the candidates for the 
lesser state offices. Many of them 
are encountering extreme dif- 
ficulty in getting meal-gas 
money. 

What appears to be happening 
is that many people who normal- 
ly make substantial contributions 
may wait until run-off time in 
hopes of backing a winner. By 
waiting until the field has been 
reduced to two, they improve 
their odds considerably.

Shelby County school children 
don’t have to let their learning ac- 
tivities stop during summer mon- 
ths. 

A new school, called Shelby 
Teaching-Learning Center, Inc. 
is providing services for children 
this summer. 

The center was organized by 
Dr. Norma Rogers, principal of 
Valley Elmentary School and Dr. 
Carolyn Horton, a University of 
Alabama faculty member. 


According to Rogers, while, 
public education deserves 100 
percent support, ‘‘the learning 
center was formed because 
parents had nowhere else to take 
their children during the sum- 
mer.”” 

The center was originally con- 
ceived to help two severely emo- 
tionally conflicted children who 
just moved into the county. 

However, since the center 
opened during the first week of 
June, the demand for the tutor- 
ing of regular children soared. 

Qualified teachers are now

In no case are children exposed 
to a student teacher ratio of more 
than three to one.

Deadline extended 


The filing deadline for current 
use application, estimated to save 
eligible property owners some 
$25 million in property taxes 
statewide, has been extended un- 
til June 30. 

Goodwin L. Myrick, president 
of Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation, urged farm and 
timberland owners to get an ap- 
plication from their local tax 
assessor and file before the end of 
this month. 

Previously, unless the property 
owner had filed for current use 
before Jan. 1, 1982, he was not 
eligible for current use valuation 


this year. 

Current use was passed into 
law by the legislature this year 
and provides a method of valuing 
property based on what it is cur- 
rently being used for instead of 
what it might be used for some 
time in the future. The law pro- 
vides a formula to assess the land 
based on its productive capacity. 


If a person has previously filed - 


and met the old Jan. 1, 1982 
deadline, he need not reapply but 
Myrick suggested the property 
owner may want to double check 
with his tax assessor to make sure 
the application has been received.

Found this fishing tip that will 
get rid of the clutter on the boat, 
and also keep from impaling your 
foot on a lure.

at three mental health offices in county

What is the Chilton-Shelby 
County Mental Health Center? 

Where is it? What does it do? 

To answer these questions, the 
Reporter went directly to center 
director Jerry Jackson in Calera. 

The first thing Jackson wanted 
cleared up was a misconception 
that the center and the Shelby 
County Mental Health Associa- 
tion are one and the same. 

He stressed that they are not. 

Jackson reported that the men- 
tal health association is a 
volunteer advocate gr oup for bet- 
ter treatment and care. 

He emphasized that the 
Chilton-Shelby County Mental 
Health Center is a_ totally 
separate entity--a non profit cor- 
poration that provides a wide 
range of mental health services. 

The center is based in Calera 
with one branch in Siluria, one 
branch in Pelham and two bran- 
ches in Clanton. 

The center provides out-patient 
services at all locations. 


These services include: in- 
dividual psychotherapy, 
therapeutic discussion, group, 


family and marriage counseling, 
psychological testing, many types 
of diagnosis and treatment. 

An emergency call-in service is 
also operated from phone 
number 668-1313 in Calera, 24 
hours a day. 

In the emergency program, 
Jackson told the Reporter 
qualified staff members handle 
calls concerning: 

Anxiety and depression-- 
people overwhelmed with ner- 
vousness who can’t cope; 

Behavioral probiems-- 
teenagers running away from 
home or family fights; 


Psychosis--severe mental il- 
Iness requiring hospitalization; 

Substance abuse--such as 
alcohol and other drugs; 

Family problems--husband 
kicks wife out of home or vice- 
versa; 

Physical abuse--could be child 
abuse, abuse of the elderly or a 
severe attack by one family 
member on another and suicide. 

Jackson stated, ‘‘There is a 
misconception that suicide is the 
only serious emergency mental 
problem.” 

He commented, ‘‘It is serious 
but it is not the most common.,”’ 

Jackson states that the staff 
members who handle these calls 
all have degrees in psychology, 


psychiatric social work or 
counseling. 

While the staff members are 
not physicians, the center 


employs a parttime psychiatrist 
who is an M.D. 

Serving as medical director is 
Dr. N. S. Xavier who is 
associated with Hillcrest and St. 
Vincent’s hospitals in Birm- 
ingham. 

In Siluria and in Clanton, men- 
tally retar ded adults are provided 
with an activity and training pro- 
gram. 

There is no fee for this pro- 
gram, which teaches adults how 
to survive in a community. 

The center provides a consulta- 
tion service with public health 
departments, the probate court, 
the sheriff's department, police 
and other agencies in both coun- 
ties. 

There is no fee for this advice. 

A no-fee day treatment pro- 
gram for mentally ill adults is of- 
fered in Calera.

The Home Builders Associa- 
tion will challenge Ralph Eager- 
ton, Commissioner of the 
Alabama Department of 
Revenue, to defend property 
values in Shelby County. 

The Shelby County region of 
the Greater Birmingham Home 
Builders Assocation decided on 
the action at a meeting Tuesday 
noon in Pelham. 

They will ask Eagerton, state 
legislators, property apprasisers 
and the board of equalization, to 
meet with them on July 12 at 7 
p.m. at the county courthouse. 

The challenge meet came about 
when Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden, Jr. told the group that 
he did not think changing the 
millage rate of the county would 
help. 

Snowden said, ‘‘Seventy per- 
cent of the problem from what I 
have been told is the appraisal.’’ 

Fred Benson mentioned that he 
had 37 townhouse lots in a row in 
Inverness which all sell for the 
same price. Yet, he stated, ‘‘They 
are all valued differently- 
anywhere from $10,000 to 
$19,000. 

Another home builder, Mack 
Ferris, said that the appraisers 
were making big mistakes. 

He stated that he had five acres 
of land which he bought for 
$5,000 but which have been 
valued at over six million dollars.

Property owners who do not 
like their new assessments are 
taking advantage of their right to 
protest. 

The Shelby County Board of 
Equalization is booked up with 
appointments through August 6 
from those who are asking for a 
hearing. 

For the last week, citizens have 
been trooping into the board's 
office in such numbers that the 
board is holding two hearings at a 
time. 

Chairman Leonard Wyatt told 
the Reporter that he and county 
appraiser Steve Hager hold hear- 
ings in one room, and board 
members Hank Spires and Star 
Baker hold hearings in another 
room with appraiser Jim 
Sumners. 

Wyatt said that most people 


complain their new tax assess- 
ment is ‘‘Too high."’ 
He reminds them that the 


assessment and tax notice they 
just received is based on the 
court-ordered reappraisal of Oc 
tober |, 1980. 

Wyatt said that if an error is 
found in an appraisal, it is cor- 


rected at once and the property 
owner is informed at the hearing. 
On other adjustments, it may 
take six to eight weeks before the 
property owner is notified of any 
change. 


**If people would pay attention 
to the tax laws, they would have 
fewer problems,’’ Wyatt said, 
‘‘and proper land management 
would help people more than 
anything.”’ 

He said one man came in to 
complain, who had 33 acres

perty, to make it productive."’ 

He said it surprised him how 
many people did not know about 
the ‘current use’ law. Farm or 
timberland can be assessed at its 
‘current use’ at 10 percent rather 
than at the 20 percent rate that 
applies to other types of proper 
ty 

Property owners have until 
June 30 to ask for ‘current use’ 
designation of such property, he 
emphasized. 


Helena chickens raise bone of contention

Chickens, zoning and street 
problems brought a disturbed 
crowd of 28 people to Monday's 
Helena Council meeting. 

Basically, the chicken question 
is this: are chickens pets, or farm 
animals? The question, with its 
underlying zoning problems, will 
go to a judge for what the council 
hopes will be a final opinion on 
the matter. 

The chicken issue first came to 
a boil last spring when Sun- 
nybrook resident Curtis Mims 
put five chickens and a rooster in 
his backyard. Sunnybrook is zon- 
ed residential with houses in the 
$75,000 range. 

Eleven of the 27 Sunnybrook 
families signed a petition in May 
requesting the city to have Mims’ 
chickens removed. At the time, 
the city attorney advised that the 
council probably couldn't 
remove the chickens since they 
aren't being raised commercially. 

But Monday night about a 
dozen Sunnybrook residents 
returned to the council, still 
demanding action. One of their 
arguments was that people in the 
past had been told they could not 
keep ‘‘pet’’ horses on property 
zoned as residential. So why, they 
demanded, can Mims keep his 
**pet’’ chickens? 

Mayor Charles Penhale said 
that if Mims had asked him 
earlier for an opinion on keeping 
the chickens, he would have told 
him he could not. But since he 
already had them there, there was 
nothing the city could do about 
it, 

Mims’ attorney, Hal Brooke 
pointed out that the city’s zoning 
laws do not say chickens can't be 
kept in residential areas. But 
Brooke, who attended the 
meeting with Mims and his wife, 
said they would agree to do 
whatever the city finally recom- 
mended on the matter. 

“It's not the chickens, so 


much,"’ one man protested, ‘but 
(similar situations) could devalue 
our property, If the ordinance 
isn’t enforced now, it may come 
up again." 

**The ordinance isn't worth the 
peice of paper it's written on, if 
it's not enforceable,"’ resident 
Wallis Harrison insisted, 

Councilman James Kwater, 
who sided with the protesters, 
said if the ordinance has a fault, 
it’s that it “probably needs 
tightening.”’

North Shelby hospital plans axed 


Six proposals for hospital con- 
struction in the Highway 280 cor- 
ridor and Riverchase area have 
been denied. 

The State Health and Develop- 
ment Agency in Montgomery re- 


jected such proposals from six 
different hospitals, Wednesday, 
June 16. 

The requests were made by 
three Birmingham area hospitals, 
including St. Vincent's, Baptist 


Medical Centers and 
Brookwood, 
Also secking approval for 


hospital construction were Spring 
Hill Hospital of Mobile, River- 
chase Medical Center, Inc. and 


Shelby Medical Center of 
Alabaster. 
According to Oliver Kyle, 


director of the Office of Health 
Development, only one of the 


proposals was not for a new 
hospital. 
Kyle said that Brookwood 


wanted approval for a 100 bed 
additon to its present facility. 
He stated however that 
Brookwood's request was denied 
with the others because it was

Explaining that a city mechanic 
had worked on his personal car, 
he said that the work was paid for 
out of his own pocket.

A half-dozen Wallace 
supporters---well-heeled Wallace 
supporters, that is---shelled out 
several thousand dollars to pay 
for a statewide poll on the gover- 
nor’s race, and it would seem 
they got their money’s worth. 

The survey, conducted by a 
professional firm based in Dallas, 
indicated that as of late May 
Wallace had an awesome lead 
over all of his Democratic 
primary challengers. 

A total of 600 carefully screen- 
ed Alabamians were surveyed, 
and 35% of them indicated 
Wallace was their preference for 
governor. Bill Baxley, who has 
since dropped out of the race, 
was runner-up, distantly, with 
14%; and incumbent Gov. Fob 
James, who is not expected to 
seek a second term, came in third 
with 10 per cent. 

Lt. Gov. George McMillan got 
only 5% in the poll; House 
Speaker Joe McCorquodale 
finished with but 4%. 

While the Wallace people were 
all smiles about the numbers, op- 
ponents of the former governor 
discounted the survey. In fact, 
some of them could even see 
some good news in the results --- 
they argued that Wallace will get 
every vote he can possibly get in 
the first primary, and if 35% is 
all he can muster, that is all he 
will get in a run-off. 

Odds and Ends -- Speaker Joe 
McCorquodale is expected to get 
the public endorsement of two 
former gubernatorial candidates 
in his race for governor. Albert 
Brewer of Decatur and Sid 
McDonald of Arab---the third 
and fourth place finishers in 
1978---are expected to throw their 
support to McCorquodale. The 
three served together in the 
Alabama House during the 
1960s.

Things have been pretty quiet 
in Calera, according to the city’s 
rescue squad, fire and police 
departments. 

Reports were made to the city’s 
council, Monday night. 

Robert Kiker, a Calera 
paramedic, told the council that 
the rescue squad made only nine 
runs during the month of May. 

The runs included one for 
heart trouble, five general 
medical, two individual accidents 
and one home accident. 

Kiker reported that for the en- 
tire year, the rescue squad has 
made only 47 runs. He added 
that the squad now has three 
paramedics on its staff. 


Fire Chief James Miles 


reported that his department has 
responded to only 14 fires all 
year. 

Miles said that only five of the 
blazes involved structures, three 
were brush and trash fires and six 
involved vehicles. 

The fire chief also reported 
that his department has serviced 
87 fire hydrants and is now in the 
process of testing its hoses. 

He requested and received per- 
mission to have one fire engine 
motor repaired at an estimated 
cost of $250 for labor and $600 
for parts. 

He stated that the next action 
taken by the fire department will 
be to test its fire engines and 
pumps. 


Chief Miles said that once 
necessary tests are made, he will 
apply to the State Insurance Of- 
fice in August for a lower fire in- 
surance rating. 

The city’s rate now stands at 
six and could be lowered to a 
five, Chief Miles said. 

The fire chief also suggested 
that the city consider entering in- 
to a contract agreement with 
Alabama Power Company for 
fire and resuce service. 

He reported that the company 
has not signed a contract for this 
protection to date. 

Police Chief Harry Deal told 
the council that 15 felony arrests 
were made during the month of 
May. 
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Emergencies, fircs are down in Calera; 
department will seek lower insurance rate 


He stated that he considered 
the number of felonies above 
normal but reported that the 
other arrest were well within nor- 
mal range. 


Cheif Deal requested that the 
council look into possible action 
to speed up the numbering of 
buildings and homes in Calera.

The police chief stated that 
recently one emergency call had 
to go out with a description 
rather than a house number.

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Pelham’s water controversy rises again

The controversy over Pelham’s 
water rate hike refuses to dry up 
and blow away. 

Councilman Ken Maynard 
brought up the subject again at 
Monday night’s council meeting, 
saying residents continue to ques- 
tion him and flood him with com- 
plaints about rates. Maynard says 
some residents have seen their 
water bills double. 

He moved that the city make 
monthly public reports on water 
consumption, revenue intake and 
expenditures. 


The motion, however, fell on 
deaf ears and evaporated from 
lack of a second. 

The rate hike was levied early 
this year in an attempt to provide 
a financial basis for the city to 
make extensive improvements to 
its water system. Already two 
new wells have been dug and 
plans are moving to lay line and 
hook up pumps. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said 
that the increase in rates probably 
wouldn’t come close to covering 
the planned improvements.

Jail beating alleged

A Harpersville man: is suing 
two deputies and a Columbiana 
police officer for allegedly 
assaulting him in the county jail. 
Also named in the $250,000 civil 
rights violation suit are the city of 

Columbiana; its police chief, 
Howell Horn; and Sheriff James 
'F. ‘‘Buddy’’ Glasgow. 

The case will be tried in federal 
court in Birmingham. The suit 
was filed January 8, 1982, and no 
court date has yet been set, accor- 
ding to federal clerks. 

The suit, tuea on behalf of 
Vernon Johnson of Harpersville, 
alleges that his civil rights were 
violated when he was assaulted 
by Columbiana officer Tom 
Carter. 

The alleged incident occurred 
at 2:30 a.m. January 11, 1981. At 
the time, Johnson was being 
checked out of the county jail by 
deputy Gregg Barnett. 

Apparently, a scuffle broke 
out between Johnson and Barnett 
and the deputy radioed for 
assistance. Carter responded to 
the call and helped to subdue 
Johnson. 

Deputy James Mitchell was also 


present, according to the lawsuit. 


The suit claims that Carter’s 
actions injured Johnson’s vocal 
cords, leaving him unable to 
speak for several months. 

Johnson and Carter refused 
comment on the incident, other 
than to confirm that some sort of 
confrontation took place. 

Attorneys for Johnson are 
Charlie Howard and Mike Camp- 
bell. 

Campbell explained that Col- 
umbiana, Horn and Glasgow are 
named in the suit for providing 
inadequate training for their of- 
ficers. The suit originally includ- 
ed Columbiana’s mayor and 
council, but Campbell said those 
defendants were dismissed. 

Attorneys for the defendants 
are Tommy Harrison, William C. 
Wood, Jr., and Jim Shaw. 

According to county records, 
Johnson had been arrested the 
night of January 10, 1981, on 
charges of public intoxication. 

However, those charges were 
dismissed on February 25 by 
district court judge Patti Smith, 
because the arresting officer, 
deputy Carl Overton, did not ap- 
pear in court to testify against 
Johnson.

Rafting has more downs than ups

Giggles...Screams....Yahoos....Yehaws.... 


Those are the telltale sounds of first-time rafters 
heading through a section of white-water. There 
were plenty of those sounds in Georgia last Fri- 
day. 

The ‘Deliverance River’ is one of the common 
names for the Chattooga River. For it was there 
that Burt Reynolds went on his white-water raf- 
ting trip in the movie ‘Deliverance’. 

Like most people who have made that same 
journey, we all looked for ‘Mountin Men’, we ex- 
pected to fall from the rafts at least a dozen times, 
and at least half of the rafters didn’t expect to live 
through the journey. 

The brochures tell of the wonderful scenery, the 
300 foot cliffs the river winds through, and the 
sixty-foot Long Creek Falls. It must be admitted 
that it was indeed that beautiful, but our minds 
were on other things - rapids! 

There are plenty of those on the six mile journey 
throv zh Chattooga Section Four. During the trip, 
the river plunges a total of 275 feet! Sometimes as 
much as a seven foot drop await rafters, and an 
experienced guide is needed. 

Our trip consisted of five rafts with a guide in 
each one to make a total of six persons per raft. 
Despite the severity of the route we were to take, 
no rafting experience was required. 

Severity means rapids with names like ‘Seven 
Foot Falls’, ‘Corkscrew’, ‘Jawbone’, 
‘Decapitation Rock’, ‘Five Falls’, and others. We 
needed a tranquilizer - not a guide! 

The trip began at, daybreak as the rafts were car 
ried to the river. After a short indoctrination 
period, the newly christened rafters paddled 
downstream, During these calm-water breaks, our 
guide shared legends of the river and answered our 
questions about his experiences 

Most of the guides are college students. They 
have to make ten trips down the river before they 
qualify as guides and the pay's not so bad for the 
work involved 

As we eyed approaching white-water he con 
tinued, telling us of his past 
iously waited for the story to end as we were now 
gaining speed and bumping through the beginning 
of a rapids section 

**| was born in Kentucky,'’ he was saying betore 
we all started screaming interruptions. “Oh yeah, 


Fellow rafters anx 


I forgot. I‘ll finish the story later. Now back- 
paddle left! Hurry!! Dig in!!! 

“*Ya’ll almost got us in trouble there!’’ He ex- 
claimed a few seconds later. 

Mutterings by the crew changed to laughs as we 
realized he had pulled our legs. That relaxed us all 
- at least for the time being. 

As we became more adept at paddling and cor- 


_ rection strokes, the rapids seemed to become 


easier. A sense of ease came over us - one that later 
would prove false. 

‘Seven Foot Falls’ was touted as the biggest ex- 
citement of the trip. We all wondered what it 
meant. “‘Is it like falling off Niagara Falls but for 
only seven feet?’’ one of the smarter crew 
members inquired of our guide. 

“*You’ll see!’’ was the only response. 

Well, it wasn’t like anything easily explainable. 
Our party went through the section one raft at a 
time. They explained this as a safety precaution. 
We all thought it was for getting the drowned 
bodies of fellow rafters out of the water fo we 
wouldn’t see them. 

Our turn finally came. As we paddled toward 
the falls, we still wondered what would be our 
fate. The drop loomed before us. Thousands of 
gallons of water hitting rocks spewed a fine mist 
ten feet in the air. Our hearts beat faster as the 
guide yelled out commands. We were there...on 
the edge....hanging...paddling like madmen. 

Down, splash, bucking all the way as our black 
raft squeaked the way rubber innertubes do. 
Down the drop, barely missing a rock our guide 
hadn't told us about 

Our knees, braced against the rubber, gave way 
as we wallowed in the floor of the raft trying to 
recover. The river didn't wait as we swept through 
the final pass and into calm water again. 

‘Seven Foot Falls’ had lasted but ten seconds, 
bul no rafter can attest to that measurement of 
time, 

And so it continued. After calms come the 
storms we've read somewhere. That's how the 
river used us 

It's a trip that has to be taken to understand the 
thrills and excitment, The tired and weary muscles 
at the end of the day are testament to the work in 
volved 

At the end of the trip the feeling of accomplish 
ment is evident in everyone's face. Just wearing a 
t-shirt emblazoned with the white-water emblem is 
a sense of comradeship with other rafiers 


One of the teenagers in the group remarked at 
the end of the day that we still had time to stop at 
“Six Flags’ and ride ‘Thunder River’ (the white- 


water imitation ride). 


The unanimous reply was ‘‘That ride’s for 
kids!”’

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Follow these rules 
to keep from eating 
record breaking fish 


Can you imagine trying to pro- 
ve that the fish you just ate for 
supper was a record breaker? 

You can chuckle, but that has 
actually happened. You’ll never 
know for sure unless you have 
that fish officially weighed before 
putting it in the frying pan. 

*‘What’s the procedure to pre- 
vent that kind of culinary 
nightmare?”’

Phillip Jowers used to be just 
another ‘‘good ol’ boy’’ from 
Pelham. 

Like a lot of teens, he followed 
the crowd, indulging from time 
to time in a little friendly yard 
rolling and other such youthful 
mischief. 

In 1978 he graduated from 
Pelham High and spent, the next 
four years working odd jobs, and 
serving as a volunteer firefighter 
in Pelham. 

All the time he was searching 
for something many young peo- 
ple seek: a handle on himself. 

This search took a new direc- 
tion on Feburary 22, 1982. 
Jowers and a buddy, Scott 
Bryars, became the first of 36 
recruits to sign up at the new Na- 
tional Guard Armory in Pelham, 
Company ‘‘B’’ of the Ist 
Batallion Mechanized 167th In- 
fantry. 


After surviving 13 weeks of. 


training: at Forts Jackson and 
Benning, he returned home this 
month sporting a new haircut, a 
new green wardrobe, and a 
strong new body. But his biggest 
change goes beyond appearances. 
Survival, it seems, bred con- 
fidence, gave him the handle he 
sought. At age 23, he is now 
Phillip Jowers ‘‘the second.”’ 


“‘The training gave me con- 
fidence because now I know I can 
do anything I want to physically. 
And mentally I used to hesitate to 
try things sometimes, but now 
I’m more confident in my abili- 
ty.”’ 


“You might think you’re as 
mature as you can get when you 
go in, but you change your mind 


about that. I used to have a real | 


bad temper, but I learned to con- 
trol that.’’ He grins, ‘‘It was that, 
or get in trouble,”’ 

“I wouldn’t recommend the 
Guard for everyone,’’ Private 
Jowers adds. ‘‘Not everyone is 
what they call ‘army material.’ 
But I found it easy for me to con- 
vert to army life because I had a 
goal. I wanted the challenge.” 

However, about four weeks in- 
to the infamous rigors of basic 
training, Jowers’ challenge began 
to loom as_ insurmountable. 
Doubts arose and he pondered 
ways of getting out, returning 
home. 

But the more he thought about 
it, and what he’d already ac- 
complished, the more he realized 
he wanted to stay. After surviv- 
ing a 15-mile, three hour road 
march with gun and pack, Jowers 
decided to stick it out. 

“It was all just a head game,”’

with mental and physical 
pressure. They wanted to find 
our breaking point. We started 
joking about it, and said, ‘They 
can kill us, but they can’t eat 
us!’’? 


So his training continued: belly 
crawling under barbed wire, clim- 
bing 40-foot standing ladders, 
scuttling over 60-foot towers, 58 
pushups in two minutes, 52 situps 
in two minutes, two-mile runs in 
14 flat, and hours on the gun 
ranges, rain or shine. 


“*You pushed yourself to the 
limit. They said the Russians out- 
numbered us 10-1. That gave me 
the idea that I was learning to de- 
fend myself, and to defend our 
country at the same time.”’ 

“*A soldier is somebody who’s 
ready to defend his country if 
called on. I’m not as gung-ho as 
some, but if a war comes, I’m 
ready.”’ 

As a National Guardsman for 


at least the next six years, Jowers 
gets paid for one weekend drill 
per month and two weeks sum- 
mer camp a year. It’s a way of 
serving his country while remain- 
ing in Pelham near family and 
friends--an arrangement which 
suits him fine. 

‘“‘Right now I’m looking for a 
job,” he says. “‘Everybody tells 
me I ought to stay fulltime--then 
I’d have a job. I’m still thinking 
about it. Being a ‘country boy,’ I 
like the infantry and beirg out in 
the woods.”’ 

‘*So if there’s no jobs out here, 
I-can always return to the army. 
The roughest part’s over now.”’ 

Phillip Jowers was a boy when 
he joined the National Guard. 
But from all indications, he came 
back from basic training as a 
man. 


“That’s about the way it is,”’ 
he agrees. ;

In presenting a financial plan 
for renovating a former 
telephone building into a new 
library, library board chairman 
Ann Hamilton made the council 
an offer it found hard to refuse. 

Her request for the city to bor- 
row $30,000 initially’ met with

frowns until she explained that 
the board intends to buy $40,000 
worth of U.S. Treasury notes. In- 
terest from the notes, she said, 
would not only pay back the ci- 
ty’s projected $5,000 annual loan 
premium, but also make $600 
profit each year. 

Hamilton said that money for 
the security notes is coming from 
a bequest to the library for use on 
a building. The board currently 
has a balance of $72,000, and 
plans to match the city’s $30,000 
with $30,000 of its own.

Rubin reimburses Alabaster 


by Bert Seaman 

In order to smooth the troubl- 
ed waters of city government in 
Alabaster, Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ 
Rubin has reimbursed the city for 
all his expenditures since taking 
office. 

That amount over a 20 month 
period came to $2,594.91.° 

Last Thursday, the mayor 
turned over a personal check for 
what he has spent to City Clerk 
Dot Henry. 

The repayment of his expen- 
ditures was not an admission that 
he had done anything wrong, 
Rubin said. 

It was his belief, the mayor ex- 
plained, that it would be in the 
best interest of the city to simply 
write the check and quell the 
wave of criticism begun by Coun- 
cilman Jack Reagin. 

It was Reagin’s accusations at 
the last council meeting concern- 
ing improper documentation of 
expenses that prompted the 
mayor’s action. 

Both he and Councilman Cal 
McCune had expressed concern 
that the mayor had acted without 
authorization on some occasions 
in spending the city’s money. 

The councilmen stressed they 
would call for an audit unless the 


mayor repaid everthing he had 
spent since taking office. 

At the time, the mayor said he 
would welcome an audit. 

But after thinking the matter 
over, Rubin decided that the 
quickest way to settle the matter 
would be to repay what he had 
spent. 


**I can’t give my best effort to 
advancing the city when I’m be- 
ing harangued,’’ Rubin told the 
Reporter. 

The mayor said that any im- 
proper documentation of expen- 
ditures was not intentional. 

With a salary of $6,000, the 
mayor pointed out that he wasn’t 
in the position for the money. 

Since taking office, he noted 
that his expenses had probably 
averaged no more than $120 a 
month. 

The log he has kept shows his 
largest expenditure to be $253.22 
which was recorded in October, 
1980. 

His least expensive month 
came in December, 1981 when his 
record showed he spent only 
$73.86. 

. According to the mayor, he 
was under the impression the of- 
fice carried a $200 a month ex- 


pense allowance. 

However, City Clerk Dot 
Henry said that the allowance 
had been discontinued under the 
previous administration. She ex- 
plained that auditors had said it 
was not permissible unless every 
expenditure was accounted for. 

Feeling that the most feasible 
solution would be to eliminate 
the expense account, Henry said 
the council had voted to increase 
the mayor’s salary to $500 a 
month. 

Perry Roquemore, attorney for 
the Alabama League of 
Municipalities, says city officials 
are to keep an itemized list of ex- 
penses for which they request 
reimbursement from the city. 

He adds, however, that it’s up 
to the council to set what pro- 
cedure is to be followed. 

Although he may not have 
handled the documentation of ex- 
penses in the prescribed manner, 
Rubin insists he has nothing to 
hide, pointing out that his 
records are open. 

“IT have no ill feelings toward 
Mr. Reagin or Mr. McCune,”’ 
Rubin said. ‘‘I believe they did 
what they thought was best and 
now I hope we can work together 
in the best interest of the city.”’

The council decided to 
postpone commitment on the 
loan until the finance committee 
discusses the matter at a called 
meeting later this week. Sears 
said this would give city attorneys 
time to determine the legality of 
such bonds. 

But the council voted to have 
Hamilton procure blueprints of 
the planned renovations. This 
way, it could go ahead and take 
bids for the project so an exact 
cost could be determined. 

® In another major matter, 
Suburban League spokesman 
George Dailey presented a peti- 
tion calling for the town to be 
divided into districts for the pur- 
pose of electing council members. 
Such districting, he said, would 
give blacks a chance to be elected. 

‘*‘We know you won’t give us 
an answer tonight,’’ he said, 
“but we feel there should be 
black representation in the city.”’ 
He said the drawing of the 
district lines would be left to the 
council. 

If the council cannot legally 
redraw the lines, Dailey asked 
that it request the state legislature 
to do so. -

idea to us,’ Sears said. ‘‘But I see 
no reason not to do this if we can, 
legally.’

Wolfe enters race for sheriff's office 


Clyde Wolfe announced his 
candidacy for Shelby County 
Sheriff at a rally Saturday morn- 
ing on Valleydale Road. Wolfe is 
running on the Republican ticket. 

“You can’t get more Shelby 
County than this-kicking off 
your campaign from the back of 
a pickup truck,” the 44 year old 
north Shelby resident told the 
crowd of about 60 people, some 
of whom came from as far as 
Montevallo. 

He said his 10 years experience 
with the Arlington County, 
Virginia police, two years with 
the FBI, and six years as security 
manager for Moore-Handley in 
Pelham, qualifies him for the of- 
fice of sheriff. 


Wolfe strongly attacked the 
present sheriff’s administration, 
calling it a ‘‘disgrace.’’ He 
pointed to numerous breakins in 
north Shelby as examples of poor 
protection. 

“If you think we have pro- 
blems now, wait til building 
returns and more businesses and 
homes come this way again,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We deserve better and 
we’re going to get it.” 

A good administration, he 
said, should anticipate problems 
beforehand, not react to them 
once they’ve happened. 

Wolfe criticized what he called 
the lack of inter-department com- 
munications, insufficient person- 
nel training, and the number of 


jail escapes. 

“I’m not jumping on the 
deputies. We have some pretty 
dedicated guys out there.’’ Wolfe 
also supports the trooper-scale 
pay deputies earn, saying it was 
necessary to obtain qualified per- 
sonnel. But these high paid 
deputies, he said, shouldn’t be 
just “‘sitting up in the jail.”’ 

He also noted that the $11.50 
per day cost for county inmates 
was the second highest in the 
state. q 

If elected, Wolfe said he 
would: reevaluate jail operations 
and organize records; base beat 
patrols on population densities; 
spend $300 per deputy for outside 
training; require yearly personnel 


reviews, physicals, and mile runs; 
and semi-annual fire arms 
qualifications. 

Wolfe promised to ‘‘make this 
department into one citizens can 
point to with pride, and that will 
render the services so desperately 
needed.’’ 

Wolfe is president of Commer- 
cial Polygraph, Inc. in Hoover, 
and a graduate in administration 
of justice from American Univer- 
sity in Washington, D.C. He did 
graduate work in criminal justice 
at George Washington Universi- 
ty. 

He is a member of Valleydale 
Baptist Church. He and his wife, 
Kathy, have two children, Jen- 
nifer and Mary Jane. 


He said of complaints voiced 
over the dome’s new look, ‘‘I’m 
glad people are interested... since 
they haven’t been prior to this 
time.’’ 

Snowden said that the news 
media had talked up the color 
controversy.

Waggoner’s new district will be 
completely within Jefferson 
County. 

The district in the east, 
represented by Sonny Moore of 
Sterrett will also remain the 
same. The district will continue 


to include Leeds in Jefferson 


County, and a portion of 
Talladega County, as well as the 
biggest geographical section of 
Shelby County. It includes 
everything in the east and central 
area as far west as Calera. 

The district represented by 
Curtis Smith will continue to in- 
clude all of Chilton County and 
the Montevallo-Wilton-Pea 
Ridge section of Shelby. 

Now that the lines are con- 
sidered firm, candidates for the 
positions are expected to emeage. 

The two Senate districts that 
cover Shelby County have not 
been changed. District 17, in the 
northwest, is represented by 
Senator Doug Cook, who also 
has a large section of south Jef- 
ferson County. 

The remainder of the county 
has been represented by Senator 
Lister Hill Proctor of Sylacauga, 
whose district also includes 
Coosa, and Chilton counties as 
well as parts of Talladega.

Phelps said, ‘‘We cannot take 
care of our own people.” 

The council also agreed to 
allow use of the town hall for art 
classes at a rate of $10 per even- 
ing with the understanding that 
users of the hall will clean up 
after themselves.

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Calera concert gets green light for 4th

A controversial outdoor con- 
cert set for the July 4 weekend in 
Calera is still on go. A bid by the 
Shelby County Commission for a 
court ordered ban on the show 
failed. 

Billed both as Culbert’s Fort 
Battle of Bands and Southern 
Jam, the show has stirred con- 
cern among area residents, the 
Calera Council, law enforcers 
and the county commission. Op- 
ponents have expressed concerns 
ranging from crowd control and 
vandalism, to the effects of 
**rock and roll’’ and the possible 
use of drugs. 

Friday in Columbiana, the 
commission filed for an injunc- 
tion to ban the show. Curcuit 
Court Judge Harold Walden 
heard testimony on the concert, 
but did not make a ruling until 
Tuesday morning. 

Walden approved the concert, 
but limited the music to 2-9 p.m. 


on Saturday, and from 2-6 p.m. 
on Sunday. He also stipulated 
that health regulations be follow- 
ed and adequate security be pro- 
vided. 

**All we’re trying to do is have 
a few people here for an In- 
dependence Day party,’’ pro- 
moter Jim Swann told the 
Reporter Monday. ‘‘If anyone 
says this is illegal they’re infring- 
ing On our rights.’’ He added, ‘‘I 
served two years in Vietnam. This 
is my country.”’ 

Swann said that six scheduled 
bands, mostly local in origin, will 
feature more county and 
Southern genre music, than 
actual ‘‘rock.’’ He also said that 
a private security company had 
been hired for the weekend, and 
that all health requirements 
would be met. 

Camping facilities will be pro- 
vided on the grounds for people 
wishing to stay over Saturday 
night, Swann said. 


O’Neal and Peggy Culbert own 
the 40-acre concert site, located 
below Calera, off U.S. 31. 
Swann, a native of Tuscaloosa 
now living in the Calera area, 
said the Culberts are co- 
promoting the show with him. 

Initially, Mid-South Produc- 
tions was to promote the show, 
but Swann said that group is no 
longer involved. He said three 
other area families are involved 
in the production, but declined to 
identify them for fear of harass- 
ment. 

The promoters had originally 
predicted a crowd of about 5,000, 
but later dropped the figure to 
2,000. However, Swann 
speculated that adverse publicity 
opponents have stirred may draw 
a larger crowd. 

Swann said he approached 
Sheriff Buddy Glasgow about 
show security two months ago, 
and was told it would be provided 
if a civic group was involved. 


But after the Calera Quarter- 
back Club reportedly backed out 
of handling concessions, Swann 
said Glasgow claimed to have in- 
sufficient personnel to provide 
security. 

“‘We asked the county to 
help,’? Swann said, ‘‘and they 
refused. If they come now, they’ll 
only hurt us.”’ 

Glasgow, however, said he 
never told Swann security would 
be provided, since the concert is 
for personal gain. He said that 
after their initial discussion, 
Swann never contacted him 


The sheriff was meeting 
Wednesday with state troopers to 
discuss traffic details and local 
patrols, he said. 


‘“*‘We don’t want any 
harassments with people at the 
show,’’ Glasgow said. ‘‘We’re 
going to protect the local proper- 
ty and work traffic. As long as we 


don’t have any problems, I’ll be 
satisfied.’” 

Glasgow added that several 
plainclothes ABC agents would 
be there to prevent bootlegging. 

According to Swann, the pro- 
moters are insured, and 
paramedics, ambulances and 
private security personnel will be 
at the show. Disorderly persons 
will be asked to leave, he said, 
and the use of drugs will not be 
condoned. 


George Holcombe, Jr. of the 
county health department, who 
testified at the Friday hearing, 
said he met with Swann and 
Culbert May 4.

Wilsonville non-residents criticize water service

Mayor Sherrill McClure told 
Duffey that the town did not 
know when it could do anything 
about its water service. He stated 
that a block grant for the purpose. 


of making improvements was 
denied due to the fact that less 
than 50 percent of the town’s 
population earns low and 
moderate income. 


When Duffey asked if the town 
could float a bond to improve its 
water service, McClure respond- 


ed, ‘‘We have bonds floated, 


already, about all we can pay 
for.”’ 


It was pointed out by members 
of the council that the Town of 
Wilsonville does not own the 
water line serving Duffey and the 
residents of Sunrise Cove but that 
the town merely provides the 
water. 

Council member Woodrow W. 
Foster told Duffey that the city is 
only committed to the provision 


of water but has never agreed to 
maintain water pressure. 

Frustrated over the questions 
leveled by Duffey, Mayor Mc- 
Clure told the out of town resi- 
dent, ‘“‘If we can put additional 
water down there, we will.’’ 

Duffey told the council that in 
the winter the town is able to 
meet his water needs but in the 
summer when so many people 
water gardens, it does not. 

Mayor McClure told Duffey 
that he has sent a letter to town 
residents asking them to use care 
in summer water usage. 

When Council member 
Frances Phelps asked why out of 
town residents were not sent the 
same letter, McClure responded, 
“*I didn’t choose to. People out- 
side of town who use water to 
garden will pay for it. They are

**A grand experiment,’’ was 
the way Shelby County District 
Court Judge Patti Smith describ- 
ed the unique program that’s be- 
ing launched in this county. 

Its purpose is to help young 
people who appear to be headed 
for trouble. 

Judge Smith talked about the 
program Monday as represen- 
tatives from education, law en- 
forcement, the court system and 
county government listened in- 
tently. 

Approximately 40 people were 
present at the meeting held at the 
Board of Education office as 
Judge Smith and others explained 
the concept of the program. 

Given the title DAY - develop- 
ing Alabama youth - the pro- 
gram’s aim is to provide educa- 


tional assistance, counseling and 
job training to young people who 
might otherwise wind up in cor- 
rectional institutions. 

CETA funding will constitute 
$52,273.88 of the total cost of the 
$195,897.26 program. The re- 
mainder of the money will come 
from county sources. 

**I believe our citizens will keep 
the program going,’’ Judge 
Smith remarked, ‘‘when they 
reap the benefits of a decreased 
crime rate.”’ 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles said that the 
program would help the board 
financially by keeping students in 
the system.

Death sentence upheld

two teachers, one at the master’s 
degree level and another with a 
BS degree plus a teacher’s aide. 

Because a number of agencies 
involved with problem youth will 
be working under one roof to get 
them back on the right track, the 
approach is being called holistic. 

Judge Smith said the program 
is being directed at prevention, 
explaining that it’s possible to 
identify characteristics leading to 
potential delinquincy. 


One of the speakers to address 
the group Monday was Ed 
Ernest, Executive Director of In- 
novative Resources, a Gadsden 
based program which works with 
delinquents. 

He said he was excited about 
the program being launched here 
and called the possibilities 
‘*fantastic.”’ 

Relating that the cost of main- 
taining prisoners now stands at 
$225 million a year, Ernest said 
that a reduction in the crime rate 
will bring that cost down. 

He noted that had happened in 
Tuscaloosa where the program 
was first tried in 1971. 

The DAY concept is for each 
participant to have an in- 
dividualized program to follow. 

Judge Smith explained that the 
program expects to handle ap- 
proximately 100 young people a 
year, with the maximum at any 
one time being 30. 

She also related that the pro- 


gram will be reaching out to help 
youngsters as young as 12 years 
of age. 

Personnel for the program will 
be interviewed the first part of 
August and the program is ex- 
pected to get underway by the 
end of the month. 

Linda Hart from tine state 
CETA Board suggested that the 
County Commission might be 
able to locate a building to fit the 
needs of the program. 

She said the building should 
have about 4,200 square feet of 
floor space to accomodate 
classrooms, offices, counseling 
rooms and a place for recreation. 

So far, individuals who have 
agreed to serve on the board for 
the foundation include Represen- 
tative Sonny Moore, Senator 
Lister Hill Proctor, State Educa- 
tion Board member Victor Poole, 
and Shelby County attorney 
Bruce Green. 

Members of the audience at the 
Monday meeting included 
Representative Sonny Moore, 
representatives from most of the 
offices in the court house, proba- 
tion office, Department of Pen- 
sions and Security, Department 
of Youth Services, Shelby Coun- 
ty Health Department.

County Boards of Equalization 

are the final administrative 
authority for #valuation of pro- 
perty for tax purposes, Attorney 
General Chalres A. Graddick 
said today. 
* In an opinion to Dale County 
Tax Assessor Curt Head, Grad- 
dick said the authority of State 
Department of Revenue agents to 
assess property is subject to ap- 
proval of county Boards of 
Equalization. 

Once a Board of Equalization 
has established an assessed value, 
both the property owner and the 
State Department of Revenue 
have the right to appeal the 
assessment to Circuit Court, 
Graddick said. 

A Board of Equalization is not 
bound to accept the assessments 
of an appraiser it hires to assist in 
reappraisal, Graddick said. In- 
stead, a Board is directed by law 
to ‘‘adjust, equalize and fix the 
taxable value of all property 
listed for taxation and submitted 
for review to the Board...on a 
basis of its fair and reasonable 
makret value to the best 
of,..knowledge and ability...’ 

In a companion opinion issued 
by Sen. Earl Goodwin, Rep. 
W.F. Cosby, Jr. and Rep. Leigh 
Pegues, Garddick said, ‘‘There is 
no question that the Board of 
Equalization can hear the com- 
plaints of individual property 
owners and adjust and equalize 
the values of their property.”’ 

A taxpayer who is considering 
an appeal of a property assess- 
ment should file a written protest 
with the County Board of 
Equalization as quickly as possi-

The board voted in favor of 
giving the school $3,500, which is 
half the cost of the materials re- 
quired to rebuild the press box, 
which includes a _ concession 
stand. 


When a Chelsea trustee tried to 
get a piece of the pie for 
rebuilding a deteriorated press 
box at that school, Whitman told 
him to get on the agenda for next 
month’s meeting.

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Will county take over Dunnavant road?

Can the Shelby County Com- 
mission condemn and maintain a 
private road which does not serve 
the general public? 

While county engineer Gary 
Ray doesn’t think so, the county 
commission will check into the 
possibility. 

The decision was made Mon- 
day, when 18 residents along 
Alexander Road presented a peti- 
tion. The road is located nor- 
theast of Dunnavant, two and a 
half miles off county road 41. 

Ray told commissioners that a 
judge has ruled that Alexander 
Road is private. 

He stated that road owner, 
Hazel McClellan, does not want 
the county to work the road. 

Ray also stated that in his opi- 
nion the county cannot work the 
road under the guise of serving 
the public good. 


He said, ‘‘It would not be of 
benefit to the general public but 
to a respected few.’’ 

An attorney for the residents 
told the commission, ‘‘The court 
ruling is exactly the reason we are 
here. You do not bring about 
condemnation of a public road 
but a private road.’’ 

The petition states six reason 
for condemnation. 

One, the residents cannot af- 
ford to maintain the road 
themselves. 

Two, damage is being done to 
the vehicles of residents. 

Three, rains make the road im- 
passable. 

Four, the postal authorities 
have refused to deliver mail on 
the road because of its condition 
and the fact that it is private. 

Five, the children who live 
along the road cannot walk to a 
paved read to catch the school

The maximum income a family 
can earn and still have their 
children qualify for free or reduc- 
ed price school meals will go up 
10 percent on July 1. 

Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Mary Jarratt said the 
change is a result of the annual 
cost-of-living adjustment made 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture to help people keep 
up with inflation. 

Under the adjustment, the in- 
come limit for free meal eligibili- 
ty, which is set by Congress at 
130 percent of the federal poverty 
line, will go from $10,990 to 
$12,090 for a family of four. 
Eligibility for reduced price 
meals, set at 185 percent of 
poverty, will rise from $15,630 to 
$17,210. 

The federal poverty line is 
$9,300 for a family of four.

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‘Smallest Auburn Tiger’ beats odds, comes home to Alabaster 


Tiger Trey

The ‘‘smallest Auburn Tiger of 
them all’? came home to 
Alabaster, Wednesday, June 23. 

No, Ernest Edward Patterson, 
III, (Trey) is not a football player 
for Auburn University’s Coach 
Pat Dye. 

But his success story and they 
way he earned his title is special. 
He is a premature baby who was 
born weighing under 2.4 Ibs. 

According to UAB’s Prenatal 
Care Department, the death rate 
for such babies is 60-65 percent. 

Trey was born three months 
early to Debbie and Eddie Patter- 
son on March 18 at University 
Hospital in Birmingham. 

He weighed in at 1 Ib. and 13 
ozs. and spent 14 weeks in the 
hospital’s regional newborn in- 
tensive care unit. 

The couple’s first child, Trey 
actually dropped to 1 Ib. in 
weight during his first week of 
life. 

When a nurse at the hospital 
wrote Coach Dye about Trey, he 
sent a photograph of himself to 
the baby. 

Handwritten on the 
photograph were the words, ‘‘To 
the smallest Auburn Tiger of 
them all with the biggest 
courage.”” 


This proved a thrill for the Pat- 
tersons as they are Auburn fans 
and had dressed Trey in tiny 
Auburn booties and a tiny 
Auburn football cap at the 
hospital. 

And, Trey did come home to a 
welcome fitting for a football 
hero. Balloons and signs adorned 
the entire Patterson home. 

Some of the signs were set up

erected as a surprise by friends of 
the couple. 
Debbie, a teacher at Thompson 


Middle School, was well known 
in the community. 

Trey is ‘‘a real fighter’’ accor- 
ding to his parents. 

When Debbie went to 
Brookwood Hospital, doctors 
there knew that Trey was coming 
much too early. And, as chances 
of his survival were slim, they 
recommended that Debbie go to 
University Hospital with its 
special equipment for newborns.. 

Eddie reported that the 
medical staff at University 
Hospital tried to delay the birth. 
He said that as a result, Debbie 
spent four days in labor. 

As soon as the baby was born, 
nurses took a picture of Trey and 
sent it to his mother, to help her 
adjust to the fact she would not 
be able to hold him or keep him 
in her room. 

She told the Reporter that as 
Trey began his fight for survival, 
she and Eddie actually watched 
him grow before their eyes. 

And Debbie praised the 
hospital staff which helped both 
parents as ‘‘we nervously looked 
at our frail one pound baby.”’ 

Apart from the support of the 
hospital staff, Debbie said she 
started receiving calls and letters 
of encouragement from people 
she didn’t know. 

She said one-letter came from 
as far away as Pittsburgh. 

But even with all the support 
for the Pattersons, the going for 
Trey was rough. 

Debbie said ‘‘He had a pro- 
blem with his lungs. Lungs usual- 
ly develop in the 30th week of 
pregnancy but Trey was only 26 
weeks along when he was born.”’ 

Trey breathed with the help of 
a respirator for ten weeks and 
stayed on oxygen until the week 
before he came home. 

Complicating his early life, the 
baby needed surgery when he was

Debbie expressed appreciation

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How are juries chosen in Shelby County? 


by David F. Moore 

Your state drivers license gives 
you the right to operate a vehicle. 
It may also give you the respon- 
sibility of deciding the guilt or in- 
nocence of a person accused of a 
serious crime, 

Juries in Shelby and 41 other 
Alabama counties are chosen 
from a computerized list of all 
licensed drivers in the county. 
According to Mark Carroll, coor- 
dinator for case and jury 
management at the Office of Ad- 
ministrative Courts in Mon- 


system’’ is used in the selection 
process. Carroll said that means a 
starting number,‘‘7’’ for exam- 
ple, is drawn by random, and 
beginning with that number, each 
fifth name is then pulled by com- 
puter for inclusion in the master 
jury list. 

Juror qualification question- 
naires are then mailed to 
everyone on the master list. If 
you get a questionnaire, you’re 
required by law to fill it out and 
return it to the county jury com- 
mission. 


Carroll placed the state average 
for nondelivered questionnaires 
at 11%, same as in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 


But statewide, the average 
number of qualified jurors is 
57%. He said the percentages 
range from the high 60’s to the 
low 50’s--placing Shelby County 
on the lower end of the scale. 

Carroll attributed the low 
percentage to the county jury 
commission ‘‘probably combing 
through the questionnaires bet- 


ee ee 


She has served the commission 
off and on for 10 years. 

The commission’s trial jury 
box is locked in the probate 
judge’s office. When a jury is 
needed, the sheriff, circuit court 
clerk and probate judge draw 100 
names at random from the box. 

This makes up the venire. 
When court convenes, a 12

jurors from that mailing has still 
not been determined. 

What qualifies you for jury du- 
ty? That depends on how you 
answer the following questions: 

1) Are you a citizen of the 
U.S.? 

2) Have you ever been con- 
victed of a crime for which you 
lost your right to vote? 

3) If so, have your civil rights 
be restored? : 

4) Have you lived in this coun- 
ty for 12 months or longer? If 
not, indicate the number of mon- 


pear in court to tell why the card 
’t returned.

However, according to Carter, 
after the election he found out 
that he only received eight votes 
in the entire box where he bought 
the cake. 

Carter also told of having to 
cross huge cow pastures and be- 
ing charged by bulls on his way to 
see farmers. 

He said what made this bad 
was that after all the effort he 
usually found out that the farmer 
was going to vote for his opposi- 
tion. 

He lamented, ‘‘After dodging 


‘Here’s how 


the bull on the way to the fellow’s 
house, you had to fight your way 
back to your car the same way.” 

The experienced politician also 
spoke of political rallies. 

He said, ‘‘I attended numerous 
rallies but most of the time you 
never changed anyone’s minds.” 

To make matters worse, he 
stated, ‘‘They would charge you 
$15 to let you talk for three 
minutes. But a lot of people took 
sides and while one candidate 
might talk for five minutes, 
another got only one.”’ 


He philosophically com- 
mented, ‘‘It’s all part of the 
system.”’ 

Carter also remembered his 
campaign workers putting up 
posters in Montevallo just after 
the city passed a law against such 
actions. 

He didn’t know the signs were 
up, when the Montevallo police 
chief called him to have them 
taken down. 

Looking back on the whole 
ordeal Carter laughingly says, ‘‘I 
wish everybody would run one 
time for one office.”’ 

‘*People .will treat you right, 
even if they are for your opposi- 
tion.”’ 

He said that in running against 
Red Walker, he was up against 
one of the best politicians in the 
state. 

He gave as his reason for runn- 
ing so many times,‘‘Something 
about it gets in your blood.”’

Columbiana wants lower rates 


Columbiana anticipates having 
a lower fire insurance rating in 
the near future. 

At the last city council 
meeting, Mayor Buck Falkner 
announced that the city has asked 
for an inspection by the state fire 
insurance underwriters. 

Reasons for feeling that a bet- 
ter rating will be obtained is due 
to the upgrading of equipment 
which includes three pumper 
trucks with a total pumping 
capacity of 2,250 gallons per 
minute. 

The two and a half million 
gallon storage capacity the city 
has is another reason for expecta- 
tions that the present 8 rating will 
be reduced to a 6 or lower. 

‘“We have one of the best water 
systems in the county,”’ veteran 
fireman and council member 
Harold McCord told the 


Reporter after the meeting. 

He noted that there haven’t 
been any inspections since he’s 
been on the council, 

Another situation that hasn’t 
had much attention for the past 
ten years was also brought up by 
McCord. 

He reported that drainage dit- 
ches are in dire need of cleaning 
and suggested renting a piece of 
equipment for that purpose. 


Checking into the-price of ren- 
ting an excavator, McCord told 
the council it would be $3,500 for 
a month. 

Despite Councilman Lewis 
Walker questioning where the 
money would come from, the 
council agreed the project had to 
be undertaken. 

Since the cost will exceed 
$2,000, bids will be sent out.

Vincent church builds school 


and ‘total ministry center’

The Vincent First Assembly of 
God is building a “‘total ministry 
center’? which will include a 
private school. Nearly all the con- 
struction work is being done by 
volunteers. 

The church is located in the 
Arkwright community near the 
intersection of highways 62 and 
85. 

The project started less than 
two months ago and is scheduled 
for completion in December. Ac- 
cording to pastor Mack Ritch, 
plans call for beginning school 
this fall, and housing it tem- 


porarily in the cl.urch’s present 
fellowship hall. 

Ritch said the new facility will 
include a gymnasium for the 
school, as well as class space for 
70-100 students. The building will 
also house a family life center, as 
well as an 80 foot square sanc- 
tuary with a balcony. 

So far, 20 students have pre- 
registered for the private school, 
but Ritch said he expects more to 
enroll the last weeks of August. 
The school will follow the Ac- 
celerated Christian Education 
curriculum which emphasizes in- 
dividual instruction, Ritch said. 


Ritch, pastor at the church for 
over five years, holds a degree in 
secondary education, and will be 
the principal and main teacher 
for the first term. Two super- 
visors, two monitors and a 
kindergarten teacher are also on 
the staff. 

The land for the church was 
donated some 25 years ago by the 
late Sister Brown, who had hoped 
that a school would someday be 
built there, Ritch said. The new 
school will have classes from 
kindergarten through the twelfth 


grade.

The required four weeks of 
advertising was completed in the 
Shelby County Reporter on June 
10. 

The bill was introduced in the 
House of Representatives by 
Rep.

Beat 12 is the only area outside 
of municipalities that has zoning 
in Shelby County, and several 
elections were required there 
before residents approved zon- 
ing. 

It is expected that the same

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High flying elections recalled

Although most politicians find 
it difficult to get votes, Douglas

to get them by air. 

The former District 2 County 
Commissioner remembers each 
time he climbed aboard an 
airplane to carry his message. 

“My first involvement with 
politics was to support Dr. 
Harwell Davis and Attorney 
John Golden for the Birmingham 
City Council,”’ Ballard recollects. 

**] had thousands of leaflets 
made up and loaded them into 
the airplane. I also put my young 
son in the luggage compartment 
to throw them out. 

‘Without a permit we were 
showering Birmingham when we 
heard another plane report to the 
Birmingham tower the sighting of 
a lot of ‘white things’ flying 
through the air. 

“The controller replied, ‘Well 
I guess it could be a flock of 
seagulls who got lost.’’’ 

But while he got away with 
throwing the leaflets, Ballard 
said, ‘‘The disappointing thing 
was the leaflets went up instead 
of down. No telling where they 
landed.”’ 

Another airplane campaign for 
Ballard was the time he sup- 
ported Mac McCarley for state 
senator. 

**I decided to pull a banner 
behind the plane which read 
‘Vote McCarley’. 

**I went to the Bessemer air- 
port and talked to the manager. 
He had seen this done and said

Ballard stated that the string of 
letters was constructed in such a 
way that a pilot could not take 
off with them behind his plane. 

What had to be done was to 
‘*put up poles on each side of the 
runway with a big loop of rope in 
a noose between them.”’ 

He said, ‘With a steel cable 
fastened to the tail of the airplane 
and a big hook on the end, held 
in my lap, I took off. I came back 
very low, threw the hook out the 
window, which grabbed the 
noose, and picked the banner off 
the ground.”’ 

Even though the banner at- 
tachment worked like a charm, 
Ballard said that his plane sud- 
denly began to heat up. 

‘‘Burning up, I flew over the 
whole district. Mac, who was 
relatively unknown, won the elec- 
tion.’’ 

When it came to campaigning 
for himself, Ballard proved to be 
even more shrewd. 

Ballard placed big signs on all 
four sides of a pick-up truck and 
visited all the shopping centers in 
the county. 

But the gimmick was that 
Ballard played loud marching 
music from the truck, waved a 
huge flag, and gave out helium 
filled balloons and cards. 

The cards led to another 
Ballard innovation.

Office salaries 


Several new salary and expense 
account provisions went into ef- 
fect during the spring session of 
the Alabama State Legislature. 

In the March 25 issue of the 
Reporter, we compiled a list of 
offices that were up for re- 
election this year with the com- 
pensation of each office. 

The new figures are difficult to 
dig out of the wording. of the 
legislative acts and some changes 
await further local action. 

We believe these figures are ac- 
curate, but they may be subject to 
interpretation: 

Judge of Probate, who is also 
Chairman of the County Com- 
mission: Salary at beginning of 
new term in January 1983 will be 


. not less than $30,000 annually. 
' The former ‘‘expense allowance’’ 


of $5,000 will be increased by 
another $5,000 but this may be 
subject to a vote by the County 
Commission. 

County Conimissioners: Under 
a new law, they can be paid a 
minimum of $9,600 per year, 
subject to a vote of the commis- 
sioners. They are now paid $200 
per month and have a $400 per 
month expense allowance, or can 
draw $600 per month as salary. 

Sheriff: The sheriff’s salary 


. plus local supplements.

drinking and smoking a little pot, 
I’m sure,” said Central Shelby 
Ambulance owner Billy Price, 
who was hired to work at the 
show. ‘‘But I haven’t seen 
anything out of the ordinary.

I think everybody’s becoming 
everybody’s friend.’’ 

The owner of one Calera con- 
venience store said Saturday that 
the concerts had brought in some 
extra business, especially on Fri- 
day night as people began to ar- 
rive to camp out on the concert 
grounds. 

‘*We haven’t had any trouble-- 
at least not yet,’’ he said. ‘‘But 
the Calera police department has 
been patrolling the place every 30 
minutes.”’

Jeanette Woods, Gwen 
Sims, Ruth Garrett, Anne Green 
and other women of the church 
donate their time to cook meals 
for the construction crews. 

Ritch estimated that the 
building will cost $135,000. By 
using volunteer workers, he said 
the church is saving about 
$65,000. 

**We needed a total ministry 
center, a place for the school,”’ 
Ritch said. ‘‘But the building is 
just a sideline. It’s the people that 
are important.”’ 

Others making large contribu- 
tions to the project are crane 
operator R.T. Shornacy, super- 
visor Jim Bolton, electrician Ray 
Benson, engineer Tom Wills and 
Wayne Stoedenmire. 

**I’d say even our ditch diggers 
are important,’”’ Ritch said. 
‘“*Everybody’s working.” 

Ritch said that in the last four 
years, the church’s membership 
has increased from 15 to 111 peo- 
ple, and morning worship atten- 
dance has increased from 30 to 
about 170. 

Twenty-seven members of the 
Vincent First Assembly of God 
traveled to Mexico last February 
and built a church for a mis- 
sionary there. Ritch said that trip 
inspired the congregation to build 
its own new addition.

The Army National Guard unit 
in Vincent has adjusted to some 
o changes in the past eight mon- 

s. 

The unit was reorganized in 
September of 1981 from a fully 
staffed tele-communications out- 
fit into a larger ammunition 
storage and distribution unit. 

Apart from gaining a new mis- 
sion, the change meant that Vin- 
cent’s unit was suddenly 43 
members short of its assigned 
strength. 

But according to fulltime unit 
administrator Don Greene, 
‘Thanks to the efforts of 
recruiter Sgt. Harry Moon, that 
has proved to be no problem.”’ 

Sgt. Greene, who also serves as 
Mayor of Vincent, said, ‘‘Since 
reorganization we have gained 30 
new members.’’ 


The unit could come within 
seven members of being full 
strength again, after this week. 

Sgt. Moon told the Reporter

that six people have applied to 
join, 

Sgt. Greene attributes the 
abundant supply of enlistees to 
the economy. 

The administrator said that 
jobs are so difficult to locate, 
people are finding the Guard is a 
way of making extra money. 

He stated that a Private E-] can 
make $551 pér month in ‘basic 
training with food, board and 
clothing provided free. 

Sgt. Greene said that the same 
private can make $73.52 per 
weekend with the Guard. 

A two week summer camp each 
year puts another $273 in a 
private’s pocket. 

But the eagerness of people to 
join the Guard has brought about 
changes that make it harder to 
enlist. 

No one can enlist who does not 
have a high school diploma or 
GED equivalent. 

In addition to this require- 
ment, a written examination and 
a physical must be passed. 

According to Moon, the new 
standards have done away with a 
program in which high school 
juniors could join the Guard 
while attending school. 

He also reports that as soon as 
the Vincent unit gains its 
necessary new members, no more 
enlistees can be taken. 

Gary Threatt, a 1977 graduate 
of Vincent High School, supports 
the statements made by Sgt. 
Greene. 

Threatt, who signed enlistment 
papers Wednesday, said he is 
joining because jobs are tight. 

He said,‘‘It is something I’ve 
always wanted to do and I can 
earn extra money.’” 

Marie Miles could well be the 
last high school junior to join the 
Guard in Vincent. 

The petite 18 year-old female is 
waiting anxiously to learn if she 
will be accepted for training this 
summer. 

Sgt. Moon told the Reporter 
that openings for females are few 
and Miles may not be accepted 
this year. 

Miles also wants to join the 
Guard because of the economy. 

She said, ‘‘It will help me 


through school. I will be getting . 


weekend pay’’. el 
Moon told the Reporter that 
females can be accepted for duty 


in Vincent because unit members 
will not be exposed to combat 
situations. 

As part of an ammunition 
detachment, troops in Vincent 
will serve to store and distribute 
weapons and ammunition only.

But Sgt. Greene is proud that 
his unit has been reorganized. 

He said that his troops are now 
part of the only group in the en- 
tire Army National Guard which 
serves to distribute ammunition. 

Only 1,100 Guard troops, na- 
tionwide, serve in this capacity. 

Sgt. Greene said that his people 
will distribute everything from a 
.45 pistol shell to a 240 millimeter 
shell. The latter are the size of a 
55 gallon drum. 

However, reorganization has 
caused Vincent Guard members 
some problems. 

Because ammunition distribu- 
tion is so specialized, Vincent 
troops can’t go to one camp for 
training. 

Instead the troops have been 
attending classes at Redstone 
Arsenal and the Anniston Army 
Depot in Alabama and Fort 
Leonard Wood in Missouri, this 
summer. 

When asked if his people are 
making the change well from 
communications to ammunition, 
Sgt. Greene said, ‘‘We certainly 
are.”’ 

He stated that his outfit is 
already 75 percent qualified in its 
new mission. 

He added that inspections held 
and the ability of his unit to 
maintain strength havé proved it 
to be one of the best in the state.

Section 2. it is the intent of this Act 

to make available to the citizens of 
Shelby County services only when 
such services are not reasonably 
available to them at areasonablie cost 
from private enterprise. Upon the 
enactment of this Act and during the 
month of January each year 
thereafter, the county commission 
shall investigate the availability of 
work, services and materials from 
private enterprise in the various areas 
of Shelby County and shall enter 
upon the minutes of the county com- 
mission the results of such investiga- 
tion. The county commission shall 
thereafter adopt a written policy 
governing the doing of such work or 
services and the sale of such 
material. The policy shall include a 
description of the work and services 
which will be performed and the 
materials to be sold and a limitation 
upon the areas in which such work or 
services will be performed and in 
which materials will be sold to those 
areas in which such work, services or 
materials are not reasonably available 
at a reasonable cost from private 
enterprise. The policy shall include a 
provision that such work, services, or 
materials are available to all citizens 
of Shelby County where such work, 
services or materials are not 
reasonably available from private 
enterprise at a reasonable cost, The 
written policy adopted by the county 
commission shall be published an- 
nually in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation in Shelby County in the type 
normally used for news stories.

Libraries expand 


The eight Shelby County 
libraries are, increasing in size, 
programs and services to meet the 
growing need for information 
and reading materials. Spread 
throughout the County in every 
community, the local libraries are 
open for all citizens to provide 
adventure, history and romance - 
whether it’s fact or fiction. 

New library buildings are plan- 
ned for Alabaster, Montevallo 
and Pelham. Alabaster’s new 
$375,000 building will serve as 
the reference-resource center for 
north Shelby, while Montevallo’s 
new library will accomodate 
more children’s and community 
programs. Pelham is planning a 
new 5,000 sq. ft. facility that will 
be part of the City Hall complex. 

Renovation to the exterior of 
the Calera Library will greatly 
enhance usage of the building by 
tying it into a cultural-recreation 
mall. 

All the libraries offer a wide 
range of programs, including 
weekly children’s story hours, 
film programs, summer reading 
club and programs for senior 
citizens. 

If a library is not nearby, the 
world of literature is still 
available through the county’s 
bookmobile service. Traveling 
over the highways, the 
bookmobile carries materials to 
people located in rural areas and 
those in subdivisions. 
Bookmobile service is available 
by calling library headquarters. 

The headquarters also has 
records, cassettes paintings, 
filmstrips, and 16mm films for 
loan.

The pro- 
gram for identified Exceptional 
Children operates in compliance 
with Public Law 94-142 and 
Alabama 106.

System is the eighth largest 
system in Alabama with an 
estimated budget of over 
$20,000,000 for the 1982-83 
school year. 


The completion of the In- 
verness Elementary School in 
August, 1983 will bring the total 
number of schools to 24 with an 


enrollment of. nearly 12,000. 


students. There are 651 teachers 
and administrators in the system, 
with 60 percent of them holding a 
masters degree or above. 


The Shelby County Board of: 


Education is reponsible for the 
organization and control of the 
schools and ‘is made up of five 
members elected for six year 
terms by the county voters.

Richard Ray tripped over 
something Saturday morning in 
the north Shelby woods. He had 
no idea what it was. 

“Then I saw the corner of this 
box sticking out of this stump 
hole,’’ the 16-year old said. ‘‘I 
got up, walked over, and brushed 
away a few leaves. Then I saw 
these big, bold, black letters that 


said ‘High Explosives.”’ 

There were two cases. Careful- 
ly he peered into one of them. 
What he saw sent many things 
flashing through his mind-- 
including getting blown to bits. 

**T got up slowly. I didn’t want 
to shake, rattle, or anything!’’ 
Ray said. 

Once clear of the boxes, he 
ran. A hundred yards away, at 


the Cahaba Valley Church of 
Christ on Caldwell Mill Road, 
Ray called the North Shelby 
County Fire District. 

Ray said the firemen who came 
were unsure if the boxes contain- 
ed plastic explosives or dynamite. 
They called the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, and identified the ex- 
plosives as dymamite over the 
radio. 


Want to spend school funds?

The public is going to get a 
chance for the first time this year, 
to express its view on how money 
should be spent in the Shelby 
County school system. 

In order to have time to study 
the ideas that may be forthcom- 
ing, budget hearings have been 
scheduled for July 27. 

That will allow the board two 
months to give serious considera- 
tion to the proposals. 

With the session set to begin at 
9 a.m., speakers will be allotted 
5-8 minutes to make their presen- 
tation on budget related items. 

But the board needs to know 
how much time will be needed, so 
citizens are asked to call 669-2491 


as soon as possible so they can be 
scheduled to speak. 


To give the public some prior 
knowledge of the budget before it 
was passed last year, the board 
explained and discussed it at 
community meetings. 

The decision to hold the hear- 
ings this year, they feel, is a step 
toward more public participation 
in the budget making process. 

Projected expenditures in this 
year’s budget exceed the previous 
year’s by $2,143,166. The total 
for 1981-82 comes to 
$16,942,888. 

While instruction consumes the 
bulk of the money spent, the 
percentage this year is 5.1% less 


Shortcut proves fatal 


to Helena woman 


A midnight ‘‘shortcut’”’ ap- 
parently led to the death of a 
Helena woman found Thursday 
at the base of a 110-foot quarry 
wall. 


Officials are listing Phyllis 
Jean Edwards’ death as acciden- 
tal, but are awaiting results from 
an autopsy before making a final 
decision. 


According to statements taken 
by Helena police, the 21-year old 
woman was with an Alabaster 
girlfriend and three men just 
prior to the accident. They told 
police they were drinking wine on 
a private dirt road that turns off 
highway 261 at Dunn Construc- 
tion, and curves around in back 
of Vulcan Materials’ Helena 
quarry. 

The group was about to drive 
from the site, when Edwards ask- 
ed 18-year old Rosetta Lykes to 
walk back with her along a short- 
cut she knew. 

According to Lykes, the two 
women were walking along the 
loose rock rim of the quarry 
when she turned, looked, and Ed- 
wards was gone. 


Lykes made her way back to 
Liberty Heights where she found 
several of the men from the 
group. After some 45 minutes of 
fruitless searching, the group said 
it gave up. 

Helena Police Chief Gary 
Carter said no one told Edwards’ 
parents that night that she was 
missing, and authorities weren’t 
notified until 7:30 a.m. , 

Vulcan Materials superinten- 
dent Brad Smith located Ed- 
wards’ body in the quarry an 
hour later. (al 

**At this time, as far as we’re 
concerned, it was strictly an acci- 
dent,’’ Shelby County Coronor 
Billy Thompson told the 
Reporter. ‘‘But because of the 
situation, we’re having an autop- 
sy done.”’ 

Thompson said it would take 
several weeks to get the autopsy 
results. 

‘*It was probably an accident,”’ 
Chief Carter said. ‘‘Basically, all 
we have now is they were back 
there partying. Jean decided to 
walk home and fell off the cliff.”” 

Carter said the woman lived at 
home with her parents, Andrew 
and Warrine Edwards. 

The other members of the 
group that night were Onnie Lee 
Smith, Jr., 25, of Calera, Jeffery 
Willimas, 19, and O.C. Shanks, 
29, both of Helena.

Cosby said no blasting caps 
were discovered, but 8-10 sticks 
of dynamite were missing from 
each case. According to the 
labels, the explosives were 
manufactured by the Hercules 
Company on April 23.

tie fails to bind

A move to tie the repainting of 
the courthouse domes to opening 
a branch ‘“‘license office’’ in 
North Shelby County has ended 
in stalemate. 

County Commissoner Don 
Murphy made the motion but it 
died for lack of a second during 
Monday’s commission meeting. 

The move came on the heels of 
a repainting recommendation 
given by a courthouse domes col- 
or committee, appointed by Pro- 
bate Judge Tommy Snowden. 

Although Commissioners Jake 
Morris and Harold Davenport 
refused to second Murphy’s mo- 
tion, they did not move that the 
painting issue be considered 
separately. 

Instead, a motion by Daven- 
port was approved to take both 
matters under consideration. 

Commissioner Alpha Lowe 
was absent. 

The recommendation 
presented by Miriam Fowler was 
to leave the domes their present 
warm brown color but to paint 
the structural detail the same 
ivory used on the courthouse 
trim. 

Fowler, who lives in north 
Shelby County, and is a past 
president of the historical socie- 
ty, said that the brown of the 
courthouse domes is not 
historically inaccurate. She said 
that it does not differ much from 
the shade the original copper 
would have weathered to, 

But Fowler said that the pain- 
ting of the entire roof of the cour- 
thouse warm brown was over- 
whelming and separated the roof 
from the rest of the building. 

She reported that by painting 
the structural detail ivory, ‘‘It 
will make it a building we can 
look to with pride over the next 
few years.”’ 

Other members of the color 
committee included Dianne Ellis, 
Mildred Harrison, Bob McLeroy, 
Thurston Sumner and Snowden. 

Fowler said the committee con- 
sidered the protective coat of 
paint now on the domes, the 
disappointment expressed by 
many citizens over the color, and 
the knowledge that what is done 
will affect the courthouse for 
years to come, 

She said the committee wanted 
the change to be as inexpensive as 
possible. 

When Murphy made his mo- 
tion he came under fire from 
both Davenport and Morris. 

Davenport told Murphy, “I 
said I will take a look at a substa- 
tion and if needed, I would sup- 
port it.’’ 

But he said that he did not 
want the issue to be used as a 
stepping stone and ‘‘would prefer 
that the election be over and 
those elected be the ones looking 
at it.” 

Murphy pointed out that he 
did not use the term 
“‘substation’’ in his motion but 
instead used the words “‘license 
office.”’ 

He said, ‘‘If we are going to 
spend money over here to repaint 
after spending $26,800 to 
remodel, it is only fair to spend 
money in the north part of the 
county to help those people.” 

Snowden and Davenport 
became involved in a discussion 
over the best location for a 
branch office and expense. 

Upon hearing this, Murphy 
said that he did not stipulate any 
location other than the north part 
of the county or any expenses in 
his motion. 

Morris said that he agreed with 
Davenport that a branch office 
should not be ‘‘political.’’ 

Murphy retaliated saying, 
**You haven’t looked at it at all. I 
cannot understand why we refuse 
to do it. It is not a political issue. 
I’ve said it since day one and I 
haven’t promised this to 
anyone.”’ 

When Morris told commis- 
sioners that hunting and ‘fishing 
licenses have been sold all over 
the county, Murphy said, 
“*You’re smoke screening. I buy 
my hunting and fishing licenses at 
a sports center. That’s not what I 
am talking about.” 

Davenport said, ‘‘Tying this to 
the courthouse is a smoke 
screen.”” 

To this, Murphy said, “You 
bet I’m tying it in. It got killed 
when I tried it as a separate 
issue. ”? 


Murphy told Davenport that 


he would not vote for repainting 
the domes without voting upon a 


branch office. 

Davenport moved that both 
the painting and the branch of- 
fice be taken under consideration 
and Murphy seconded that mo- 
tion. 


42 to stay dirt

Traffic on the unpaved section 
of highway 42, Shelby Springs 
Road, should get some relief by 
this fall. The road is traveled by a 
school bus, and at least three 
auto accidents have been 
reported there since spring. 

But a group of 10 area 
residents who met Sunday with 
county officials, were told there 
are no plans to pave the gravel 
section from Shelby Springs to 
the end of the pavement near the’ 
L&N crossing on 42. County 
engineer Gary Ray, probate 
judge Tommy Snowden, and 
commissioner Jake Morris at- 
tended the meeting. 

Nan Brown, who spurred the 
meeting, said she has tried for 10 
years to get the county to widen 
and pave 42. After Sunday’s 
meeting she said, ‘‘I still don’t 
know if we got anything settled 
or not.”’ 

During the meeting Snowden 
and Morris asked Ray to submit a 
budget proposal for buying right- 
of-way along a surveyec route for 
anew, paved road adjacent to 42. 

However, that proposal will be 
at the mercy of the commission 
when it studies the new budget 
this fall. 

Ray did say that traffic on the 
road, which has increased in re- 
cent years from 30 to 100 vehicles 
per day, will get some relief 
before fall. The work will pro- 
bably be done in spurts as the 
county’s heavy equipment 
becomes available, Ray said. 

The county’s equipment will 
first be used to cover over the old 
Helena and Calera landfills, 
which Ray said should be com- 
pleted by the end of August. Ray 
said that one of the county’s 
bulldozers was put in the shop 
Tuesday with transmission pro- 
blems. 

Ray said two other roads in 
Morris’ district have been given 
higher priority than 42, because 
they get more traffic and will re- 
quire less work and money. 
Those roads are the Chelsea 
Estate Road with a daily traffic 
count of 140-150, and Sunrise 
Cove Road with a count of 160. ° 

Ray said a request for pave- 
ment extension on highway 331 
between Columbiana and 
Alabaster will also get strong 
consideration because residents 
there have pledged $7,000-$8,000 
towards the project. 

Ray said the county has been 
pretty much out of the road 
building business since the late 
”60’s. 

Ray said he wants to’ see 42 
completed, but currently, the 
county receives only about 
enough federal funds to resurface 
some 20-30 miles of road per 
year. Ray pointed out that the 
county needs to resurface 60-80 
miles every year. 

Also attending the meeting 
were Claude Brown, Mr. and 
Mrs. Eddie Wilson, Mr. and Mrs.

School board 


slates repairs

At a called meeting Thursday, 
the Shelby County Board of 
Education approved the expen- 
diture of $122,443 for improving 
school property. 

Because some of the board 
members had received telephone 
calls regarding renovation work 
on the annex building at Shelby 
County High School, the matter 
was tabled until the next meeting. 

The low bid from Cato Con- 
struction Company on the pro- 
ject was $19,600. 


According to reports, there are’ 


some county residents who want 
the building either sold or used 
for instructional purposes. 

Originally used by practice 
teachers in Home Economics at 
Alabama College (now the 
University of Montevallo), the 
dwelling became the property of 
the Board of Education in the 
1950's. 

Since then it has been used as a 
residence for Shelby County 
High School principals or 
members of the educational staff. 

The individuals who have oc- 
cupied the dwelling have paid 


rent to the board. 

Board employee Pat Bulger, 
former wife of Principal Don 
Bulger, is the present occupant. 

It was the contention of 
Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles that the board 
has the responsibility of main- 
taining the property it owns. 

But he said he didn’t think it 
was the appropriate time to com- 
ment on the board’s ownership of 
the home. 

Board member Claude Lee 
moved to table the issue until the 
next meeting when it will be con- 
sidered again along with other 
alternatives. 

One of the renovation projects 
approved by the board was at 
Montevallo Middle School. The 
contract to make alterations in 
the administrative suite and to 
redo the heating went to Hughes 
Construction Company. 

Their bid price was $69,900. 

Hughes also submitted the low 
bid for the alterations deemed 
necessary in the Administrative 
Building and the Center for Ex- 
ceptional Children. 

The cost of that project will be 
$34,900. 

One phase of the work will be 
to rework electrical panels. 

Knowels related that in some 
offices occupied by as many as 
five people, there is presently on- 
ly one outlet. 

When the roofing and sheet 
metal work at four more schools 
is completed, the superintendent 
said that there shouldn’t be any 
more leaking roofs on county 
schools. 

Cato Construction Company 
submitted a $17,643 bid to do the 
work at Wilsonville Elementary, 
Chelsea High, Columbiana Mid- 
dle, and Vincent Elementary. 

Although three companies had 
expressed an interest in bidding, 
on bleacher repair, only one bid 
was received. 

No action was taken at the 
meeting, but the following day it 
was learned that it is legal to 
negotiate with any company to 
do the work, whether or not they 
bid. 

The Examiner of Public Ac- 
counts said that the agreed upon 
price would have to be less than 
what was bid. 

Knowles explained the lack of 
bids on the uncertainty factor. 
Referring to the ironwork on the 
bleachers, the superintendent 
noted that, ‘‘It’s almost impossi- 
ble to tell how much work is in- 
volved until you get in there.’’ 

With labor being the only con- 
sideration, the one bid submitted 
listed Calera High School as the 
most expensive project. That 
figure was $15,200. 

Contracts that were awarded at 
the meeting went to: McCord 
Okay Tires and Howard Tires, 
recap tires; Tidmore Oil, 
petroleum products; Holcombe 
Building Materials, Bird Building 
Supply, Pittsburg Paint and 
Brown Building, paint. 

The contract for supplying five 
LP gas tanks and installing them 
went to Suburban Gas Co.

The purpose of the investiga- 
tion, he said, was to make the 
Shelby County system com- 
petitive,

involved should be on the com- 
mittee. He also expressed the opi- 
nion that the study should be just 
as thorough as the one that con- 
cerned teachers. 


Reporting on the outcome of 
the situation on Riverchase over- 
crowding that was brought up at 
the last meeting, Knowles said 
that students will remain where 
they are.

The principal’s office space has 
already been turned into 
classrooms, Knowles reminded 
the board, and when school 
opens, 56 additional students will 
be enrolled

Campaign adventure 


Running for office 


holds big surprises

Hitting the campaign trail for 
political office can put a can- 
didate in some very peculiar 
situations.

She said that when she told her 
son and a friend who were help- 
ing her hand out cards, ‘‘They 
thought I had been in the heat too 
long.”’ 

Patrick said, ‘‘The con- 
dominium had an_ enclosure 
around the courtyard in front of 
it but the draperies were open.”’ 

That was not the end of 
peculiar happenings for Patrick. 

She always asked permission 
from property owners before she

placed her plywood signs around 
the county. 

However, ‘‘One day I got a call 
from a man who said if I didn’t 
come take my sign down, he was 
going to make a picnic table out 
of it.’’ 

She said that the sign was not 
even on the caller’s property.

*“*He told me that he wasn’t 
against me. But that he just 
didn’t want people to think he 
was supporting me with a sign.’’ 

The would-be county commis- 
sioner said that she met another 
man on the campaign trail, who 
did bird calls.

Montevallo eyes wards 


by Fred Guarino 


The City of Montevallo is 
awaiting word from the Internal 
Revenue Service before borrow- 
ing funds to finance a new 
library. 

The library board had re- 
quested the city to use its tax ex- 
empt status to borrow $30,000 at 
low interest and then loan it to 
the library board. 

The libary board would then 
use the funds to purchase $40,000 
in high yield U.S. treasury notes 
to repay the loan and to make a 
profit off the interst. 

Mayor Ralph Sears told Ann 
Hamilton, chairman of the 
Montevallo Library Board, that 
the city has two separate opinion 
on the matter so far. 

He stated that legal counsel 
William R. Justice has found 
nothing to prevent the city from 
borrowing in this way. 

However, the mayor reported 
that a local banker has suggested 
that the city clarify the situation 
with the IRS. 

Mayor Sears said that one 
paragraph of prelimiary infoma- 
tion received from the IRS 
‘raises a red flag’’. 

He read the paragraph to 
Hamilton which indicates that it 
may not be allowed to borrow at 
low tax rate and use that money 
for higher interest. 

He said that the question has 
been sent to the IRS Commis- 
sioner. 

According to Sears, ‘*We 
should wait for an opinion. We 
are assuring ourselves that eight 
or nine years down the road we 
won’t come up owing back 
taxes.’’ 

Hamilton told the mayor, ‘‘We 
want to wait and are willing to 
wait. But it seems there is a ques- 
tion of the library board’s rela- 
tion to the City of Montevallo.” 

She wanted the city to check 
the status of the libary board, 
which the council indicated it 
would do. 

According to Hamilton, if the 
board can establish that it is not 
under the city’s umbrella, then it

may be private. 

She pointed out that there is no 
record in the courthouse of the 
board’s having ever applied for 
public status. 

Hamilton said, ‘‘We must 
establish the kind of library we 
are and consider the possibility of 


incorporating.” 

She added, ‘‘We could be 
legally able to borrow our own 
money.”’ 


Mayor Sears told Hamilton 
that the library board should go 
ahead with its plans to secure a 
blueprint for the library construc- 
tion. He said, ‘‘The question 
does not affect this.” 

He said, ‘‘In the meantime we 
will have to proceed on the status 
we believe to be the case at the 
moment. If you find it different, 
we will change it.’’ 

In another matter the city was 
presented a plan to break 
Montevallo into five wards for 
the purpose of electing council 
members. 

George Dailey, of the 
Montevallo Suburban League, 
submitted a plan which calls for 
each ward to include 793 
residents. It includes the UM 
campus in two of the wards. 

Mayor Sears told Dailey, ‘‘All 
we can do is study the suggested 
districts.’’ 

Joe Brindley, president of the 
Montevallo High School Booster 
Club, told the council that his 
group is going to reconstruct the 
press box which burned at the 
high school stadium. 

He said that the club will hold 
a fund raising Saturday and will 
appear before the council’s 
finance committee at a later date 
to ask for support. 

The booster club president said 
that the new press box will be 
painted old gold and that 
bleachers will be painted orange 
and blue. 

Brindley also asked the council 
to consider building a running 
track for citizens at the high 
school stadium.

Calera repairs leaks 


by Freg Guarino 

The City of Calera has repaired 
seven leaks in its gas lines. 

The need for the work became 
apparent when an inspection by 
the Public Service Commission in 
June revealed that the city’s 
record of.gas line repairs had not 
been updated. 

According to City Councilman 
Roy Hadaway, who serves on the 
gas committee, ‘‘The records 
were more or less up to date until 
maintenance supervisor Neal 
Harkins went on sick leave. 


‘‘David Jones was hired just a 
couple of days before Harkins 
became ill and the whole thing 
was thrown into his lap.”’ 

Hadaway said that Jones has 
learned that some things were 
overlooked since he became ac- 
ting maintenance supervisor but 
the PSC is helping him. 


Jones told the Reporter that 
each city in Alabama is required 
to have its gas system surveyed 
annually. 

He said that in March, a survey 
taken for the city showed 16 gas 
leaks. 

Although all but seven of the 
leaks were reportedly. repaired, 
Jones said records weren’t up- 
dated. 

The PSC inspected Calera in 
June and warned that the repairs 
would have to be made. 

Jones said, ‘‘Over the past 
three weeks the pin hole leaks in 
plastic pipe have all been fixed. 
There was never any health 


danger here.”’ 


Larry Waldrop, chief of the 
PSC Gas and Pipeline Safety 
Division, confirmed that part of 
the problem in Calera was the 
hiring of a new acting 
maintenance supervisor. 

He said, ‘‘In the past we’ve 
had good cooperation from 
Calera. They have a man... star- 
ting brand new.”’ 

About the severity of the leaks, 
Waldrop said, ‘I reckon any leak 
can be dangerous.’? But he 
stated, ‘‘We did not seek to shut 
the system down.’’ 

According to Waldrop, the 
PSC tries to inspect cities every 
six months and all violations are 


recorded. 

He said that letters are sent to 
inform cities of their problems 
and to ask for notification of 
repairs. 

The chief said that a city which 
does not make necessary repairs 
could be cited for violations or 
given time to correct the pro- 
blem.

Calera to charge tap-on fee 


After this week Calera will 
start charging a tap-on fee for 
hooking up natural gas to 
residences. 

At the Monday night council 
meeting, the council voted to 
charge $100 for tapping on, and 
$1.50 per foot for lines that re- 
quire more than 50 feet of pipe. 
Outside the city limits, the charge 
will be $125 for tapping on. 

According to city maintenance 
assistant David Jones, Calera and 
Columbiana are the only towns 
he could find that still do not 
charge a fee for gas tap-ons. He 
said Montevallo’s charge is $50; 
Alabaster’s is $50, but $150 out- 
side city limits; and Wilton’s 
charge is $100. 

He told the council that it takes 
two men and a machine to make 
the tap-on. It averages about two 
hours to do the work, but if the 
line is 100 feet, it takes about 
four hours. 

The council decided that tap- 
ons for industries should be done 
at cost. - . 

Mayor Carl Prichard pointed 
out, ‘‘It’s been a moot point for 
several years, since we couldn’t 
add anyone to our gas system,’’ 
Now, however, with gas more 


plentiful, it will be possible to 
add other homes to the system. 

*In other business, insurance 
agent Olga Martin was authoriz- 
ed to talk with all city employees 
at the fire hall about a combina- 
tion group life and annuity 
policy. 


*The council decided to keep a 
1969 dump truck and repair it at 
a cost of $4,000 to $5,000 rather 
than put it up for auction. Coun- 
cilman Doug LeSueur said, 
“‘Compared to $24,000 for a new 
one, this sounds good.”’ 

*The council voted to buy a 


new glass door for the library and 
to look into costs of new siding 
for the exterior. 

*The council voted to help the 
Naitonal Guard by spraying 
weeds and bushhogging behind 
the armory.

Two women who called the 
Reporter July 8, strongly 
disagreed with Swann’s claim in 
the newspaper about harassment 
from deputies at the concert. 
Claiming fear of harrassment, 
one woman gave her name but 


asked that it not be printed; the, 


other refused to identify herself. 


“The deputies were not the 
problem,’ said the woman who 
gave her name. ‘The sheriff’s 
department, Chief Deputy James 
Jones, and the troopers should be 
commended on their work. 

**The concert wasn’t quiet, and 
it wasn’t peaceful. There were 
problems just like we expected,”’ 
she continued. ‘“‘We had a 


wonderful neighborhood until” 


this (concert) came in.”’ 


The woman said residents 
along the narrow highway 6 grew 
concerned over traffic, which she 
said was heaviest July 2 and 3. 
Furthermore, she said they had 
been worried about the 
‘‘atmosphere of the rock 
festival,”’ and the sort of people 
it was expected to draw. 


Both women said that Sunday 
and Monday, following the con- 
cert, someone drove up and down 
highway 6 yelling obscenities and 
making obscene gestures. They 
also complained that the music 
had continued July 3 past the 
court ordered 9 p.m. restriction. 

Last week Swann told the 
paper he had complied with all 
regulations, but complained that 
deputies came inside the concert 
grounds and caused trouble. 
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One deputy, however, said the 
promoters had been asked twice 
to cut the music at 9 p.m., before 
anyone took any action. 

**You’d better believe we could 
still hear the music at a quarter 


. till ten,’’ one of the women said. 


‘‘We did have some com- 
plaints,’’ Glasgow said. ‘‘People 
were concerned about the traffic, 
and warrants were sworn out 
against Jim Swann after the con- 
cert. 

*“We didn’t have any of the big 
problems we anticipated,’’ 
Glasgow acknowledged, ‘‘but 
they didn’t have the crowd they 
anticipated at the concert, 
either.”’ 

Swann initially predicted a 
crowd of 5,000 for the weekend 


festival, but later dropped the - 


prediction to 2,000. This reporter 
and an ambulance driver at the 
concert site estimated the small 
partying crowd at ‘“‘less than 
1000.”” But an area resident 
claimed only 250-300 people 
showed up. 

Following the concert, Swann 
declined to disclose attendance 
figures. He did indicate, 
however, that he might try to 
stage another concert at Culbert’s 
field. 

‘*We'd definitely be against it 
again if they tried to hold another 
one,’”’ one woman said. 


She added that in appreciation 
of the law enforcers at the con- 
cert, neighbors were collecting 
money to buy riot gear for the 
sheriff’s department.

Alabaster gets grant 
for new zoning map 


There was good news in 
Alabaster Monday night. 

It came in the form of a letter 
from Governor Fob James infor- 
ming the city that a $6,500 grant 
would be coming their way. 

The governor’s announcement 
of the Community Development 
Block Grant was read to council 
members and citizens who at- 
tended Monday night’s council 
meeting. 

Grant money, which will be 
matched by the city, will be used 
for mapping and drawing up a 
new zoning ordinance. 

According to City Clerk Dot 
Henry, the city’s first ordinance 
was formulated in 1970 and 
doesn’t provide zoning for 
building condominiums, town 
houses and other types of struc- 
tures. 

The mapping is not connected 
with the city’s recent annexation 
Henry said, adding that the pro- 
ject had been planned before the 
new areas were added. 

Alabaster’s Planning Commis- 
sion, headed by Rollin Johnson, 
worked with the city on the pro- 
ject and the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission 
assisted with the grant applica- 
tion. 

BRPC will also be doing the 
mapping and providing 
assistance in drawing up the new 
zoning ordinance.

Juvenile gang booked | 
for $1,200 from heists

Pelham police: have arrested 
what they believe to be a ring of 
*textraordinarily organized’’ 
juvenile thieves. 

The six white youths were 
charged with stealing $1,200 
worth of goods over the past few 
months from a Pelham depart- 
ment store. 

The gang members range from 
8-15 years in age, and all of them 
live in Alabaster. Police did not 
release their names because they 
are youthful offenders. 

Steve Tennyson, 22, of Helena, 
was also arrested in connection 
with the case. He was charged 
with receiving stolen goods from 
the boys. 

The first crack in the case came 
Wednesday when patrolman 
John Ellison spotted one of the 


suspects riding away from Wal- 
Mart on a new 10-speed bicycle. 
Ellison gave chase and with 
assistance from Alabaster officer 
Wayne Holcombe, eventually 
cornered the youth behind an 
animal clinic off U.S. 31. 
Pelham investigator Lt. Tom- 
my Thomas obtained informa- 
tion from the suspect that led him 
to Pea Vine Trailer Park where 
five of the youths live. The 
following day Thomas arrested 
them and recovered seven BMX 
trail bicycles, calculators, radios, 
pocket knives and cassette tapes. 
‘They were extraordinarily 
organized,’” Thomas said. ‘“They 
had a regular system set up.”’ 
On the smaller items, Thomas 
said the boys apparently would 
empty the contents from large,

Watson said that the annexed 
area will cause no problem for his 
police department. 

He stated that the city 
answered emergency calls prior to 
the annexation and often had to 
drive through the areas to reach 
other parts of the city.

Pelham stays in DUI program 


by David F. Moore 

The City of Pelham nearly 
canceled its DUI (Driving under 
the influence) referral program 
because of poor participation last 
year. 

But from indications brought 
out at a council meeting held 
Monday, July 12, the program is 
faring better this year. 


Mayor Burk Dunaway read a 
report from Nanci Turner-Shults. 
a counselor for the Alcoholism 
Council of Central Alabama. 

She said that 18 cases were 
pulled before court hearings, for 
further evaluation. 

Of those 18 problem cases, she 
said 10 had failed to show in 
court, or had their trials con- 
tinued. 

Of the eight DUI’s she has 
been counseling on at least a 
monthly basis, seven were recom- 
mended to attend Alcoholic 
Anonymous meetings. One was 
recommended to a 28-day inpa- 
tient treatment center, she said. 

Of the same eight, she said one 
was released from the program 
by the judge, and further evalua- 
tion showed that another did not 
need the program. 

Shults said the objective of the 
program is to cut down on multi- 
offender DUI’s. 

Pelham Police Chief D.O. 
Watson reported to the council 
that DUI’s had increased in June 
to 17 cases. But he later said that 
DUI arrests had, in general, 
decreased over the last months. 

Watson said it was too soon to 
tell if the decline was due to the 
referral program. ‘‘But I’m sure

Editor’s Note: At the request 
of the Shelby County Commis- 
sion, the Executive Committee of 
the Shelby County Bar Associa- 
tion, and Presiding Circuit Judge 
Kenneth F. Ingram, the State Ad- 
ministrative Office of Courts 
recently conducted a study of 
Shelby County Court facilities. 

Excerpts from the study are: 

When the original courthouse 
opened in 1905, there was one 
courtroom of approximately 
3,600 square feet for the one 
judge who served the entire 18th 
Judicial Circuit. In 1982, there 
are 4.5 judges who regularly hear 
cases in Shelby County. The 
courtroom has been . divided, 
which allows two judges to hold 
court simultaneously. But other 
judges must either delay hearings 
or try cases in unsuitable areas 
when a courtroom is not 
available. 

In 1978, the Chief Justice of 
the Alabama Supreme Court 
established case processing goals 
to measure the effectiveness of 
each court. 


Two Birmingham people were 
hospitalized Monday after a 
single-boat smashup on Lay 
Lake.

By 1990, the 
county’s population is expected 
to exceed 80,000. 

Shelby County District Court 
case filings were 9,698 in 1981, 
and are projected at 12,921 in the 
year 2000. Shelby County Circuit 
Court filings were 1,499 in 1981, 
and are projected at 3,499 in 
2000. 

Seventy-two percent of the 
cases filed in the 18th Judicial 
Circuit in 1981 originated in 
Shelby County. 

Circuit court filings in Shelby 
County ‘have risen by 38 percent 
and district court filings have in- 
creased by 63 percent in six years. 

An increasing number of office 
complexes and industrial parks 
with the necessary service 
businesses have located in Shelby 
County.

litigation such as products liabili- 
ty claims, medical malpractice 
suits, insurance claims, and cor- 
poration lawsuits are already be- 
ing filed and their number is ex- 
pected to escalate. 

Domestic relations--it is 
undesirable that facility arrange- 
ment should literally force 
estranged husbands and wives in- 
to confrontation in hallways and 
waiting areas. 

Shelby County circuit criminal 
filings have increased by 84 per- 
cent from 1977 to 1981. Each 
month approximately 350 traffic 
cases are filed in the district 
court. Since 1977, the juvenile 
caseload has increased by 254 
percnet. 

Caseload projections indicate 
that an additional district 
judgeship will be needed for 
Shelby County by fiscal year 
1985, and an additional circuit 
judgeship by 1990. 

From a judicial standpoint, the 
most critical result of the insuffi- 
cient space is an increase in time 
between the filing and disposition 
of a case. The citizens of Shelby 
County are the ones who truly 
suffer the consequences of court 
delay. Delay in civil cases benefits 
neither the plaintiff nor defen- 
dants. 

Delay in criminal cases 
primarily benefits the defendant. 
As a result of court delay, the 
prosecutor may have a more dif- 
ficult time in discovering and 
proving the facts of a crime. 

Another major area of concern 
is the public’s interaction in the 
judicial process. The mingling of 
jurors, plaintiffs, defendants, 
and opposing witnesses in a com- 
mon area is a_ potentially 
dangerous situation that is an un- 
necessary risk to citizens. 

According to Frank W. 
Gregory, Director of State Court 
Operations, ‘‘The underlying 
conclusion of the report is that 
the present court facility may be 
rated as one of the most inade- 
quate in the state in terms of 
judicial space.’’

Democratic Conference eyes endorsements

The Shelby County 
Democratic Conference is look- 
ing for a basket in which to put 
its eggs. To find the right basket, 
it sponsored a political forum 
Saturday evening in Columbiana. 

Twenty-seven aspiring 
Democrats threw three minute 
pitches during the forum in an ef- 
fort to sway a conference en- 
dorsement for the September 7 
primaries. 

At stake for the candidates is a 
possible bloc of 2,000-2,800 
black votes. 

Conference chairman George 
Dailey told the crowd of about 70 
people that the conference will 
announce its endorsement list 
August 14. According to Dailey, 
there are some 3,100 registered 
black voters in Shelby County. 

‘“‘We usually carry anywhere 
from 65%-85% of our people to 
the polls,’’ Dailey told the 
Reporter. ‘“‘This year we’re work- 
ing for 90%, and in a close elec- 
tion, a fellow who can get 90% of 
3,100 votes...”” 

Some candidates, both 
newcomers and veterans alike, 
appeared nervous and made 
shaky presentations. But others 
rolled as smoothly as golden 
ballbearings. 

Both Bob Hawkins and incum- 
bent Sonny Moore made bids for 
support in their race to represent 
District 52 in the state legislature. 
_ Ralph Brannon and incumbent 
Curtis Smith, both of Chilton 
County, asked for support in 
their race for the House of 
Representatives, District 53. 

Tom Stubbs spoke in support 


_ of his race for the newly formed 


House District 49. Dailey told the 
crowd that John Tanner, had just 
returned home from a hospital 
stint and was unable to attend. 
William Charlie Brown, was also 
unable to attend. 

Eason Mitchell stirred up a lit- 
tle controversy and received mur- 
murs of approval, when he told 
the crowd he supported the vic- 
tim restitution act. Mitchell 
challenged his circuit judgeship 


opponent on why the act wasn’t _ 


enforced, and. why the circuit 
court was so inefficient. 

Incumbent Judge Bob Arm- 
strong retaliated, saying that 
95% of the cases he handles in 
circuit court are civil in nature 
and do not involve victims of 
crime. .Armstrong also said @ 
state survey showed that the 
Shelby County courthouse has 
the worst space problem in 
Alabama. 

“7’m motivated,’ said C.P. 
‘*Red’’ Walker, as he laid a plat- 
form calling for ‘‘positive leader- 
ship” in the office of probate 
judge. Walker proposed to 


establish certain days and hours 
in towns across the county for the 

of licenses and the 
handling of other legal matters 
which now require a trip to the 


courthouse in Columbiana. 

Probate candidate R.E. ‘‘Ray”’ 
Hamilton told the crowd that 
taxes should go towards pro- 
viding services ‘‘to all com- 
munities, to all people. If we 
don’t have a plan to provide these 
services, I assure you we’ll be in- 
cluded in someone else’s plan-- 
Jefferson County’s plan.”” 

Don Hughes, the Montevallo 
City Administrator who is seek- 
ing the probate office, pointed to 
his record of efficiency in handl- 
ing governmental business. A 
better rapport is also needed with 
state legislators, he said, and 
“‘We need to bring the power 
back to the county.” 

Incumbent Probate Judge 
Tommy Snowden was not pre- 
sent. 

In the commission races, 
Charles Seales and incumbent 
Harold Davenport made bids for 
District 2. Incumbent J. Alpha 
Lowe, Leon Archer and Robert 
Parker sought support for the 
three-way race in District 4. 

Sheriff Buddy Glasgow is 
unopposed in the Democratic 
primaries for reelection. In a 
brief talk he noted that crime in 
the county had decreased 38% in 
the past five years. 

Norma Rogers, in her bid for 
supperintnedent of education, 
noted her doctorate degree and 
said she’s spent half of her life 
being educated. ‘‘Look for the 
best and put the best in office. 
You bring about dedicated peo- 
ple by motivating them, and I 
think that’s one of my best 
qualifications,”’ she said. 

‘Superintendent of education 
is the most important position up 
for election because it deals with 
our children,’’ said contender 
Ellie Glascox. He noted his in- 
volvement in several aspects of 
education and ended by saying ‘‘I 
treat people-- all people-- the way 
I want to be treated myself.’’ 

Saying that a good leader sur- 
rounds himself with competent 
people, incumbent Charles 
Knowles pointed out that 
Glascox and Rogers are both 
competent and that’s why they 
work for him. He said that in- 
cluding fringe benefits, teachers 
in Shelby County are the second 
best paid in the state ‘‘to assure 
your child gets the best possible 
educational opportunity.”’

Wayne Sumners and Frank 
‘‘Butch’’ Ellis, contenders for the 
state Democratic executive com- 
mittee, both spoke. 

Nearly all the candidates toned 
their talks in seriousness. 
However, incumbent Coroner 
Billy Thompson told the joke of 
the sympathetic golfer, who after 
a beautiful drive, paused before 
putting out while a funeral 
possession passed.

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Helena accepts cemetery land

The Helena Council accepted a 
land donation for a cemetery 
Monday night, but isn’t certain 
it’s big enough to be legal. 

Vulcan Materials had previous- 
ly offered the city 2-3 acres for 
use as a cemetery for blacks. 
Mayor Charles Penhale said 
several churches had offered to 
help develop it. 

*“We’re keeping up one for the 
whites,’’ said Mayor Charles 
Penhale. ‘‘We have to keep up 
one for the blacks. They need a 
place to bury their people.’’ 

But upon checking the city’s 
zoning laws, councilman James 
Kwater discovered that the city 
does not allow public cemeteries 
on less than 10 acres of land. 

Furthermore, councilman Ron 
Erwin said he knew at least one 
resident who would oppose a 
cemetery being built next to her 
house. 

Kwater suggested that the city 
step out of the middle and have 
Vulcan Materials settle the mat- 
ter with church representatives. 

Penhale said he had requested 
the land for a city cemetery and 
he felt obligated to go through 
with the deal. In the end, coun- 
cilman Bill Harris’ motion was 
passed to accept the land, even 
though the legality of size was not 
settled 

Legal problems were among 
the reasons insurance agent Herb 
Dearmin said the city should ac- 
cept a blanket policy from the 
MMI agency. Unlike the city’s 
present policy, MMI would cover 
all city officials and employees in 
law suits, he said. 

By changing to MMI, Dearmin 
said the city would also be 
covered in the event of an explo- 
sion or disaster connected with its 
gas operation. 

City officals were apparently 
unaware they were not insured 
against such disasters. 

Not only could MMI provide 
more coverage, Dearmin said, 
but its bid was $2,900 lower than 
the current policy. 

Penhale said that since he and 
the committee studying insurance 
had been unaware of the lack of 
gas coverage, the situation would 
have be studied further. 

**It was my understanding that 
we’d handle this tonight,’’ said 
Dearmin, who lives in Helena. 
“If you think the city’s broke 


now, you’re going to be in a mess 
(if something serious happens).”” 

Penhale said the council would 
make a definite decision by the 
next meeting. 


In other matters: 
*Resident Jim Dugger’s sug- 
gested a procedure for notifying 
people when council meeting 
were cancelled for a lack of 
quorume The motion was tabled. 

To prevent inconvenience to all 
parties concerned, Dugger sug- 
gested that councilmen notify the 
city clerk by 3 p.m. on meeting 
dates, if they could not attend, so 
others could could be notified of 
a cancelled meeting. 

**] think we can make it our 
business to let her know that,’’ 
Kwater said. 

Penhale said he was only aware 
of four meetings that were 
cancelled for lack of quorums 
this year, and three of those were 
called meetings. 
eCumberland Presbyterian Rev. 
Stan Reeves was given a tenative 
okay to his reminder that the 
council had agreed several years 
ago to help the church pay for 


eeving the city cemetary road. 


However, the road is just now 
being paved. Penhale pointed out 
that the commitment had been 
made by a previous council, and 
also that the city didn’t readily 
have its $1,561.50 share 
available.

Almost all Americans have 
numbers after their names 
somewhere in the giant 
Washington D.C. bureaucracy. 

But most of them have to settle 
for a social security number. 

Not so for Edward D. Mc- 
Cauley, who lives on a farm near 
Columbiana. He has the unusual 
distinction of having a number 
after his name in the U.S. Patent 
Office. 

McCauley, with two other 
men, is credited with a process 
entitled, ‘“‘Method of Applying 
Flux’’. The patent came through 
on May 4 of this year. The 
number is 4,327,798. The two 
others, James C. Farlow and 
William T. Adams, Jr. worked 
with McCauley at American Cast 
Iron Pipe in Birmingham. 

In an interview, McCauley told 
the Reporter he conceived the 
idea when he was superintendent 
of the steel foundry, which pro- 
duced centrifugally cast steel tub- 
This type of tubing is a 
sophisticated product for in- 
dustrial machinery, McCauley 
explained, and has to be of ex- 
tremely high quality. Such tubing 
is used for high pressure 
hydraulic cylinders and other 


purposes. 

He has seen tubing made by his 
process used as the walking beam 
assembly for transporting the 
Saturn missile from Huntsville to 
Cape Canaveral. Other uses in- 
clude housing for propeller shafts 
on‘ocean-going vessels, and rams 
for unloading freight cars full of 
grain. 

His method consists of adding 
a fluxing and insulating material 
to the molten metal during the 
centrifugal molding process. 

Introduced in granular form, 
the fluxing material becomes 
fluid at high temperatures and 
can flow the length of a 20’ tube, 
and carry an insulating blanket 
with it. 

The process reduces heat loss 
from convection and radiation 
and cleanses some of the gases 
from the steel. The process in- 
creases the quality of the tube 
and saves money in the final pro- 
duct. 

It also gives his company a 
competitive edge over tubing 
made by other firms. American 
Cast Iron Pipe has now applied 
for patents on the process in 
several foreign countries. 

McCauley holds a Bachelor’s 
Degree from Auburn and a 
Master’s in physics of Emory

“If his name comes up on the 
list when there’s an opening,” 
remarked Jail Administrator 
Wayne Lucas, ‘“‘I’ll certainly 
recommend him.”’ 

Commenting on the intern’s 
performance, the jail ad- 
ministrator reported that he had 
been conscientious about carry- 
ing out his duties and had a good 
rapport with other employees and 
the prisoners. 

‘I think it takes a special type 
of person to work in a jail en- 
vironment,”’ Horton said. 

He explained that an individual 
who works with inmates has to 
have patience and understanding.

Prompted by the recent tax notices increasing property 
taxes, in some cases tremendously, I introduced and 
passed legislation that can hold down or nullify those 
increases. 


Gentlemen: 


Last Thureday, July 15th, 1982, the Governor signed 
into Law an Act, #82-789, sponsored by me, that 
authorized the local taxing authorities to increase 
the homestead exemption claim against ad valoren ~ 
assessemnts from $2,000 to $4,000 per homestead. 


The Act permits the county and city governments to 
authorize up to $4,000 homestead exemptions as opposed 
to $2,000 before the Act. If implemented, this law 
should reduce your new tax liability or nullify the 
increase, this October. ' Inasmuch as the recent reassessment program has, 
or will, result in a tremendous increase in property 
taxes, due and payable at the end of this tax year, 
' it seems to me the new law should be implemented to 
roll back, reduce or nullify any increases that will 
otherwise result. 


I have, in a separate letter, asked the Courty Commission 
to adopt appropriate resolutions to reduce your new tax 
liability under the provisions of Act # 82-789 (by Cook). 


On behalf of the Shelby County constituents that I 
represent, I respectfully urge and request the 
Commission to adopt resolutions necessary to pass on 
this property tax advantage to the people. 


I thought you should know that tax relief from the new 
assessment is now available to Homeowners.

A woman from the Kingdom 
community has accomplished 
what thousands of writers and 
would-be writers only dream of 
doing. The first article she ever 
wrote for publication was bought 
by a national magazine--the first 
magazine she submitted it to. 

More often than not, writers 
send manuscripts to publisher 
after publisher, only to receive 
the same bleak note: ‘‘Thank you 
for your submission, but it is not 
suitable for our use...’’ 

Not so with Lynne Hall. 

The author’s story on scuba 
diving is scheduled to appear in 
the September issue of 
Cosmopolitan. The magazine has 
a circulation of 2.5 million. It 
paid Hall $500 for her feature. 

“I couldn’t believe they took 
it, really,’’ Hall says. 

**Five hundred dollars is pretty 
low for Cosmopolitan. But if 
they’d paid me just one dollar-- 
just put it in their magazine—that 
would’ve been fine with me. 

**The money was nice to spend, 
but I want to see this right 
here...”’ The 27-year old Shelby 
County High School graduate 
points to the byline at the top of 
the edited manuscript 
Cosmopolitan returned for her 
approval: by Lynne Hall. 

It is a common feeling, desire 
and drive that has pushed and 
haunted writers for ages. Put 
yourself into a work of writing, 
something that has become a part 
of you, and you want to see your 
name in print. 

Hall now has a good 
understanding of this. 

**] think I was two when I first 
wanted to be a writer,”’ she jokes. 
**No, I guess it was in the eighth 
grade. I was writing my first 
book. It was about horses. I 
never finished it, of course. 

“But writing is something I 
have to do. I feel guilty if I 
don’t.’’ 

For a while, Hall studied 
business at UM, but didn’t truly 
like it. She wanted to study jour- 
nalism, but people discouraged 
her, saying there weren’t any 
jobs. 

Her surprise success with 
Cosmopolitan changed all that. 
Now she’s taking journalism at 
UAB two days a week, while 
working three days as a medical 
secretary in a Columbiana 
clinic.

“‘Gladly,”’ she replied. 

_ The story begins with the fears 

that jittered her the first time she 
went diving--fears of sharks, 
death and the lurking unknown. 
The story touches on some of the 
technical side of diving, but at 
Cosmopolitan’s request, Hall 
paid more emphasis to the anec- 
dotes of her later dives. 

For instance: “‘Once I was so 
close to a six-foot bull shark, I 
could have puckered up and kiss- 
ed it on the forehead. Instead, I 
got out of there--fast!’’ 

Since her initial success, she 
had stories rejected by Adven- 
ture, Travel, arid Skindiver 
magazines. But now that she

Hall has some suggestions for 
anyone interested in trying to 
break into the fiercely com- 
petitive world of national 
magazine publication.

Also know what 
they’ve published in recent issues, 
she says, and don’t duplicate 
topics.

Minor aid for Hwy 25 


only scratches surface 


by David F. Moore 

Hazardous conditions on 
Highway 25 may finally get some 
relief inside the Calera city limits. 
But local officials point out the 
planned work only scratches the 
surface of safety problems along 
the heavily traveled two-lane. 

State highway division 
engineer G.M. Roberts has stated 
that the shoulder on 25 will be 
improved from Calera High 
School to Oliver Park. 

The work will allow room fora 
sidewalk and some shoulder 
along the’short, rough section of 
road. 

Furthermore, a bridged culvert 
near the highway 75 intersection, 
which currently has only an 
inches-wide shoulder, will be ex- 
panded four-five feet to allow for 
the sidewalk and more head on 
passing room. 

The commitment came in a Ju- 
ly 8 letter from Roberts to Calera 
Mayor Carl Prichard. 

Prichard had previoulsy writ- 
ten requests to state officals for 
help ‘‘in correcting the terribly 
unsafe sections of this road.’’ 
The letters were sent to Governor 
Fob James, state highway direc- 
tor Bobbie Joe Kemp, State 
Senator Lister Hill Proctor, and 
State Representative Sonny 
Moore. 

Along with the letters, 
Prichard sent copies of recent 
Reporter articles which pointed 
out dangers to motorists and 
pedestrians on 25. 

Roberts’ letter said the safety 
problems with 25 stem primarily 
from its ‘‘being a substandard 
facility.”’ 

The letter continued: ‘‘We will 
improve roadway conditions to 
the extent possible on the 


southeast side of AL 25 between 
the school and park utilizing our 
routine maintenance forces. This 
will include providing a sidewalk 
area where none now exist on the 
east side of a two-barrel culvert.”’ 

Roberts said a short retaining 
wall on private property along 
the stretch will restrict the 
available shoulder width in that 
area. He said the city will be re- 
quired to provide for the right-of- 
way along this restricted area, 

“This is a beginning--a goo 
beginning,’’ Prichard - told 
Reporter. ‘‘But it doesn’t correct 
the main problems with highway 
25. 

“This is one of the busiest 
highways in the state. Why wait 
until you have a tragedy before 
you act?”’ he continued. 

Prichard said he would con- 
tinue to push for improvements 
on 25 from Calera to Montevallo, 
the section one local trucker dub- 
bed ‘‘Hazard Road.’’ He also 
said he would begin this week 
contacting residents along the 
stretch where the improvements 
have already been approved. 

Montevallo Mayor Ralph Sears 
said he was ‘‘encouraged’’ that 
some work was finally planned 
for part of the dangerous stretch 
of road. He said the city would 
definitely continue its efforts for 
improvements to 25. 

But Sears agreed with Prichard 
that a short section of sidewalk 
was far from the total answer. 

‘*‘What we need in Montevallo 
more than anything is-at least the 
three or four-laning of highway 
25 from the viaduct to the top of 
Holloway Hill,’’ he said. 

According to Sears, the Shelby 
County Mayors’ Association has 
gone on record supporting the 


County will level hills 


on Coosa River road 


Residents of. Joe White Fish 
Camp Road will receive some 
relief from bad road conditions. 

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion authorized county engineer 
Gary Ray to level hills on the un- 
paved road to improve visibility 
Monday. 

The commissioners stated that 
they would also look at the 
possibility of paving the road by 
next summer. The road leads to 
the Coosa River near the Chilton 
County line. 

A.V. Jannett, who lives on 
road, told commissioners that 
promises were made to pave the 
road six years ago. He stated that 
the road washes so badly from 
rains that vehicles have to be 
driven on the wrong side in order 
to keep them from being damag- 
ed 


Jannett stated that he was try- 
ing to avoid the wash one: day 
when a school bus came over a 
hill. He stated that he got back on 


his side of the road just in time. 

He asked the commission, 
‘Please cut down some of the 
hills and pave as soon as possi- 
ble.’’ 

Reed White commented that 
the road leads to the oldest fish 
camp in Shelby County. He also 
stated that the bad condition of 
the road is hurting his own fish 
camp business. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
stated that he knew the road well 
and has travelled it since he was a 
little boy. He said that the com- 
mission would pave the road as 
soon as money is available. 

Ray told commissioners that 
additional easements will be 
necessary before any paving can 
be done. 

Among those complaining 
about the road conditions were 
Barbara White, Mrs. Lester 
Parker, Mrs. Helen E. Stowe, 
Janis E. Stephens, W.M. Mar- 
shall, Reed White and Jannett. 


need for safety improvements on 
25 from the Bibb County line, all 
the way around its long, nor- 
thwestward loop to Leeds. 

Besides ‘‘Hazard Road’’ and 
other unprintable names 25 has 
been given, the state legisture in 
1971 offically named it the 
‘“*University of Montevallo 
Highway. 

However, Dr. Joe Brindley, 
assistant to the president at the 
University of Montevallo, said 
UM is the only major university 
4n the state not accessible by a 
four-lane road. ; 

For years, UM has been trying 
to have either highway 119 or 25 
four-laned for the safety and ac- 
cessibility to its 2500 students. 
According to Brindley, a large 
percentage of UM students use 25 
for commuting or traveling from 
dorms on the weekends. 

‘*There’s ample reason and ra- 
tionale for four-laning highway 
25,’’ Brindley said. After hearing 
that some improvements are now 
plannned, he said ‘‘we’ll definite- 
ly renew our efforts to get relief 
for 25.”’ 

Division maintenance engineer 
Dwayne Jeffreys said the work 


' planned in Calera would be done 


by the end of the year. Funds for 
the project, he said, will come 
from the division’s $2 million 
maintenance budget. 

Jeffreys explained that the an- 
nual funds, used across a seven 
county area, are only enough to 
resurface 50-60 miles of state 
roads per year. To resurface a 
highway such as 25, and widen its 
‘substandard shoulders’? would 
cost about $50,000 per mile, Jef- 
ferys told the Reporter. 

Such factors as traffic counts 
and accident histories are used to 
pick the roads budgeted for work 
each year. But, Jeffreys said, ‘‘It 
certainly doesn’t hurt to get 
public support.’’ 

The priority list for the upcom- 
ing fiscal year will be approved in 
October. Jeffreys said the three 
sections of state road in Shelby 
County most needing work are 31 
from Calera to Saginaw, 70 from 


Dargin to Columbiana, and 25. -

September 1 is the target date 
for construction to begin. The 
building will be located on a site 
at the corner of Ist Ave. and 9th 
St. 

The six lots there were deeded 
to the city by the Albert Scott 
family. 

A $300,000 grant for the 
building came from the Ap- 
palachian Regional Commission 
with the city supplying $75,000 
toward the project. 

In kind services will account 
for $35,000 of that amount with 
revenue sharing funds supplying 
$40,000 of the city’s share. 

Clarke said that he was 
especially pleased the grant came 
through because of the cutback in 
federal funding. 

“This shows the government 
felt the need was justified,’’ the 
library director noted, adding

that the city’s action was a ‘‘bold 
and courageous’’ move.

‘‘phenomenal’’ growth over a ten 
year period. 

‘*T believe when we moved here 
in 1939,”’ Scott said, ‘‘there was a 
sign listing the population figure 
at 400.’” 

When the recent annexation 
receives final approval, the 
number of residents in the city 
will reach 12,000. 

Describing the structure, which 
will provide 6,000 square feet of 
floor space, as a building which 
will complement its natural sur- 
roundings, Moss said that it com- 
bined esthetics and economy. 

The Birmingham architect has 
designed a number of libraries, 
some of which have received na- 
tional acclaim. 

His firm, Moss and Garekes, 
has provided the plans for such 
libraries as the State Library in 
Montgomery, the Sylacauga 
Library and the Brent-Centreville 
Library. 

Construction on the Library 
for the Handicapped in 
Washington D.C. is now in pro- 
gress. 

Materials to be used in the new 
Alabaster Library will include 
brick and siding on the exterior

Railings get 


more paint 


The Shelby County Commi- 
sion agreed Monday to repaint 
the railings on the courthouse 
roof. 

But commissioners decided not 
to accept the entire recommenda- 
tion of the special ‘color study’ 
committee they had appointed. 

The committee, headed by 
Miriam Fowler of the county 
Historical Society, had suggested 
painting everything on the roof 
except the five domes, the same 
ivory as the window trim. 

Mrs. Fowler told the commis- 
sion on July 12 that the brown 
was ‘overwhelming’ and 
separated the roof from the rest 
of the building. 

But the commission decided to 
paint only the railings ivory and 
leave the dome supports and 
structural detail the same brown 
as all the domes. 

The painting aroused public 
outcry last month when the dark 
brown color was put on the 
formerly white and silver domes. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden said Monday that 
painting contractor Austin 
Henley has agreed to charge only 
for the time it takes his men to re- 
paint the railings, and will not 
charge for his own time. 

The county will provide the 
ivory paint and, according to 
Snowden, ‘‘There may be enough 
of the ivory left to do the job.” 

Henley completed his initial 
painting contract with the county 
Monday. The contract was in the 
amount of $26,880.

Katie Griffith received the 
board’s unanimous approval for 
the head position at Shelby 
Elementary School.

Shelby Med Center 


enjoys sound finances

Despite being in the midst of 
traditional ‘hospital slow mon- 
ths,’” Shelby Medical Center is 
showing a higher occupancy rate 
than expected. 


According to SMC finance 
director Gene Taylor, the 
hospital is showing a 74% oc- 
cupancy rate for its 210 beds dur- 
ing the first nine months of the 
fiscal year. 

Taylor said SMC’s $22.5 
million budget for 1982 was bas- 
ed ‘‘optimistically’’on a 70% oc- 
cupancy prediction. 

‘June was another good 
month,”’ Taylor said. ‘‘We’re do- 
ing a fine job of filling the 40 new 
beds the state granted us.”’ 

Taylor figured that if SMC was 
still operating 170 beds, as it was 
before the completion of last 
year’s expansion project, it 
would be at a 92% occupancy 
rate. The state, he said, demands 
an 80%-85% occupancy rate 
before it will consider granting 
permission for expansion. 

Besides an overall increase in 


utilization, Taylor said SMC’s 
patient days have increased 8% 
since the expansion. 

SMC’s 19 OB/GYN beds are 
now ‘‘pulling their own,’’ Taylor 
said. Although the unit’s oc- 
cupancy rate is considerably 
lower than the rest of the 
hospital, Taylor said it is 
operating in the black. 

The OB /GYN unit reopened 
four years ago after remodeling, 
and was not a profitable unit for 
some time. 

Taylor noted that his figures 
are subject to final audits in the 
fall, but it appears that hospital 
revenues will total at $25 million 
this year, some $2.5 million over 
the budget. 

Revenues for the first three 
quarters were $19 million, Taylor 
reported. SMC is getting an 18% 
return on its investments, and 
showing an overall profit margin 
of 10%, he said. 

**We’re basically upbeat and 
basically optimistic,’’ Taylor 
said. ‘The hospital is being 
utilized more than it ever has in 
the past.”’ 


County may get rights 
to Dunnavant road 


Alexander Road near Dunna- 
vant, may no longer be taboo to 
county maintenance crews. 

Hazel McClellan, who owns 
the road, reportedly told county 
engineer Gary Ray that she will 
deed her right of way to the coun- 
ty Monday. 

Much to the dismay of 
residents who use the road, Mc- 
Clellan banned county crews 
from working the road in 1980. 
The county maintained the road 
for ten years prior to that time. 

Monday morning the county 
commission instructed county at- 
torney Frank Ellis to begin con- 
demnation procedures for the 
road at the request of the people 
who live along it. 

According to Ray, when he in- 
formed McClellan that he would 
be surveying the road for the 
legal action, she implied that she 
would give up her right of way. 

When contacted by the 
Reporter for confirmation of the 
report, McClellan had no com- 


ment other than to say, ‘‘We' 


have some things working out.” 
Unless McClellan does deed 


her right of way to the county, 


the county commission will have 
to prove that the road is being

During the discussion, it was 
noted that the cost of giving the 
exam a second time should be less 
since it has already been drawn 
up. 

Saying he thought it was worth 
a few extra dollars to get sound 
advice, board member Larry 
Dillard remarked that he didn’t 
believe in throwing money away. 

With an annual budget of 
$25,000, board chairman Teddy 
Brasher told the group that a 
balance of $14,129 remains uns- 
pent. : 

The balance at the end of the 
fiscal year is put in the county’s 
general fund. Last year, Brasher 
reported, the sum of $15,000 was 
turned in to the county. 

The board agreed to hold off 
on making a decision on who 
would give the exam until they 


have a chance to talk the matter 
over with Curtin. 

A year after the deputy’s exam 
was given, the board voted to ex- 
tend the list through this year. 
Some of the names were 
eliminated however, when board 
secretary Betty Rayfield queried 
the 49 individuals on. whether 
they were still interested. 

In the event the county com- 
mission authorizes the sheriff to 
hire any new employees, the 
names presented for his con- 
sideration will come from the 
new list, which will be certified 
on Oct. 18. 

Board members heard that a 
new corrections officer will begin 
his duties in the jail in August. 

Dale Glass, who has worked 
for the Columbiana Police 
Department and the Traffic Safe- 
ty Center at the University of 
Montevallo, is replacing Greg 
Barnett.

to offer the same services, which 
cost even more money when they 
are under-utilized. He said 
Brookwoood would duplicate 
services that other hospitals will 
have to continue to offer for 
women who cannot or would not 
use Women’s Hospital. 

Consortium members pointed 
out that Brookwood’s proposal is 
not part of an overall regional 
plan for OB/GYN care, and that 
studies show that the area already 
has an excess of 33 more OB beds 
than it needs. 

SMC board chairman C.E. 
**Bull’’ Carter told the Reporter 
Tuesday before press deadline 
that he intended to ask the 
hospital to oppose the 
Brookwood project. 

Carter said the Women’s 
Hospital would probably ‘‘bleed 
off’’ some Shelby patients, and 
that Brookwood would probably 
convert present OB/GYN beds to 
regular hospital beds if the pro- 
ject went through. 

According to SMC public rela- 
tions director Vickie Kessler, ad- 
ministrator Rollan Bradford is 
also opposed to the women’s 
hospital. Bradford did not say 
why the hospital had not joined 
the consortium, she said.

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Campaign trail takes embarrassing turn

‘‘Having my name badly 
mispronounced in front of a 
strange group was the worst thing 
that happened to me.”’ 

That was the answer given by 
Mayor Carl Prichard of Calera, 
when he was asked what misfor- 
tunes he suffered on the cam- 
paign trail in Shelby County. 

The incident occurred at the 
private school in Harpersville five 
years ago when Mayor Prichard 
sought election to the county 
board of education. 

Although he laughs about it to- 
day, the mayor said he was in- 
troduced with a very embarrass- 
ing pronunciation of Prichard. 

He said, ‘‘What made matters 
worse...I think the man knew 
better. He had just given a very 
ringing introduction for my op- 
ponent and called him a 
hometown boy.”’ 

Prichard stated that hitting the 
campaign trail was exhausting 
work with as many as six speak- 
ing stops scheduled in six dif- 
ferent locations, all in the same 
day. 


‘Forrunately, I was spared the 
embarrassment of some can- 
didates who were telling folks 
how glad they were to be in 
Harpersville, when in fact they 
were in Vincent.”’ 

But one trial of the trail did not 
bypass Prichard. He was chased 
by quite a few dogs. 

He said, ‘‘One day while I was 
out door knocking, two of the 
largest dogs I’ve ever seen in my 
life came out. I thought they 
were going to eat me alive.”’ 

The mayor said, ‘“‘Il very 
gingerly backed up and got into 
my car. I won’t argue with Ger- 
man Shepherds.”’ 

But one thing the campaign 
trail taught Prichard was that the 
people of Shelby County are nice. 
He said, ‘‘They are good down to 
earth people who don’t mind tell- 
ing you where they stand in 
nothing flat. But that’s why I 
think Shelby County is a great 
place to live.’’ 

Prichard said, ‘‘l applaud peo- 
ple with spunk. I just wish that 
more people would get involved 
with their government. It just 


may be that sometimes we elected 
officials are not 100 percent sure 
what the people want.”’ 

Getting back to the campaign, 
Prichard said that it was not un- 
common for him to attend a 
political function and finc more 
politicians present than audience. 

He said, ‘‘Sometimes it made 
you just want to cry when you 
left your family behind to get 
somewhere and found that only 
15 people showed up.”’

Reaches 2,000 mile point 
Cancer fighter marching 


Cancer victim W.G. ‘‘Mac’’ 
McCarley has reached the 2,000 
mile point in his 3,723-mile walk- 
a-thon. The former state senator 
who represented Shelby County, 
celebrated the occasion Monday 
morning on board the USS 
Alabama in Mobile. 

Doctors in Mobile said Mc- 
Carley was in good shape, con- 
sidering the cancer, and expected 
him to be able to reach his goal, 
according to reports Monday. 

The 54-year old McCarley 
Started his roadway walk:ng 
marathon July 13 on U.S. 43 at 
the Tennessee line. Since then 
he’s completed U.S. highways 11, 
45, 29, 84, 78, 411, 331, 72 and 
82. 

One year ago the Prattville 
native was diagnosed as having 


cancer, and subsequently had 
75% of his stomach and 40% of 
his esophagus removed. 

“‘There’s no way I’ll just roll 
over and let cancer beat me,’’ 
said McCarley, who was in Col- 
umbiana recently. ‘‘That’s why 
I’m making this walk. I want to 
help eliminate the fear of of the 
disease as a ‘killer.’ | want to do 
what I can to contribute to its 
eradication so others don’t have 
to face what I’ve faced.’ 


McCarley is asking the people 
of Alabama to donate a penny 
per mile during his 3,723-mile 
trek.

“But I decided I would live 
every moment to its fullest, and 
dedicate the rest of my life to do- 
ing what I can to help eliminate 
the enemy that attacked my 
body,’’ McCarley _ said. 
“Although my chances of sur- 
vival beyond five years is not real 
good, I no longer look at my bout 
with cancer as a totally negative 
thing.’’ 


His fund raising efforts have

Jaycees, the Alabama Bankers 
Association, and numerous 
businesses.

**How did you know the butler 
did it?’’ 

“Simple deduction, my dear 
Watson.”’ 

Simple deduction. It may have 
been enough for Sherlock 
Holmes, but law officers and 
prosecuting attorneys who take 
cases to court in 1982, better have 
evidence. Physical evidence. And 
the more, the better. 

Physical evidence comes in all 
shapes and forms--from obvious 
bales of marijuana and sawed-off 
shotguns, to not so obvious 
samples of carpet fiber, hair and 
blood. 

Although seemingly insignifi- 
cant, in the hands of qualified 
evidence technicians, odd things 
form crucial pieces to puzzles of 
crime. 

In one recent Shelby County 
case, the end of a roll of tape 
helped convict a criminal. 

After hitting a Pelham clothing 
store, a gun wielding robber 
bound the clerks with strips of 
tape. When they were cut loose, 


police held onto the seemingly in- 
significant tape. 

The suspect was later picked up 
and brought to court. Evidence 
technicians matched the ends of 
the tape strips with the end of a 
roll of tape found in the suspect’s 
car--a fact the man was unable to 
explain away to the judge. 

“You don’t enter a room 
without leaving some sort of 
trace behind you,’’ says Pelham 
Lt. Tommy Thomas. ‘‘Rarely 
does a criminal not leave 
evidence. There’s usually 
something there. You can’t tell 
what a silly little piece might 
match up to.”’ 

Blood scrapings can fill in 
many puzzle parts. Thomas says 
splattered blood patterns on a 
wall, ceiling or floor, can indicate 
the velocity with which a weapon 
was swung, the direction of at- 
tack, if a scuffle took place in 
several rooms, and if the victim 
or suspect was running or walk- 
ing. 

Minute samples of a suspect’s 
blood, hair or skin at the scene of 


Not ‘simple deduction’

the crime is, at the least, very in- 
criminating. By the same token, 
blood from the victim found on 
the suspect can land a criminal in 
jail. 
Assistant district attorney Bob 
O’Connor says cigarette butts 
can reveal more than a brand 
name. Blood types can be deter- 
mined from saliva traces, which 
can in turn be tied back to a 
suspect. 

Fingerprints may be traditional 
evidence, but district attorney 
Billy Hill says tv and detective 
stories tend to overplay their ef- 
fectiveness. ‘‘It’s the exception 
rather than the rule, that you 
have good prints acceptable as 
evidence,’’ Hill notes. 

Because of the fragile nature of 
such evidence, it’s crucial not to 
contaminate crime scenes, which 
happens when overly curious 
police, and bystanders tramp iu 
to look. Thomas says this only 
adds more fingerpiints, hairs, 
fibers and othci complications to 
the tedious task of fine-toothing 
a secae. 


Crucial to making a case in 
court is the preservation of the 
chain of evidence, and the storing 
of the collected evidence. 

Everyone who handles a quan- 
tity of drugs, weapons or other 
‘evidence, must testify to that fact 
in court. Too many hands can 
muff a case. 

Evidence can be stored by the 
sheriff’s office, the district at- 
torney, affected municipalities or 
the crime lab in Birmingham. 
Since evidence, or records of 
evidence must be kept after the 
trial in case of appeal, storage 
can become a problem. 

O’Connor says the lab in Birm- 
ingham often has several tons of 
marijuana on hand. When it gets 
too crowded, samples of the 
drugs are takci and a court order 
is obtained to have the remainder 
iucinerated at U.S. Steel. 

The evidence vault in the 
sheriff’s office is cluttered with 
guns and other evidence 15 years 
old, says Sheriff Buddy Glasgow. 
He says he needs to have shelves 
built for the vault, some of the 
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old guns condemned and 
destroyed, and a stricter inven- 
tory kept in the future. 

At one time, Glasgow says the 


‘vault held some $200,000 of con- 


fiscated cash, but the IRS cleaned 
it out for him. 

Only the sheriff, chief deputy 
and chief investigator have access 
to the county’s evidence vault. 
Hill says that his office keeps a 
strict inventory of evidence, and 
O’Connor is the only one with ac- 
cess to it. 

In Pelham, only Thomas and 
the captain go in the evidence 
vault, and again a strici inventory 
is kept. Montevallo police also 
kcep a strict inventory on their 
evidence locker, and only the 
chief, sergeant and evidence 
technician have keys to it. 

In three years as DA, Hill says 
evidence has never been lost in 
connection with a local case. 

Currently, only seven state 
licensed evidence technicians 
work in Shelby County: Steve 
Southerland, Montevallo PD; 
Mike Smitherman, Phillip 


Walker, sheriff's department; 
Capt. Allan Wade, Lt. Thomas, 
Eddie Braden and Donnie Guyer, 
Pelham PD. 

Simple deduction may have 
worked for Sherlock Holmes, but 
as one law officer puts it: ‘‘It’s a 
different ballgame than it used to 
be. If you can definitely put a 
person inside a building with 
physical evidence, you have a 
much stronger case.”’ 

Law officers and DA 
spokesmen al! say more evidence 
technicians are needed here.

U.S. District Court Judge Sam 
C. Pointer, Jr., has ordered 


Aquatech of Birmingham, Inc., 
doing business as Pure Pack Ice, 


in Pelham, to pay: a total of 


$12,239 in back overtime-pay to 
17 employees. 

The order settles a Fair Labor 
Standards Act (FLSA) suit filed 
here on June 3, 1982 by the U.S. 
Department of Labor. 

‘According to James E, Pat- 
ching, the Department’s regional 
administrator for employment 
standards, Atlanta, the suit 
charged the defendants with hav- 
ing violated the overtime-pay 
provisions of the act. 

The court enjoined the defen- 
dants, who agreed to the entry of 
the judgment without admitting 
or denying the allegations, from 
future violation of these provi- 
sions of the FLSA. 

The defendants were also 
ordered to pay court costs. 

The act, enforced by the Labor 
Department’s Wage and Hour 
Division, sets the current federal 
minimum wage at $3.35 an hour 
and generally calls for overtime 
pay for hours worked. over 40-in 
any workweek. 


Moonlighting 
is taxable 


Income earned while 
‘‘moonlighting” is taxable and 
must be reported on the tax 
return, whether received in a 
regular payroll check, or in cash, 
the Internal Revenue Service 
says.

Paul Perry, president of the 
medical society Thursday that the 
list includes the name, address 
and phone number of a 
chiropractor. 

The information is being car- 
ried in the form of a sticker with 
the new emergency number for 
the fire district, 991-5550, the 
new number for its business of- 
fice, 991-6439; and the number of 
the sheriff's department, 
669-4181. 

The new numbers for the fire 
district will go into effect, Sun- 
day, July 25. 

Perry said, ‘‘We feel the name, 
address and phone number of the 
chiropractor is inappropriate. We 
feel that the problem is if so- 
meone has an emergency, they 
will think that is the number to 
call.”’ 

However, Perry said his group 
did not believe the inclusion of 
the chiropractor with the 
emergency numbers was inten- 
tional.

Oak Mountain State Park is 
striving to improve both its 
facilities and services. 

According to Phil Easterwood, 
new park superintendent, recent 
changes have been made to make 
the park more enjoyable to the 
public. 

In addition, ‘‘daily evaluations 
of the operation of each facility 
are held to accomplish the goal of 
high quality service employees 
and high quality service 
facilities.”’ ; 

Easterwood told the Reporter 
that new animals have been add- 
ed to the demonstration farm. 
They include three ponies and 
two horses. 


Other animals include 
chickens, sheep, goats, rabbits 
and pigs. 


A pony ride is now available 
for children at the farm all year 
round, both weekdays and on 
weekends. A request for a ride is 
all that is necessary. 

The hours and days of the 
demonstration farm have been 
extended. 

At one time the farm was only 
open from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Tuesday though Saturday. It was 
closed on Mondays and was only 
open on Sundays from 1:30 p.m. 
until 4 p.m. 

Now the farm is open seven 
days a week from 9 a.m. until 5 
p.m. year-round. 


Guided tours are available 
Monday though Friday by reser- 
vation only. Milking demonstra- 
tions are held at 10 a.m. on 
Saturdays. 

Sundays, the farm is open to 
the general public. 

A new complete tackle shop 
has been added at the fishing 
lake. 

Easterwood said that the new 
shop replaces an old board from 
which only a few floats and 
hooks were once sold. 

In addition, the park informa- 
tion center is open from 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m. seven days a week. 

Aside from the demonstration 
farm and the fishing lake, the 
park offers: 

A swimming beach, picnic 
grounds, canoeing, pedal boats, 
25 miles of hiking trail, tennis 
courts, a bicycle racing track, 18 
hole championship golf course, 
ten family cottages, primitive and 
improved campgrounds and even 
a game room. 

Easterwood said that the golf 
course is fast approaching 
**excellent condition’’. 

The park superintendent who 
has served since December said, 
‘‘We have a very dedicated bunch 
of folks here. We get a lot of 
pride out of identifying ourselves 
with Oak Mountain State Park.’’

Columbiana Council paves 


way to create new utility board 


The city of Columbiana now 
has a utility board. But that 
doesn’t mean the gas board, 
water board and sewer system 
have been combined into one 
unit. Not yet, anyway. 

However the resolution from 
the gas board at Thursday’s 
meeting, which asked for a 
change in name to utility board, 
paves the way for combining the 
three systems. 

By a unanimous vote, the panel 
approved the change in name. 
However, a negative vote cast by 
Councilman Lewis Walker keeps 
the board membership at three. 

Another resolution from the 
gas board asked that two addi- 
‘ional members be added. The 
‘eason for that is because a utility 
board which combines the three 
boards is to consist of five 
members. 

But Walker said he thought 
that action could be taken when 
the city was certain the board 
would be created. 

Reportedly, some final paper- 
work is holding up the plans to 


Unemployed 
reach 13.9% 


The number of employed 
Alabama workers dropped by ap- 
proximately 15,900 in June, 
pushing the state’s unemploy- 
‘ment rate up to 13.9 percent. 
Alabama’s jobless rate was 13.4 
percent in May and 11.4 percent a 
year ago. 

Franklin H. James, director of 
the Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations, said job losses 
were primarily in agriculture and 
manufacturing. A decline of 
1,700 jobs in the durable goods 
sector of manufacturing was 
mostly in the primary metals in- 
dustry. Manufacturing employ- 
ment is down by 24,500 from the 
level of a year ago. 

An influx of summer job 
seekers into the labor force con- 
tributed to the upturn in 
unemployment, James said. ‘‘We 
expect unemployment to remain 
high through the summer mon- 
ths,”’ he added. 

Nationally, unemployment ad- 
vanced from 9.1 percent in May 
to 9.8 percent in June. A year 
ago, the national rate was 7.7 
percent.

of the utility board. 

Opting to wait until the cer- 
tainty of a utility board is deter- 
mined, the council did not ap- 
point anyone to an expired term 
on the water board. 

The position that ran out on 
July 17 is held by water board 
chairman Bob Hume who had 
been appointed last March to fill 
Walker’s unexpired term. 

At that time the council 
discovered that no council 
member could serve on the water 
board. 

However, a resolution passed 
by the water board now makes 
that possible. 

Pointing out that some deci- 
sion about a utility board should 
be made by August 1, Coun- 
cilman Frank Owens moved that 
a vote on the matter be tabled.
